The  Rev.  Mr.  Sessums,  in  the  name  of  Mrs.  Jacob 
Thompson,  of  Tennessee,  presented  to  the  Board,  for  the 
University,  a  portrait  of  her  late  husband,  and  delivered, 
by  her  request,  the  following  communication : 

Memphis,  Tenu.,  June  13,  1885. 
To  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  Sewanee, 
Tenn.  : 

Gentlemen — Item  second,  of  the  codicil  of  my  late  husband's  will, 
which  has  been  duly  probated  in  this  county  as  the  law  directs, 
reads  as  follows  :  "  I  own  $100,000  in  the  •  Bell  Telephone  Company' 
stock,  at  Washington  City.  I  request  my  wife  to  transfer  this 
stock  to  the  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  if  in  the  future 
it  turns  out  to  be  valuable  stock,  say  worth  par  or  eighty  or  ninety 
per  cent.  Should  the  stock  not  be  valuable,  at  such  time  as  it  may 
be  convenient  I  request  her  to  turn  over  to  the  University  $10,000." 

I  will  state,  in  connection  with  this  item  and  request,  that  it  is 
my  earnest  desire  faithfully  to  execute  the  wish  of  my  beloved  hus- 
band in  this  matter,  so  far  as  it  lies  withiu  my  power  to  do  so ;  and 
I  regret  exceedingly  the  occurrence  of  the  error  in  the  above  ex- 
tract. It  should  read,  "Pan  Electric  Telephone  Company"  as  will 
be  fully  explained  to  you  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Davis  Sessums.  At  your 
earliest  convenience,  after  due  consideration  and  investigation  of 
the  subject,  I  would  thank  you  to  inform  ine  officially  which  you 
would  prefer  to  accept,  the  $100,000  stock  in  the  Parent  Company 
of  the  Pan  Electric  Telephone  Company,  of  Washington  City,  or 
$10,000  in  cash.  Should  you  prefer  the  stock,  I  will  transfer  it  to 
you  as  soon  as  the  consent  of  the  President  and  Secretary  of  that 
company  can  be  obtained.     If  you  decide  to  take  the  eash,  I  will 
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pay   the   same  at    my  earliest  convenience,  within,   say,  the   next 
year.

The  following  communication,  read  by  the  Bishop  of 
Tennessee,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Propo- 
sitions and  Grievances : 

S.EWAKEE,  Tenn.,  July.  1885. 
To  the  Honorable,  the   Board  ok  Trustees,   University  of 
the  South  : 

Sirs — The  undersigned  merchants,  doing  business  in  Sewauee. 
Tenn..  under  leases  from  the  University  of  the.  South,  respectfully 
represent  to  you  that  a  store  has  been  recently  established  by  the 
executive  officer  of  the  University,  in  one  of  the  public  buildings  in 
the  chapel  yard  of  the  University,  in  which  there  are  generally  sold 
candies,  and  other  confections,  notions,  such  as  sleeve-buttons, 
brushes  and  combs,  atomizers,  perfumery,  soap-toilet  and  other 
articles,  etc. 

The  operation  of  this  store  has  materially  affected  our  respective 
business  interests,  more  or  less,  from  the  fact  of  its  cotireiiieHt  locu- 
tion, and  from  preference,  in  that  orders  and  credit  are  given  the 
students  upon  the  store  by  the  clerk  in  charge,  who  has  cognizance 
of  the  state  of  their  funds,  which  knowledge  is  obviously  of  giv.it 
advantage. 

By  laws  passed  by  your  Honorable  Hoard,  July.  1870.  the  estab 
lishinent  of  stores  and  warehouses  by  any  one  within  the  University 
Reserve;  after  that  time,  is  prohibited. 

To  those  of  the  undersigned  merchants  who  established  their  bus- 
iness here  after  the  passage  of  the  above  act,  this  fact  was  tif  under- 
standing and  consideration  in  the  establishment  of  their  business 
here,  and  was  one  amongst  other  inducements. 

Therefore  the  undersigned  merchants  feel  called  upon  to  respeel 
fully    petition    your   Honorable    Hoard    for   the   suppression  of    the 
aforementioned  store,  regarding  its  establishment  by  the  executive 
officer  of  the  University,  the  Vice-Chancellor,  as  a  violation  of  the 
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laws  enacted  by  you  for  the  government  of  the  University  domain, 
and  that  it  is  illegal. 

Books  and  stationery  are  also  sold  from  this  store  ;  but  in  this 
fact  the  undersigned  find  no  complaint,  recognizing  the  right  and 
propriety  of  an  institution  of  learning  to  furnish  its  students  with 
such  articles.

After  devotional  exercises,  the  minutes  for  July  31 
were  read  and  confirmed.

By  motion  of  Mr.  McNeal,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Gray  was  added 
to  the  Finance  Committee  for  this  session.

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  OFFICER. 

I "  N I  V  E RSITr  OF  THE  SO l- Til.         ? 

Health  Department.  July  1.  1885.  \ 
To  the  Honorable,  the  Hoard  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  from 
the  Health  Department  of  the  University,  for  the  scholastic  year 
1884-1885 : 

The  number  of  cases  (126)  reported  is  not  above  the  average,,  and 
only  one  or  two  have  been  serious  in  their  nature. 

The  table  on  the  following  page  gives  the  classification  of  the  dis- 
eases  according  to  their  monthly  occurrence. 

The  twenty-six  cases  of  intermittent  fever  have  been  of  the  usual 
mild  type,  appearing  in  students  from  malarial  regions.  The  oc- 
currence of  eleven  of  these  cases  in  the  Trinity  term  and  fifteen  in 
the  Lent  term,  is  somewhat  in  the  ratio  of  the  new  students  joining 
the  University  at  those  periods.  TVith  care  upon  the  part  of  the  pa- 
tient, these  cases  can  be  arrested  usually  after  the  first  attack. 

The  three  cases  of  remittent  fever  were  not  serious  in  their  na- 
ture. 

The  cases  of  ephemeral  fever  w^.re  caused  apparently  by  indiscre- 
tion in  diet,  and  were  trivial. 

One  case  of  measles  occurred  in  March.  This  case  was  attended 
by  Dr.  Anderson,  and  had  a  favorable  issue. 

In  April  there  occurred  a  limited  epidemic  of  rotheln.  or  German 
measles.  This  form  of  measles  is  less  serious  than  the  ordinary 
type,  being  distinguished  from  it  by  pathological  details  entitling 
rotheln  to  rank  as  a   distinct   disease.     Twelve  cases  appeared  in 
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April,  and  one  in  May.  The  fact  that  so  few  cases  occurred,  can  be 
accounted  for  by  the  wide  dispersion  of  our  students  in  separate 
cottages.  One  or  two  of  the  cases  were  severe,  but  no  case  could 
be  classed  as  serious. 

The  case  of  acute  rheumatism  occurred  in  April.  The  case  was 
tedious  in  its  course,  but  convalesced  favorably  without  the  acci- 
dents usually  feared  in  such  attacks.  The  treatment  was  with  alka- 
lies and  opium,  together  with  regular  nutrition. 

The  twenty-seven  cases  of  diarrhoea  were  due  chiefly  to  im- 
prudences in  diet.  They  were  all  mild,  fielding  readily  to  treat- 
ment. 

Tonsillitis  and  bronchitis  show  between  them  forty-six  cases,  and 
may  be  regarded  as  due  to  local  conditions.  No  case  of  tonsillitis 
raii  into  abscess.  hi  a  few  the  tonsils  were  ulcerated,  but  yielded 
readily  to  antiseptic  treatment. 

The  case  of  asthma  was  imported. 

The  case  of  pneumonia  was  serious,  and  the  patient's  conval- 
escence was  further  delayed  by  a  mild  though  tedious  attack 
of  malarial  fever  which  asserted  itself  after  the  defervescence  from 
pneumonia. 

The  case  of  suppurative  hepatitis,  or  abscess  of  the  liver,  termin- 
ated in  recovery.     The  abscess  was  not  in  a  position  to  be  reached 
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by  instrument*,  but  fortunately  discharged  itself  iul<i  the  intestinal 
canal,  after  which  the  patient  slowly  convalesced. 

No  other  cases  arc  worthy  of  special  mention. 

In  connection  with  the  water  supply  of  the  University,  the  fol- 
lowing facts  will  prove  of  interest  and  value: 

As  mentioned  in  the  report  of  1883-84,  the  chief  water  supply  of 
the  University  is  obtained  from  wells  averaging  from  twenty-five  to 
thirty  feet  in  depth,  these  wells  being  sank  into  the  porous  sand- 
stone forming  the  mountain  cap. 

Sanitarians  in  England  and  America  have  concluded,  from 
abundant  statistics,  that  wells  under  fifty  feet  in  depth  can  not  be 
regarded  as  safe  from  surface  pollution.  In  other  words,  this  is  as- 
serting that  less  than  a  fifty  foot  thickness  of  soil  or  rock  does  nol 
afford  a  natural  filter  which  can  be  relied  upon  for  more  than  a 
limited  period  of  time.  As  our  wells  seldom  exceed  thirty  feet,  it 
becomes  an  important  question  to  answer  as  to  what  length  of  time 
such  wells  may  he  used  with  safety. 

The  danger  or  safety  of  water  is  generally  determined  by  the 
presence  or  absence  of  the  two  gaseous  constituents,  ammonia  and 
chlorine.  Innumerable  experiments  have  shown  that  these  gases 
can  always  be  obtained  from  water,  no  matter  what  its  source:  and 
from  these  experiments  has  also  been  determined  the  normal  limits 
of  these  impurities.  When  these  normal  limits  are  exceeded,  it  is 
regarded  as  evidence  that  these  gases  have  been  derived  from  sur- 
face pollution.  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  waters  found  thus  impure 
have  been  shown  to  be  indebted  for  this  pollution  to  sewage 
contamination. 

The  normal  limit  determined  for  chlorine  gas  is  one-  grain  in  one 
hundred  thousand  grains  of  water.  This  much  may  be  derived 
from  the  unpolluted  soil,  and  from  the  products  of  vegetable  de- 
composition upon  the  surface.  If  this  quantity  is  exceeded,  sewage 
pollution  may  be  strongly  suspected. 

In  October,  1883,  an  examination  was  made  of  three  classes  ol 
water. 

The  first  specimen  of  water  was  from  a  newly  completed  well. 

The  second  specimen  was  from  a  woll  which  had  been  in  use  ten 
years. 

The  third  specimen  was  from  a  surface  spring  whose  outflow  was 
affected  by  rain  or  drought. 

The  same  waters  have  been  reexamined  during  the  past  month  of 
dune.  1885.  in  order  to  determine  the  rati'  of  increase  in  the  chlorine 
during  the  twentv  months  which  have  intervened  since  October.  1883. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  grains?  of  chlorine  gas  in 
me  hundred  thousand  grains  of  water,  for  the  two  examinations.

From  these  data  it  will  l>e  seen  that  the  amount  of  chlorine  (0.54 
grs.)  for  the  new  well,  given  in  October,  1883,  may  he  regarded  as 
the  normal  limit  for  our  soil.  While  the  chlorine  obtained  in 
October,  1883.  for  the  well  ten  years  old  may  be  regarded  as  result- 
ing from  the  accumulated  impurities  (of  the  soil)  during  the  ten 
years. 

Comparing  the  quantity  of  chlorine  found  in  the  new  well  in  Oc- 
tober, 1883,  with  that  found  in  June,  1885  (20  months),  it  is  seen 
that  the  increase  has  been  64  per  cent.  The  increase  for  the  old 
well  has  been  only  4.0  per  cent,  while  the  surface  spring  shows  an 
increase  of  only  3.1  per  cent. 

Taking  the  chlorine  as  our  measure,  we  may  regard  it  as  certain 
from  these  data  that  there  is  a  gradual  increase  of  impurity  in  the 
water  of  our  wells.  It  becomes  interesting  to  inquire  how  far  these; 
impurities  may  gather  before  our  well  waters  will  become  unsafe. 

In  drawing  these  conclusions  the  following  facts  should  be  borne 
in  mind  : 

1.  Thai  chlorine  and  ammonia  may  act  in  two  ways  in  rendering 
water  hurtful  : 

a.  They  may  in  small  quantities  furnish  food  for  disease  germs, 
and  so  become  in  drinking  waters  indirect  causes  of  disease. 

b.  They  may  exist  in  such  large  quantities  as  to  cause  the  waters 
to  act  as  saline  purgatives. 

2.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  low  temperature  prevents  the  mul- 
tiplication of  germ  life. 

The  quantities  of  chlorine  found  in  the  surface  spring  and  the  old 
well  are  above  the  limits  of  safety.  In  other  words,  they  indicate 
enough  impurity  to  support  germ  life  in  the  water.  Nevertheless, 
these  waters  are  used  without  harm  by  the  families  supplied  from 
them.     This  is  in  all  probability  to  be  accounted  for  by  the  second 
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fact  mentioned  above,  namely,  the  low  temperature  of  the  waters, 

which  renders  it  hardly  possible,  as  far  as  is  now  known,  for  disease 
germs  to  live  and  multiply  in  them. 

The  other  danger  can  he  reached  only  when  the  wells  have  be- 
come so  impregnated  with  saline  matter  as  to  render  them  cathartic 
in  their  action. 

The  opinion  is  a  sound  one,  that  ir 
our  well  waters  we  have  an  eleme 
against  harm,  even  though  the  water 
beyond  the  health  standard. 

With  this  fact  in  our  favor,  we  sho 
the  time  must  arrive  when  rain  watei 
our  present  supply. 

As  this  is  the  last  medical  report  which  the  undersigned  will  have 
the  honor  of  submitting  to  you,  he  can  not  omit  the  drawing  of 
your  attention  to  some  points  which  have  seemed,  in  a  long  experi- 
ence, to  have  added  much  to  the  notable  healthfulness  of  the 
University. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  present  mode  of  housing  the  students. 
Scattered  about,  as  they  are,  in  small  numbers,  it  is  believed  that 
their  general  health  has,  from  this  fact,  shown  a  far  higher  average 
than  would  have  been  reached  bad  the  barrack  system  been  adopted. 

Some  of  the  advantages  of  this  system  are  here  enumerated; 

1.  "Where  small  numbers  are  associated  together  in  one  house,  it 
is  difficult,  even  with  carelessness  in  hygienic  matters,  to  render 
the  dwelling  site  unhealthy.  On  the  contrary,  where  large  numbers 
are  gathered  into  one  building,  the  most  vigilant  care  is  necessary 
to  maintain  even  an  average  degree  of  healthfulness. 

2.  If  by  accident  or  carelessness  unhealthy  conditions  are 
reached  in  any  one  dwelling,  it  involves  only  the  few  there  gath- 
ered, and  can  be  readily  corrected  without  affecting  the  progress  or 
welfare  of  the  school  in  general.  In  the  barrack  system,  on  the 
other  hand,  such  hygienic  accidents  are  far  more  likely  to  occur,  and 
when  occurring,  give  rise  to  sweeping  inroads  of  disease  and  to  dis- 
astrous panics. 

3.  The  same  advantages  obtain  upon  the  appearance  of  epidemic 
diseases.  Under  the  present  system  epidemics  may  be  stamped 
out,  or  at  worst  can  spread  but  slowly,  while  the  patients,  being 
scattered  and  isolated,  are  always  under  the  most  favorable  hygienic 
conditions  for  treatment. 

4.  The  fact  that  every  student,  in  attending  recitations.  i>  com 
pelled  to  pass  back  and  forth  from  his  [house  to  his  class-room,   in- 


sures   iin  amount  of  fresh  air  and  exercise  which  can  not  be  too 

highly  valued. 

These  are  some  of  the  advantages  of  the  present  system  which 
would  be  lost  were  students  collected  in  masses  into  one  building. 
When  it  is  remembered  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  the  students 
sent  here  are  in  weak  health,  and  patronize  the  institution  because 
of  its  hygienic  advantages,  the  present  system  of  housing  students 
should  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  factors  which  has  most  powerfully 
contributed  to  the  reputation  for  health  which  the  University 
enjoys.  Xo  simple  question  of  easier  or  more  perfect  discipline 
should  be  allowed  to  weigh  against  the  health  advantages  enumera- 
ted above. 

The  second  point  to  which  attention  is  asked,  is  the  system  of  re- 
wards and  punishments  inaugurated  in  the  Grammar  School  by  the 
present  master,  Mr.  Weber. 

The  admirable  results  in  discipline  which  have  been  reaped  by  him 
from  this  method,  are,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Health  Officer,  fully 
equalled  by  the  hygienic  excellence  of  the  system.  The  disciplin- 
ary method  must  be  briefly  noticed,  in  order  that  its  hygienic  bear- 
ings may  be  comprehended. 

The  hygienic  problem  which  had  to  be  solved,  was  as  follows  : 

A  Grammar  School  room  about  fifty  feet  long  and  twenty-five 
feet  broad,  with  ceiling  averaging  sixteen  feet  in  height — 20.000 
cubic  feet— in  which  were  to  be  accommodated  seventy  students. 
This  would  give  285  cubic  feet  per  student.  This  cubic  space  per 
student  is  far  less  than  should  be  striven  for  in  a  schoolroom. 

The  present  master,  Mr.  Weber,  has  adopted  a  system  which, 
while  it  strengthens  discipline  and  gives  a  wonderful  stimulus  to 
studr.  has  also  solved  in  the  best  way  the  hygienic  problem. 

According  to  this  system,  rewards  of  one  or  more  half  hour's 
freedom  from  sitting  in  the  Grammar  School,  are  offered  to  students 
for  good  monthly  reports,  graded  as  follow:? : 

For  a  monthly  average  of  2  a  student  'is  excused  from  Grammar 
School  one  extra  half  hour  in  the  daytime,  and  one  night  out  of  the 
week. 

For  a  monthly  average  of  2.1  two  extra  half  hours  and  one  night 
out  are  given. 

For  a  mark  of  2.2  two  half  hours  and  two  nights  out  are  granted: 
and  so  on  up  for  each  increasing  value  of  the  monthly  average. 

The  great  hygienic  benefit  of  this  system  is  that  seldom  more 
than  twenty-five  students  out  of  seventy  are  ever  seated  at  one 
time  in  the  Grammar  School.     This  insures  to  those  seated  there 
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ample  space  and  comfort,  while  those  who  have  earned  their  half- 
hours  out  escape  all  unnecessary  confinement  in  the  school-room. 

On  the  side  of  discipline,  it  substitutes  the  happy  stimulus  of 
hope  for  the  depressing  one  of  tear;  and  so  contributes  still  further 
to  the  hygienic  welfare  of  the  students.  The  loss  of  one  of  these 
extra  half-hours  by  those  who  have  earned  them,  is  n  punishment 
more  earnestly  striven  against  than  would  be  any  ordinary  punish- 
ment standing  simply  as  a  punishment,  unbalanced  by  a  privilege. 

Your  Health  Officer  has  deemed  it  of  importance  to  fix  attention 
upon  these  details,  because  in  his  opinion  they  contribute  so  largely 
to  the  welfare  and  reputation  of  the  University.

FOURTH  Day. 

Monday,  August  3,  1885. 

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9  o'clock,  a.  ai. 

After  devotional  exercises,  the  minutes  for  August  1st 
were  approved. 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee  presented  the  following  re- 
port, with  accompanying  resolution,  from  the  Special 
Committee,  with  respect  to  the  death  of  the  Hon.  Jacob 
Thompson : 

This  Hoard  has  learned  with  profound  regret  of  the  death  of  the 
H«m.  Jacob  Thompson.  He  was  a  man  to  whom  the  University 
was  largely  indebted.  He  was  a  man  of  fine  scholarship,  broad 
sympathies  and  enlarged  views.  He  devoted  himself  very  heartily 
to  the  building  up  of  this  Institution  ;  and  both  by  generous  coun- 
sel and  liberal  contributions  helped  forward  the  work.  From  the 
time  he  became  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  he  was  seldom 
<>r  never  absent  from  its  sessions.  lie  took  a  prominent  and  lead- 
ing part  in  the  deliberations  of  this  Board,  and  spared  no  exertions 
or  labors  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  University.  In  his  last 
davs  he  did  not  forget  its  material  needs. 


He  was  a  devout  member  of  the  church  during  all  the  best  years 
of  his  life;  and  after  a  career  of  great  usefulness  to  the  church  and 
to  his  country,  in  both  of  which  he  occupied  high  positions  of  honor 
and  trust,  lie  entered  into  that  "  rest  which  reinaineth  for  the  people 
of  God." 

Resolved,  (7)  That  a  copy  of  this  report  be  forwarded  to  Mrs. 
Thompson.  (Signed)        Charles  T.  Quintard,  Chairman.

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

My  advanced  age  and  growing  infirmities  will,  I  trust,  sufficiently 
justify  me  in  tendering  to  you.  as  [  now  do.  my  resignation  a< 
Chancellor  of  this  University. 

I  have  for  some  time  desired  to  do  this;  but  am  now  convinced 
that  duty  to  myself,  as  well  as  to  the  University,  forbids  me  longer 
to  hesitate.  My  imperfect  sense  of  hearing,  together  with  an  un- 
controllable nervousness,  demands  that  I  should  spare  myself  the 
mortification  of  attempting  again  to  officiate,  as  formerly,  on  com- 
mencement day. 

I  have  requested  our  worthy  Vice-Chancellor  to  perform  the  du- 
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ties  of  that  day  which  have  heretofore  devolved  on  the  Chancellor, 
as  prescribed  by  our  statutes. 

Permit  me  to  beg  that  you  will  unhesitatingly  accept  my  resig- 
nation, and  forthwith  assign  the  duties  of  the  Chancellorship  to 

abler  but  not  more  willing  hands.

The  coniniimication  bearing  the  resignation -of  Dr.  J. 
B.  Elliott,  was  read  to  the  Board  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable.  The  Board  of  Trustees  oe  the  Univer- 
sity of  the  South  : 

Gentlemen:—!  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  tender  my  resig- 
nation of  the  Professorship  of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  the 
South,  and  of  the  position  of  Health  Officer  for  the  University  do- 
main. 

In  so  doing  I  must  express  my  profound  regret  that  my  necessi- 
ties compel  me  to  such  a  step. 

Having  been  connected  with  the  University  for  a  period  of  six- 
teen years,  and  having,  during  that  time,  been  the  recipient  of  your 
kindness  and  confidence.  I  feel  it  due  that  I  should  place  before 
you  the  circumstances  compelling  my  action. 

Eight  years  ago  I  received  an  appointment  to  the  chair  of  Materia 
Medica  and  Therapeutics  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Louisiana.  I  accepted  it  with  the  understanding  that  it 
should  not  compel  me  to  give  up  my  position  in  the  University  of 
the  South.  As  the  medical  course  in  the  University  of  Louisiana 
then  began  in  October.   1  was  permitted  by  the  indulgence  of  my 


colleagues  to  report  fur  duly  in  New  Orleans  as  late  as  the  middle 
of  November,  in  order  thai  my  courses  in  the  University  of  the 
South  might  be  completed  before  leaving  for  the  work  in  New  Or- 
leans. 

This  arrangemenl  my  colleagues  of  the  University  of  Louisiana 
(now  T.ulane),  with  the  most  indulgent  kindness,  have  permitted  me 
to  continue  up  to  the  present  time. 

During  the  past  winter  1  have  been  elected  to  the  chair  of  the 
Theory  and  Practice  of  Medicine  in  the  Medical  School  of  the  Tu- 
lane  University,  a  position  which  renders  it  necessary  that  1  -hall 
reside  at  Xcav  Orleans. 

This  election  has  forced  upon  me  the  long  postponed  choice  be- 
tween the  two  positions  occupied  by  me  for  the  past  eight  years. 
The  imperative  necessity  of  providing  for  the  present  and  future 
needs  of  my  family  leaves  me  no  choice  in  the  matter,  and  compels 
me  to  this  resignation. 

While  thus  denied  the  privilege  of  continuing  my  labors  in  the 
University  of  the  South,  the  heartfelt  interest  in  her  welfare  which 
has  through  sixteen  years  become  a  part  of  my  life  shall  suffer  no 
abatement  in  the  future.

was  referred  to  a  committee  specially  appointed,  as  fol- 
lows :  The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Rev.  Mr.  Sessnms,  Mr. 
Vaughan. 

Mr.  Q.  A.  Eckford,  Mississippi,  specially  appointed  as 
Alternate  Trustee  for  present  session,  answered  to  the 
call  of  his  name. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
informing  the  Board  that  he  had  been  requested  by  the 
Chancellor  to  assume  the  duties  hitherto  performed  by 
the  latter  on  Commencement  Day,  and  asking  for  in- 
structions. It  was  ordered  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  be 
instructed  to  comply  with  said  request.

The  committee  on  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Elliott  pre- 
sented the  following  report  and  resolution  : 

In  couiuiimieatiiig  to  Dr.  Elliott  the  resolution  wherewith  the 
Board  of  Trustees  has;  accepted  his  resignation  of  the  Professorship 
of  Chemistry  in  the  University  of  the  South,  and  of  the  position  of 
Health  Officer  of  the  University  domain,  as  conveyed  in  his  letter  of 
Aug.  1,  we  would  express  to  him  at  The  same  time  the  sentiments 
with  which  our  official  action  is  accompanied.  The  hallowed  asso- 
ciation of  the  name  which  he  hears  with  the  origin  of  the  Univer- 
sity has  always  impressed  upon  his  connection  therewith  a  preemi- 
nent fitness,  and  has  been  sustained  and  strengthened  bv  the  long 


jiiid  distinguished  service  wherewith  he  ha-  contributed  to  its 
growth.  That  his  work  -will  abide  as  an  enduring  influence  upon 
the  destiny  of  the  University,  bearing  to  tin-  future  the  strength  of 
his  example  in  the  line  of  Christian  culture,  a-  he  has  wrought  for 
this  in  its  past,  is  an  assurance  which  will,  doubtless,  remain  a 
grateful  recollection  with  himself,  as  it  is  one  which  tin-  Board  re- 
joices to  record.  Appreciating  the  force  of  tin-  reasons  which  impel 
him  to  this  resignation,  and  the  earnest  declaration  of  his  continu- 
ing interest  in  the  University,  this  Board  would  yet  express  it- 
regrel  at  this  termination  of  his  official  position  and  cooperation 
therein.  And  wc  would  accompany  this  expression  with  our  con- 
gratulation lo  the  institution  which  thus  receives  him  into  its  facul- 
ty, and  with  our  cordial  wish  that  his  career  may  he  long  continued 
in  prosperity  and  honor. 

Resolved,  (12)  That  the  Board  accept  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Elli- 
ott, as  conveyed  in  his  letter  of  Aug.  1st.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OX  ORGANIZATION'. 

The  Committee  have  given  to  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report,  and 
other  papers  referred  to  them,  the  most  thorough  consideration  in 
their  power,  and  beg  leave  to  report  for  the  action  of  the  Board  the 
following  resolutions,  viz  : 

GRAMMAR   SCHOOL. 

Resolved,  (13)  That  the  three  assistants  in  the  Grammar  School 
be  allowed  $700.  $600,  and  $500  respectively,  and  required  to  per- 
form the  work  of  Assistant  Proctors.

wise, making  urgent  appeal  in  behalf  of  this  most  important  branch 
of  the  work  of  the  church,  with  the  request  that  all  amounts  raised 
be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department.  Rev.  W. 
P.  DuBose,  S.  T.  I).,  or  the  Vice-Chancellor.  at  Sewanee. 

Resolved  (21)  That  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  of  this  Board 
be  earnestly  called  upon  to  report  annually  to  the  Conventions  of 
their  respective  jurisdictions  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Uni- 
versity, especially  of  the  Theological  School,  and  to  urge  upon  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  the  growing  importance  of  its  support. 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Uni- 
versity, and  notwithstanding  the  somewhat  precarious  amount  of 
the  voluntary  offerings  by  the  Dioceses,  can  not  recommend  at 
present  any  change  in  the. mode  of  support  of  the  Theological  De- 
partment, 

Of  the  three  Professors  engaged  in  active  work  in  said  Depart- 
ment, two  ot  them,  as  we  are  advised,  appreciate  the  necessity,  at 
least  for  the  ensuing  year,  of  the  continuance  of  the  present  sys- 
tem. It  will  be  remembered  that  at  the  last  election  of  the  Profes- 
sors in  this  Department,  it  was  distinctly  stipulated  they  should  re- 
ceive no  salaries  from  University  funds,  although  each  of  them  did 
work  in  the  Academic  Department. 

This  proposition  came  originally  front  the  professors  themselves. 
indicating  a  spirit  of  loving  devotion  and  self-sacrifice,  which  in  our 


necessity   was  highly  appreciated.     At   the  last   election,   this  ar- 
rangement was  continued,  with  their  consent. 

But  the  Committee  learn  that  much  complaint  is  made  on  the 
part  of  one  of  the  Professors,  Rev.  Geo.  T.  Wilmer,  D.  1)..  it  being 
claimed  by  him  and  ou  his  behalf,  that  great  injustice  is  done  in  re- 
quiring work  of  him  in  the  Academic  Department  without  compen- 
sation from  the  Academic  funds.  "While  your  Committee  believe 
that  a  review  of  the  records  in  regard  to  this  matter  will  not  sustain 
au}r  charge  of  unjust  action,  yet  they  deem  it  best  to  give  no 
further  occasion  for  such  charge.  They  recommend,  therefore,  the 
adoption  of  the  following,  viz: 

(22)  That  Prof.  Wilmerbe  relieved  from  all  work  in  the 
Academic  Department.

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  a.  m.     After 
prayers,  the  minutes  for  August  4th  were  approved. 

Mr.  McNea-1  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee : 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South: 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  report — 

That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  account  of  the. 
Treasurer,  inspecting  each  separate  voucher.  At  the  last  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  the  report  of  the  Vice- Chancellor  and  Treas- 
urer showed  an  excess  of  expenditures  over  the  estimates 
made  by  him  to  the  extent  of  near  four  thousand  dollars.  Tin- 
Board  approved  his  action  after  explanation  given  in  his  re- 
port, and  because  of  its  confidence  in  him  and  the  great  neces- 
sity for  repairing  our  buildings,  upon  which  he  had  consulted  with 
the  Executive  Committee ;  but  in  order  to  avoid  a  similar  excess  of 
expenditures  over  estimates,  passed  resolution  Xo.  41.  on  page  40 
of  Journal  for  1884.  providing  that  he  should  not  exceed  estimates 
without  consulting  our  Executive  Committee.  For  the  past  year 
your  Committee  finds  the  estimates  have  again  been  exceeded, 
almost,  if  not  quite,  as  much  as  for  the  preceding  year,  and  without 
consultation  with  the  Executive  Committee,  as  directed  by  said 
resolution.  Tour  Committee  do  not  doubt  the  good  intentions  of 
the  Yice-Chancellor.  and  appreciate  his  work  for  the  University; 
but  he  should  comply  with  the  action  required  by  the  Hoard,  and 
the  Committee  recommend  the  re-adoption  of  said  Resolution  41. 

They  have  examined  the  accounts  of  receipts  and  disbursements 
in  the  various  departments  of  the  University . 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  ot  the  Theological  Department 
your  Committee  find  that  the  total  amount  received  during  the  past 
year  has  been  $3,195.14.  Of  the  above  amount.  $225.00  was  paid 
out  of  the  University  treasury.  $189.18  was  from  private  contribu- 
tions outside  of  the  dioceses  here  interested,  and  the  remainder, 
$2,780.96,  was  received  from  the  various  dioceses  in  connection  with 
the  institution.  Although  this  shows  an  increase  over  last  year  of 
the  receipts  from  the  dioceses,  yet  it  is  far  below  the  amount  which 
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should  be  realized  for  the  proper  support  Of  said  department.     Two 

or  three  of  the  dioceses  which  have  heretofore  responded  the  most 
promptly  and  generously  to  this  fund  have  in  the  past  year  fallen 
much  behind.  The  schedule  showing  the  receipt*  by  items  from 
the  various  dioceses  is  filed  with  the  report  of  tin-  Treasurer  of  the 
Theological  Department,  and  your  Committee  think  thai  such 
schedule  should  be  printed  at  the  close  of  the  journal  of  proceed 
ings  each  year,  so  that  the  different  dioceses  and  parishes  may  be 
advised  as  to  what  is  contributed  by  each. 

Your  Committee  can  not  at  this  time  advise  any  change  in  the 
plan  for  the  support  of  this  department  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
can  only  repeat   the  language  of  their  report  of  last  year  on  this 

subject. 

It  is  iinuli  to  be  desired  that  a  change  should  be  made  and  sala- 
ries assured  and  promptly  paid,  but  it  can  not  be  safely  done  at  this 
meeting. 

W"e  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  in  another  year  we  may  be 
enabled  to  guarantee  a  more  reliable  support  for  this  Department, 
.lust  now  we  should  be  relieved  of  our  floating  debt  before  assum- 
ing its  support.

Vour  Committee  have  seen  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  have  had  ex- 
planation from  him  thai  lor  want  of  money  on  hand  he  used  the  bonds, 
bill  they  recommend  a  resolution  herelo  attached  to  prevent  any 
issue  of  Ronds  by  him  hereafter  without   authority   from  the  Hoard. 

The  liabilities  of  the  University  are  as  follows  : 

We  owe  as  a  corporation  to  the  Theological  Department  a  debl 
secured  by  our  bonds  as  shown  in  pasl  reports  in  sum  of  $5,300.00. 
We  owe  to  fund  for  endowment  of  academic  professorships,  likewise 
secured  by  our  bonds  as  above.  $2,200.00.  Although  no  authority 
has  been  given  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  pay  interest  on  these  bonds. 
and  ample  reasons  have  been  heretofore  given  for  withholding  it. 
yet  in  fact  it  has  been  necessary  for  several  years  to  aid  said  Theo- 
logical Department  and  your  Committee  believe  that  the  Hoard 
would  do  well  to  authorize  the  regular  payment  of  interest  Iron, 
this  date  on  bonds  belonging  to  Theological  Department,  and  there 
fore  present  resolution  hereto  attached.  The  Committee  would 
however  state  that  the  amount  of  bonds  is  only  $5,300.00  as  held  by 
said  department,  and  is  not  $7,500.00  as  seems  to  be  contemplated 
in  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report.  $2,200.00  of  the  bonds  belong  to  the 
fund  for  endowment  of  professorships  in  the  Academic  Department. 

Aside  from  above  bonds  due  the  University  Departments,  our  debl 
is  as  follows: 

University  of  the  South  6  per  cent,  bonds $24,900  00 

Floating  debt  due  Dr.  Hodgson.  Treasurer 8?302  05 

This  does  not  include  a  consideration  of  the  claim  of  Air.  Hudson 
Holly,  and  of  Hyatt.  McBiruey  &  Co. ,  referred  to  in  previous  reports; 
and  also  counsel  t\'c>  for  suits  pending  at  Winchester.  It  will  be  seen 
that  our  indebtedness  has  slightly  increased  in  past  two  years,  the 
estimates  having  been  greatly  exceeded.  The  Vice-Chancellor  as- 
sures us  that  there  will  be  no  exceeding  of  estimates  hereafter  and 
we  hope  for  reduction  of  the  debt. 
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Your  committee  arc  satisfied  the  University  is  in  a  better  finan- 
cial and  material  condition  and  in  better  condition  every  way  than 
it  has  ever  been  since  the  opening  of  the  school  here  in  1868. 

It  is  very  important,  however,  that  great  care  should  be  exercised 
in  connection  with  our  expenses  for  the  next  year,  and  that  wo 
should  from  all  possible  sources  endeavor  to  reduce  our  debt. 

Your  committee  in  presenting  a  statement  of  assets  leave  out  of 
view  as  heretofore  our  valuable  domain  and  improvements  thereon, 
as  well  as  the  $8,000.00  of  Philadelphia  bonds  mentioned  in  other 
reports;  the  benefit  of  which  we  will  sometime  receive.  Aside  from 
these  our  assets  are  as  follows,  some  of  the  items  being  simply  an 
estimated  value  but  carefully  given  from  information  before  us:

With  careful  attention  to  the  Coupon  and  Endowment  Notes  and 
following  them  up  in  the  hands  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurers,  your 
Committee  believe  that  considerably  more  can  be  realized  than  is 
estimated  above.  The  Vice-Chancellor  and  Treasurer  has  been 
heretofore  authorized  to  adjust  and  compromise  in  his  discretion 
all  outstanding  claims  of  this  character,  and  no  further  action  is  now 
necessary,  but  as  the  Board  at  this  session  has  increased  his  clerical 
force  your  Committee  believe  that  all  the  old  claims  due  the  Univer- 
sity should  receive  attention  from  him  during  the  next  year,  and 
feel  confident  that  the  result  will  bring  ample  compensation  for  at- 
tention given. 

The  estimates  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  for  ensuing  year  for  ex-

Your  Committee  believe  by  careful  and  vigorous  attention  the  in- 
come from  the  2m\  and  3d  items  above  can  be  increased. 

It  will  be  seen  from  above  estimate  of  probable  Expense  and 
Receipts  in  the  Department  of  the  corporation  that  we  may  have 
to  provide  for  a  deficit  of. about  $2,500.00. 

In  regard  to  the  settlement  with  Mr.  Meeker,  the  Diocesan  Treas- 
urer of  Georgia,  your  Committee  after  examination  of  the  papers  filed 
with  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report,  and  comparison  with  the  Univer- 
sity Hooks,  find  that  there  remains  unaccounted  for  by  Mr.  Meeker 
the  sum  of  $27(1.00.      A  resolution  is  appended. 

hi  regard  to  the  Legacy  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Jacocks.  of  Connecticut,  of 
$500.0(i  to  the  University,  your  Committee  report  that  the  will  has 
been  contested  on  the  ground  of  incapacity  in  the  testator,  and  has 
been  admitted  to  Probate  in  the  Inferior  Court,  the  contestants  tak- 
ing an  appeal.  The  case  is  receiving  proper  attention  and  your 
Committee  believe  the  University  will  realize  the  amount,  less  per- 
haps a  small  fee  for  attention.  A  member  of  your  committee  has 
corresponded  fully  as  to  the  case  and  will  keep  up  with  its  progress. 

In  regard  to  the  legacy  of  Hon.  Jacob  Thompson,  who  was  torso 
many  years  a  member  of  this  Board  earnest,  faithful,  and  wise, 
your  Committee  submit  that  some  time  prior  to  present  meeting 
Mrs.  Jacob  Thompson,  widow  and  executrix,  has  communicated 
with  members  of  the  Hoard,  and.  as  shown  by  her  communication  to 
the  Hoard  presented  by  Rev.  Davis  Sessums.  is  willing  cither  to 
transfer  the  Telephone  Slock  bequeathed  in  the  will  or  to  pay 
$10,000.00  cash,  as  this  Hoard  may  elect:  and  she  desires  the  Hoard 
to  decide  upon  the  matter.  The  matter  has  been  fully  considered 
by  your  committee,  and  we  recommend  that  the  Hoard  of  Trustees 
receive  for  the  University  $10,000.00  in  cash  in  full  of  said  legacy 
rather  than  rely  upon  the  possibilities  of  the  Telephone  Stock.  A 
resolution  is  appended. 

In  regard  to  the  lejracv  of   \\\  H.  Miller,  vour  Committee  recom- 
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mend  that  some  committee,  or  member  of  the  Hoard,  be  appointed 
to  correspond  with  Miss  Miller,  the  executrix,  and  ask  its  payment. 
Air.  Miller  bequeathed  $2,000  to  be  paid  on  our  debt,  and  $2,000  for 
a  gjmmasium.  and  no  part  of  the  amount  lias  yet  been  paid.  Reso- 
lutions are  hereto  appended  in  regard  to  this. 

Prom  the  report  of  Vice-Chancellor  and  Treasurer,  rour  Commit- 
tee find  that  he  now  has  in  his  hands  in  cash  for  the  gymnasium,  a 
donation  by  Mrs.  Could,  of  Augusta,  (hi.,  of  $2,; 500,  and  additional 
amount  of  $60.  making  altogether  the  sum  of  $2,560.  So  soon  as 
the  $2,000  bequeathed  by  \V.  !!.  Miller  for  same  purpose  shall  be 
paid  in.  the  gymnasium  should  be  built  and  equipped. 

rour  Committee  believe  that  all  the  above  legacies  ought  to  be. 
and  will  be.  paid  in  before  o,ur  next  meeting. 

The  fund-  for  the  gymnasium  should  be  applied  at  once  to  their 
purpose:  the  remainder  should  be  used  first  to  extinguish  our  float- 
ing debt,  and  the  surplus  applied  upon  our  bonded  indebtedness. 

In  regard  to  insurance,  your  Committee  fully  concur  in  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  and  present  a  resolution  hereto  alt  ached. 

In  regard  to  law-suits  pending  againsl  delinquent  tenants,  your 
Committee  have  examined  and  considered  the  papers  presented  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor. 

Four  Gou.imitt.ee  submit  that  wc  want  no  lawsuits  save  in  cases 
absolutely  necessary.  When  necessary  to  have  them,  we  must 
perforce  d<>  so.  and  in  such  event  want  to  be  secure  as  to  the  merits 
of  the  case,  and  make  sure  as  to  the  result.  We  Uiusl  enforce  the 
payment  of  our  rents,  and  relieve  the  University  of  objectionable 
and  non-paying  tenant-.  In  doing  this,  we  should  take  care  to  get 
no  more  of  the  same  kind  The  Vice-Chancellor  should  settle  and 
adjust  without  litigation,  if  possible.  Be  should  also  settle  all 
counsel  tees,  and  have  the  suits  now  pending  disposed  of  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  endeavor,  as  far  as  he  can.  to  avoid  the  necessity  for 
suits  hereafter. 

The  suits  now  pending,  or  any  that  may  be  necessary  hereafter, 
should  have  the  best  and  most  careful  attention,  as  we  do  not  wish 
to  suffer  the  damage  that  would  ensue  from  a  neglected  case  in 
these  matters. 

Vour  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions :

I, (don-iii-  to  the  Theological  Endowment  fund,  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  as  it  may  fall  due.  until  further  orders. 

Be8olrf.fl,  (40)  Thai  the  Vice- Chancel  lor  be  directed  to  make  final 
settlement  with  Mr.  Meeker.  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  Ceorgia.  a* 
contemplated  in  action  taken  last  year;  and  that  lie  take  similar 
action  in  all  cases  where  diocesan  treasurers  or  agents  have  any 
cash  or  claims  in  their  hands. 

Rcsolcert,  (41)  Thai  the  Hoard,  on  behalf  of  the  University,  elect 
to  take  $10,000  in  cash  from  Mrs.  Jacob  Thompson,  executrix  of 
Jacob  Thompson,  deceased,  in  full  of  his  bequest  to  the  University.

lie  appointed  to  consult  with  the  Vice-Chaneellor  and  attend  to  the 
interests  of  the  University,  in  connection  with  the  legacies  of  Rev.

cabinet  to  be  placed  in  Thompson  Hall,  properly  catalogued  and  ar- 
ranged.

The  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  respectfully  presents  that 
the  admirable  report  of  the  Health  officer.  Dr.  Elliott,  brings  be- 
fore the  Board  all  matters  of  health  and  sanitation  which  interest 
this  body.  Us  printing  in  the  Minutes  will  show  the  healthful  con- 
dition of  the  students,  and  the  care  taken  to  continue  it.  It  is  im- 
portant that  a  competent  Health  Officer  be  provided,  and  the  re- 
tirement of  Dr.  Elliott  makes  the  appointment  of  his  successor 
urgent,  .1.  X.  Galleiier.  Chairman.

A  cornniunication  was  read  from  students  of  the  Uni- 
versity, petitioning  for  the  appointment  of  an  Instructor 
in  Elocution. 

The  following  resolutions,  ottered  by  Rev.  Mr.  Sessums, 

were  adopted  : 

Resolved.  (48)  Thai  this  Board  learn,  with  great  satisfaction,  of 
a  desire  ou  the  part  of  the  Professor  of  Ancient  Languages,  and  of 
his  colleagues,  to  establish  a  summer  school  of  Ancient  Languages 
in  connection  with  the  University,  and  to  he  operated  with  the  as- 
sistance of  Prof.  Gildersleeve.  of  the  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Resolved.  (49)  That  the  Hebdomadal  Board  be  requested  to  take 
the  matter  into  consideration,  and.  it'  they  find  it  practicable,  to  in- 
augurate such  a  school  for  special  summer  students,  as  well  as  for 
the  regular  students  of  the  (liiversity,  securing  the  cooperation  of 
Prof.  Gildersleeve.  and  providing  the  necessary  funds  as  they  may 
be  aide  to  obtain  them. 

Mr.  Fleming  called  from  the  table  the  matter  relative 
to  the  employment   of  an    Instructor  in  Elocution  ;  by 

permission  withdrew  his  former  substitute  for  proposed 
resolution  No.  18,  and  ottered  the  following: 

Resolved,  (18)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  requested  to  employ 
an  Instructor  in  Elocution,  at  a  salary  of  -even  hundred  dollars, 
with  the  encouragement  held  oul  of  an  increase  in  compensation. 
should  he  prove  a  successful  teacher. 

The  foregoing  was  adopted  as  resolution  No.  18. 
The   Bishop  of   Florida   presented   the   report  of  the 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  : 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  respeetfulh  report 
as  follows: 

In  reference  to  so  much  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  as  refers 
to  necessary  repairs  upon  Philosophical  Hall  and  St.  Luke's  Theo- 
logical Hall,  we  approve  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Vice- 
Chancel  lor. 

As  to  the  renting  tenements,  etc.,  the  Committee  do  not  see  any 
reason  to  change  the  views  expressed  by  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Lands  in  1884,  and  can  not  advise  a  concurrence  in  the 
recommendation  of  the  Vice- Chancellor  that  the  buildings  be  torn 
down  when  reverting  to  the  University 
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As  to  the  petition  of  merchants  out  of  Sewanee,  the  <  '< mniutt <■<- 
believe  that  the  action  of  the  Hoard,  as  embodied  in  resolution  Nro. 
50,  of  the  Proceedings  of  1884,  page  45,  was  nor  in  contravention  of 
the  obligations  of  the  University  to  their  lessees  at  the  village  of 
Sewanee  who  arc  engaged  in  merchandizing.  The  regulations  of 
the  University  made  in  duly.  1870,  for  the  biasing  of  its  domain  uol 
in  any  way  precluding  the  University  from  the  occupation  of  its 
property  for  its  own  uses  and  purposes. 

The  Board  desire  to  maintain  the  most   cordial  relations  wit'l 
lessees  who  have  established  business  houses  at  Sewanee  village. 
long  as  their  business  is  properly  conducted,  and  they  do  not  affbid 
any  reasonable  ground  of  complaint  as  to  excessive  prices,  improp- 
erly crediting  students,   unfair  dealings,   or  other  just  grounds  of 
complaint. 

In  regard  to  the  supply  department,  the  Committee  see  no  surli 
cient  reason  for  extending  the  authority  granted  by  resolution  No. 
50.  of  the  Proceedings  of  1884,  page  45.  It  is  the  sense  of  the 
Committee  that  nothing  more  is  at  present  needed  in  reference  to 
the  subject  matter  of  said  resolution. 

And  besides  this,  the  Committee  do  not  think  thai  in  the  preseni 
financial  condition  of  the  University  it  would  be  advisable  to  incur 
any  additional  obligations. 

In  reference  to  that  portion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  refer 
ring  to  a  change  made  in  the  leases  of  Mr.  S.  (J.  lioge,  and  the  an 
thority  of  the  Hoard  for  making  such  change,  the  Committee 
are  (dearly  of  opinion  that  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  had  lull  power 
and  authority  to  change  the  rental  of  the  lots  leased  to  Mr.  Eoge. 
The  mortgagor  has  full  power  to  manage  and  control  hi-  own  prop 
erty,  so  long  as  the  mortgage  remains  in  force  as  such,  and  has  not 
been  foreclosed  or  changed  ^y  any  decree  or  judgment.  The  Hoard 
exercised  in  the  matter  of  Mr.  Eoge  its  legal  ami  discretionary 
power  over  its  property.  We  are  therefore  of  opinion  that  the 
action  of  the  Hoard,  as  contained  in  resolution  No.  49.  Proceedings 
of  1884,  page  45.  should  be  re-affirmed. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  lot  which  Mrs.  Richmond  applies  to 
lease  is  one  of  the  college  sites  heretofore  reserved,  the  Committee 
report  that  they  deem  it  inadvisable  to  make  such  lease. 

The  Committee  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  recommend  that  the  lots 
occupied  by  the  Delta  Tail  Delta  Society  and  the  Alpha  Tan  Omega 
Society,  being  private  (dubs  or  societies  of  the  students,  should  be 
placed  on  any  other  than  the  usual  rental. 

The  Committee  have,  in  the  course  of  their  examination  of  the 
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question  <>('  leases.  IuuikI  that  there  are  a  uumber  of  leases  which 
have  been  made  since  1.880,  thai  arc  in  notation  of  the  regulations 

established  in  L870,  as  to  these  terms  and  conditions.  Some  of 
these  Leases  have  been  made  upon  the  usual  terms  and  conditions  as 
to  renewal  to  persons  whom  it  is  very  undesirable  to  grant  leases 
to,  and  have  them  put  at  a  lower  rate  of  rent  than  authorized  by 
the  regulations,  which  do  not  allow  any  lot  within  the  Reserve,  and 
for  a  distance  within  one  and  a  half  miles  north  and  west  of  Polk 
Spritig,  to  be  leased  for  a  less  sum  than  $25  per  year,  except  offi 
vers,  professors,  and  clerical  members  of  the  Board.  Then;  is  no 
discretion  given  to  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  in 
case  within  such  Limits,  or  outside  of  them,  except  in  conjunction 
with  the  Executive  Committee.  Your  Committee  therefore  refer 
the  matter  of  all  such  leases,  which  have  been  granted  in  contra- 
vention to  such  regulations  —  —  on  Lease  \o.  it;:;.  164,  17:;.  177. 
179,  J.  Hunsickers.  etc.  to  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, to  take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  report  to 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

The  Committee  regard  the  preservation  of  the  valuable  timber 
upon  our  domain  from  waste  and  depredation  as  a  subject  of  great 
importance,  and  recommend  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  acting 
Commissioner  of  Buildiugs  and  Grounds,  secure  the  services  of  a 
forester,  to  keep  count  and  supervision  over  the  domain  and  pre- 
vent trespassing  upon  the  same. 

As  respects  the  reduction  of  the  size  of  the  lots  to  be  leased  in 
the  future  for  building  sites,  while  your  Committee  entirely  concur 
with  the  Vice-Chancellor  that  some  of  the  lots  hitherto  leased  have 
been  unnecessarily  Large,  and  that  they  should  be  less  in  size  in  the 
future,  they  can  not  at  all  concur  in  his  proposition  that  the  lots 
should  be  of  a  uniform  size  of  one  hundred  feet  front  by  two  hun- 
dred feet  deep. 

Were  the  ground  of  the  Reservation  a  dead  level,  such  a  rectan- 
gular treatment  of  it  would  be  less  objectionable.  But  contin- 
uously undulating  as  is  the  land,  such  a  division  of  it  would  throw 
three-fourths  of  the  lots  upon  side  hills  and  in  gullies,  rendering 
them  undesirable,  and  consequently  almost  worthless.  In  dividing 
a  piece  of  ground  into  sites  for  building,  and  for  residences  espec- 
ially, strict  regard  should  be  had.  in  the  judgment  of  your  Commit- 
tee, to  the  topographical  characteristics,  appropriating  the  more 
elevated  portions  for  buildings,  and  so  winding  the  avenues  and 
paths  around  the  more  elevated  portions  as  to  have  them  as  nearly 
as  possible  on  a  continuous  level. 
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As  scarcely  any  desirable  sites  for  building  are  vacant  on  the 
avenues  hitherto  opened,  your  Committee  would  recommend  that 
one  or  more  new  avenues  be  opened  through  that  portion  of  the 
domain  lying  between  ("Diversity  Avenue  and  the  Florida  Reserva- 
tion. This  tract  is  one  mile  in  length  from  the  Chapel,  is  high. 
and  beautifully  undulating,  and,  judiciously  treated,  will  furnish 
a  large  group  of  villa  site-  more  attractive  than  anything  vet 
attained  on  the  mountain. 

Your  Committee  would  especially  call  attention  to  the  very 
rough  and  unsightly  condition  of  the  most  largely  and  frequently 
visited  portion  of  all  our  grounds.  We  refer  to  the  area  between 
St.  Luke's  and  the  base-ball  grounds,  including  the  parade  ground, 
Treiulet.  and  its  surroundings,  especially  in  the  rear.  A  very 
small  outlay,  as  we  conceive,  would  greatly  improve  this  very  con- 
spicuous portion  of  our  premises. 

But  not  to  dwell  upon  particulars,  your  Committee  would  recom- 
mend that  a  competent  committee  be  appointed,  of  winch  the 
Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  should  of  course  be  a  mem- 
ber, to  whom  the  whole  subject  of  opening  new  avenues,  fixing  the 
limits  of  new  lots  for  leasing,  and  altering  and  improving  existing 
avenues,  so  far  as  can  be  done  without  incurring  any  considerable 
expense:  and  that  this  committee  have  full  power  in  everything 
pertaining  to  this  matter,  and  that  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings 
and  Grounds  be  instructed  by  this  Hoard  to  conform  strictly  to  the 
plans,  and  metes  and  hounds  upon  which  said  committee  may  de- 
cide, in  making  leases  and  improvements  in  the  future. 

The  Committee  offer  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  (50)  That  the  rice-Chancellor,  or  acting  Commissioner 
of  Buildings  and  Lands,  be  authorized  to  cause  the  necessary  re- 
pairs to  he  made  upon  St.  Luke's  Memorial  Flail  and  the  Philos- 
ophical Hall. 

Resolved,  (51)  That  resolution  X<,.  50.  found  in  Proceedings  of 
1884,  page  45,  be  re-affirmed. 

Resolved.  (52)  That  resolution  No.  49.  found  in  the  Proceedings 
of  1884,  page  45,  be  re-affirmed,  and  carried  into  effect. 

Resolved,  (53)  That  no  lease  be  granted  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Buildings  and  Lands,  except  in  exact  conformity  to  the  regulations 
adopted  duly.  1870,  for  the  leasing  of  the  domain  as  contained  in 
the  several  sections  thereof,  one  of  which  sections  provides  that  no 
lease  shall  encroach  upon  the  sites  heretofore  designated  for  college 
buildings.

lots  occupied  by  them  he  leased  free  of  rent,  he  not  granted,  hut 
shall  be  upon  the  same  footing  as  prescribed  by  the  regulations  for 
leasing  the  domain  in  other  cases. 

Resolved,  (55)  That  the  Executive  Committee  he  requested  to 
take  cognizance  of  the  matter  of  the  leases  herein  before  re- 
ferred to.  No.  163,  etc.,  aud  all  others  which  do  not  comply  in  their 
terms  with  the  prescribed  regulations  for  leasing  the  domain,  and 
take  such  action  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  report  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Hoard. 

Resolved,  (56)  That  the  Commissioner  of  Kuildings  and  Lands  be 
authorized  to  employ  a  forester  to  protect  the  timber  on  the  domain 
from  depredation  and  other  trespasses.

REMARKS  OF  REV.  MR.  hi  \<_\x.    TOUCHING    THE  GIFT 
OF  THE  FLAG    TO    THE   I'SIVERHITY. 

Gentlemen  op  tin-:  Hoard  ok  Trtstees: 

The  flag  carried  at  the  head  of  the  procession  at  the  inaugural 
meeting  of  the  ITniversity  is  now  in  my  possession  and  I  have  pleas- 
ure in  now  presenting  ii  to  you. 

This  item  of  its  history  would  of  course  make  it  of  interest  and 
value  to  you.  In  the  record  of  that  day's  proceedings  it  is  given 
t\  prominent  place,  and  much  was  made  of  the  incident  of  its  en- 
wrapping the  orator  of  the  day  at  n  mosl  appropriate  moment. 

The  flag  had  been  the  property  of  my  uncle.  Air.  Lucius  C.  Dun- 
can, of  New  Orleans,  and  had  been  given  to  me  by  him  previous  to 
that  day.  My  father  was  a  representative  from  Louisiana  to  the 
Conference.  I  was  upon  Lookout  Mountain  with  him.  To  Mr.  Raw- 
lins, a  veteran  of  the  American  Revolution,  was  assigned  the  duty 
of  carrying  thai  flag  and  to  me  the  honor  of  a  place  by  his  side. 

The  flag  has  an  extended  history.  Its  staff  is  associated  with  the 
names  of  Washington,  of  Fillmore  and  of  Scot!.  It  has  been  un- 
furled in  England:  upon  the  Baltic:  upon  all  the  memorable  battle- 
fields of  Greece:  upon  the  pyramids  and  ruined  temples  of  Egypt  :

And  now  permit  me  to  entrust  it  to  vour  care.  But  few  of  those 
who  gathered  at  Lookout  Mountain  in  1857  are  with  us  to-day,  and 
without  doubt,  in  a  short  while  this  flag  will  be  the  sole  link  of  con- 
nection with  that  memorable  day.  May  it  ever  be  of  service  to  this 
University  in  perpetuating  those  memories  that  cluster  admit  the 
meet  ing  mi  that   I  ndependencc  Day. 

By  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks,  it  was 

Resolved,  (75)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  lie  requested  to  have  a 
plate  suitably  inscribed  for  the  staff,  stating  tin  connection  of  the 
flag  with  the  organization  of  the  Cniversity.  and  also  the  name  of 
the  donor. 

It  was  ordered,  on  motion  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennes- 
see,  that,   upon   adjourning,  the   Board    proceed  to  St. 
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Augustine's  Chapel  for  the  closing  service  of  its  session 
of  1885. 

The  following  resolution,  moved  by  the  Bishop  of 
Louisiana,  was  adopted: 

ftcsolvcrf,  (76)  That  the  Board  requests  the  Professors  in  the 
Theological  Department  to  use  their  personal  efforts  to  cultivate  a 
public  interest  in  their  work  :  and  to  this  end  the  Hoard  requests 
them  to  visit  such  points  as  may  he  thoughl  best,  and  publicly  to 
present  the  claims  of  the  Theological  Department,  especially  during 
the  winter  vacation. 

The  Hoard  adjourned  sine  die.

Rev.  Mr.  Beckwith,  Georgia,  for  the  committee  ap- 
pointed under  above  resolution,  reported  that  said 
Committee  had  ascertained  it  to  be  impracticable  to 
effect  the  proposed  enlargement. 

The  Bishop  of  Georgia,  upon  request,  was  excused 
from  further  attendance   on   this  session    of  the  Board. 
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The  Secretary  read  the  Report  of  the  Health  Officer, 
and  the  said  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Sanitary  Measures. 

Report  of  Health  Officer  : 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the   University  of 
the  South  : 

Gentlemen — The  medical  officer  would  respectfully  report,  that 
the  students  have  enjoyed  a  very  lair  Autumn.  Winter,  Spring,  and 
Summer,  thus  far.  It  is  true  that  a  considerable  number  of  hoys 
were  on  the  sick  list,  during  the  past  year,  hut  only  a  few  eases 
were  of  a  dangerous  nature,  and  these  recovered  nicely. 

All  forms  ol  malaria  are  observed  among  the  students,  as  many 
come  from  lowland  districts,  and  reaching  this  bracing  atmosphere, 
the  pent  up  malaria  breaks  forth,  in  the  usual  manner.  Sometimes 
the  boy  is  so  feeble  and  uncomfortable  that  he  is  obliged  to  remain 
in  bed,  or  at  least  keep  his  room  for  a  i'vw  days;  after  a  short 
medication,  however,  the  trouble  disappears,  and  may  only  return 
after  some  sudden  and  trying  change,  or  not  at  all.  The  majority 
of  cases  of  illness  upon  first  reaching  the  University  are  of  this 
character. 

Accompanying  this  report,  please  observe  a  Table  of  Diseases  and 
the  month  in  which  they  occur. 

In  the  month  of  May.  a  number  of  cases  of  German  Measles 
occurred,  hut  with  no  serious  results.  Several  eases  suffered  severely 
from  ulceration  of  the  throat,  but  even  these  cases  yielded  rapidly 
to  treatment. 

One  case  of  Perityphlitis,  an  exceedingly  dangerous  disease,  in 
which  the  majority  of  cases  are  fatal,  has  occured.  Good  nursing 
and  greatest  care  enabled  the  patient  to  make  a  complete  recovery. 

Surgical  eases,  of  any  gravity,  are  rare,  in  fact,  wanting,  in  our 
catalogue  of  diseases.  Numerous  contusions,  cuts,  and  injuries  of 
like  character,  were  treated  during  the  year  past,  but  were  not 
specially  recorded.  Your  Health  Officer  thinks  that  we  may  con- 
gratulate ourselves  on  having  passed  a  year  of  some  vicissitude,  yet 
safely. 

And  now,  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  question  of 
vital  importance  must  be  brought  before  you  ;  and  that  is.  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  Sewanee  at  the  present  moment.  So  far.  on 
account  of  tin1  newness  of  Sewanee.  its  residences  separated,  and  the 


population  small  even  with  students  included,  the  sanitary  state  of 
out-houses,  and  the  effect  of  garbage  heaps,  these  with  slight  labor 
could  be  kept  properly.  The  time  has  now  come,  when  owing  to 
the  increase  of  population,  the  greater  number  of  residences,  and 
consequently  the  greater  amount  of  refuse  material,  which 
must  be  taken  care  of,  demands  new  ways  and  means.  To  be  as 
concise  as  possible,  and  still  make  my  meaning  clear.  I  must  say 
that .  the  present  time  calls  for  an  immediate  change  in  the  water 
closet  system,  everywhere  upon  the  Mountain,  and  especially  is  ir 
required  in  the  Halls  when-  so  many  students  live,  and  in  the  Hotel. 

This  subject  has  been  carefully  discussed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor 

and  Health  Officer,  and    the    request   is   herewith    made    that    ^ 

law  be  made  which  will  give  authority  to  tine  and  punish  anyone 
who  in  future  shall  not  instantly  give  heed  to  the  requests  of  those 
to  whom  the  sanitary  condition  id' the  University  is  entrusted.  Tin- 
branches  are  the  natural  sewers  for  a  country  such  as  this,  and  by 
building  pipe  systems  to  the  Branches,  all  slop  watei  and  such  like 
material  can  be  carried  away  Iron:  the  premises,  and  thus  all  danger 
of  contamination  of  wells  and  springs  prevented,  which,  with  tin- 
present  method  of  throwing  filthy  water  anywhere  back"  of  the  house, 
cannot,  in  fact,  many  wells  and  water  supplies  are  more  or  less  the 
worse  for  reasons  mentioned  above.  It  is  but  duty  to  state,  that 
this  matter  must  be  attended  to  without  delay,  or  trouble  will  cer- 
tainly result. 

During  the  past  year  the  Health  Officer  has  been  aided  by  Dr. 
Anderson,  in  attending  to  tin-  mere  routine  work  of  sick  calls,  etc.. 
the  arrangements  being  made  after  consultation  with  the  Vice- 
Chancellor.  For  the  coming  year  the  Health  Officer  would  request 
that,  with  the  consent  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  he  be  allowed  to  use 
his  judgement  in  like  manner.  The  position  of  Health  Officer  in 
the  University  is  peculiar,  for  in  addition  to  a  medical  education. 
it  is  necessary  that  the  incumbent  should  possess  a  thorough 
scientific  education  in  addition,  forit  is  oft-times  required  that  water 
analyses  l>e  made  and  microscopical  examinations,  and  in  fact  all 
departments  of  practical  Science  are  brought  to  bear  in  the  carrying 
on  the  duties  of  the  position.

We  have  the  honor  to  inform  the  Hoard  of  Trustee*  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  the  South,  that  at  the  last  session  of  the  Convocation  of 
the  Missionary  District  of  "Western  Texas,  convened  in  Seguin, 
Tex.,  in  May,  1886.  that  it  was  unanimously  determined  tooffereach 
year  a  gold  medal  to  be  known  as  "The  Western  Texas  Medal  for 
lOxcellence  in  Spanish."  The  medal  has  been  prepared  :  it  exhibits 
upon  one  side  an  inscription  stating  its  object,  upon  the  reverse  is 
an  etching  of  the  Alamo  so  celebrated  in  Texa^  history,  aud  which 
is  situated  in  San  Antonio,  the  principal  place  in  the  jurisdiction.

The  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  with  reference 
to  the  death  of  the  Bishop  of  Florida,  was  presented  by 
the  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  and  the  proposed   resolution 
adopted- 
Report  with  reference  to  the  lare  Bishop  of  Florida: 

The  Committee  appointed  to  take  honorable  notice  of  the  death 
of  the  Rt.  Rev.  .John  freeman  Young,  I).  I)..  S.  T.  D.,  late  a  member 
of  this  Board,  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report  : 

Bishop  Young  was  a  native  of  Maine,  and  was  reared  in  utter 
ignorance  of  the  Apostolic  Order  and  authority  of  our  Church. 
After  due  acquaintance  with  its  distinctive  claims,  he  entered  our 
Ministry,  and  labored  successively  and  acceptably  in  the  Dioceses 
of  Florida.  Texas.  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  New  York;  from 
which  last-mentioned  position  he  was  called  to  the  ICpiscopate  of 
Florida  in  1867. 

He  was  of  a  studious  and  thoughtful  habit,  and  to  his  attainments 
in  the  department  of  Theology  added  no  inconsiderable  amount  of 
polite  literature  and  general  learning.  In  a  knowledge  of  ecclesias- 
tical architecture,  ancient  hymnology,  and  the  liturgical  uses  of  the 
Church,  he  was  particularly  skilled  ;  and  as  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Revision  and  Enrichment  of  the  Prayer-Book  his 
death  will  be  as  seriously  felt  by  his  associates  in  that  yet  unfinished 
work  as  we.  now.  have  reason  to  miss  his  judicious  counsels  in  onr 
Hoard. 

When  called  to  he  the  Bishop  of  Florida  he  found  then-  a  diocese 
vast  in  extent,  a  people  widely  scattered,  and  of  divers  creeds  and 
nationalities.  By  patient  labor  he  succeeded,  not  only  in  reducing 
things  to  their  proper  order,  and  giving  tone  and  character  to  his 
diocese,  but  took  upon  him  also  the  supervision  of  the  infant  Church 
in  Cuba. 

In  the  House  of  Bishops  his  counsels  were  always  marked  with  a 
sober  and  discreet  judgment,  and  to  his  punctual  and  effective 
labors  in  this  Hoard  we  can  all  bear  witness. 

His  interest  in  our  University  was  no  cold  or  common  feeling,  for 
it  is  well  known  to  some  of  your  Committee  that  it  was  his  inten- 
tion, had  he  lived  a  few  years  longer,  to  largely  endow  it. 

To  his  bereaved  wife  and  next  of  kin  we  hereby  tender-  our 
warmest  svnipal  h\  .

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures 
was  presented  by  the  Bishop  of  Western  Texas. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures  : 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  an  examination  of  the 
papers  submitted  by  the  Health  Officer  make  a  very  gratifying 
exhibit  of  the  health  of  the  students  tor  the  past  year.  There  has 
been  no  death,  and  only  one  east-  that  threatened  serious  results. 
A  condition  of  affairs  which  gives  great  cause  for  thankfulness  to 
God. 

The  warnings  and  recommendations  of  Dr.  Arnold,  in  relation  to 
sanitation,  are  most  timely,  and  your  committee  calls  special 
attention   to    the  following  extract    from   his   report  : 

•■  And  now.  gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  (pics 
tion  of  vital  importance  must  be  brought  before  you.  and  that. 
is  the  sanitary  condition  of  Sewanee  at  the  present  moment.  So 
far.  ou  account  of  the  newness  of  Sewanee,  its  residences  sep- 
arated and  the  population  small  even  with  studeuts  included, 
the  sanitary  state  of  out-hou.<es  and  the  effect  of  garbage  heap  < 
(has  been  minimized];  these  with  slight  labor  could  be  kept 
properly.  The  time  has  now  come  when,  owing  to  the  increase 
of  population,  the  greater  number  of  residences,  and  conse- 
quently' the  greater  amount  of  refuse  material  which  must  lie 
taken  can;  of.  demands  new  ways  and  means.  To  be  as  concise 
as  possible,  and  still  make  my  meaning  clear,  I  must  say  that 
the  present  time  calls  for  an  immediate  change  in  the  water- 
closet  system  everywhere  upon  the  mountain,  and  especially  is  it 
required  in  the  Halls  where  so  many  students  live,  and  in  the 
Hotel.  * 

"A  new  system  for  the  closets  is  demanded,  viz.:  one  which  pro- 
vides for  the  removal  of  all  effete  material  daily,  with  a  box 
of  dry  earth  in  each  closet,  so  that  a  small  shovelful  of  earth  can 
be  thrown  upon  each  and  every  evacuation.     This  subject  has  been 
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carefully  discussed  by  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Health  Officer,  and 
the  request  is  herewith  made  that  some  law  be  made  which  will 
give  authority  to  fine  and  punish  anyone  in  future  who  shall  not 
instantly  give  heed  to  the  requests  of  those  to  whom  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  University  is  entrusted.  The  branches  are  tin- 
natural  sewers  of  a  country  such  as  this,  and  by  building  pipe  sy* 
terns  to  the  branches  all  .slop  water  and  such  like  material  can  In- 
carried  away  from  the  premises,  and  thus  all  danger  of  contamin- 
ation of  wells  and  springs  prevented,  which  with  the  present  method 
of  throwing  filthy  water  anywhere  hack  of  the  house,  cannot.  In 
fact,  many  wells  and  water  supplies  are  more  or  less  the  worse  for 
reasons  mentioned.  It  is  but  duty  to  state  that  this  matter  must 
be  attended  to  withont  delay;  or  trouble  will  certainly  result." 

Your  committee  especially  endorse  all  that  has  been  here  said 
with  regard  to  closets,  and  would  ask  for  a  discussion  by  the  legal 
members  of  the  Board  of  the  best  method  of  enforcing  the  sug- 
gestions here  made  in  regard  to  the  cleaning  of  these  sources  of 
disease.  They  also  commend  to  the  consideration  of  this  body  the 
words  of  Dr.  Arnold,  in  regard  to  the  deterioration  going  on  in  our 
water  supply  where  derived  from  wells.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
medical  member  of  this  committee,  heartily  endorsed  by  his  col- 
leagues, that  a  systeufof  underground  cisterns  should  be  encouraged 
by  which  the  rainfall  of  the  winter  might  be  preserved  fur  sum- 
mer use.  This  view  is  very  strongly  endorsed  by  the  late  Health 
Officer  of  the  University.  He  lately  made  a  prediction  in  this  direc- 
tion which  recent  facts  have  abundantly  verified.  The  residences 
and  halls  that  in  the  future  will  maintain  the  reputation  for  health- 
fulness  that  has  hitherto  belonged  to  Sewanee.  will  be  those 
deriving  their  water  from  springs  and  cisterns. 

During  the  past  year,  the  health  officer  was  assisted  by  Dr. 
Anderson,  in  his  own  words,  "in  the  mere  routine  work  of  sick 
calls,  etc.,"  and  asks  that  the  arrangement  be  continued.  The 
assistance  given  by  Dr.  Anderson  was  great,  and  his  duties  faith- 
fully performed;  and  while  the  Committee  trusts  that  Dr.  Anderson 
will  be  retained  in  his  capacity  of  medical  officer,  must  dissent  from 
the  suggestion  that  any  appointment  be  made  to  this  position  e\ 
cept  by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  or  the  Executive  Committee:  at 
present  the  app  untm  snt  is  in  ths  h  incls  of  the  ELe  ilt-h  o.fi  -er. 

The  health  of  the  students  of  this  institution  is  a  sacred  trust  com- 
mitted to  our  hands  :  we  stand  ''  in  loco  parentis."  ami  in  the  opinion 
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ofyour  committee,  the  Board  cannot  divest  itself  of  the  responsi- 
bility thus  incurred,  but  must  exercise  directly  and  with  the 
greatest  care  its  judgment  in  the  choice  of  the  physician  who  has 
practially  the  care  of  the  health  of  the  students. 

Your  Committee  offers  tbe  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  (26)  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  requested  to 
digest  such  a  system  of  sanitary  regulations  with  regard  to  closets 
as  shall  fully  meet  the  important  recommendations  of  the  Health 
Officer,  and  see  them  enforced,  and  that  in  the  assignment  of  students 
preference  be  given  to  those  houses  where  the  orders  of  the  Hoard 
are  best  observed. 

Resolved,  (27)  That  for  the  future,  in  the  erection  of  buildings,  that 
a  system  of  underground  cisterns  he  encouraged,  and  that  the 
Health  Officer  insist  upon  the  semi-annual  cleaning  of  the  welis 
at  all  houses  where  students  are  taken. 

Resolved,  (28)  That  it  is  not  expedient  for  any  medical  officer  to 
be  employed  who  shall  have  charge   of  the  students  except   under 

the  direct  appointment  of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  or  Kxcutive 
Committee;  provided,  that  this  resolution  shall  not  interfere  with 
consultation  in  critical  cases.

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Mr.  McNeal,  Tennessee,  delivered  the  report  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  and  the  resolutions  therein  proposed 
were  adopted,  and  the  report  received  as  a  whole. 

Report  of*  Finance  Committee  : 
To  Thf  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  <>k  the  South  : 

The  Finance  Committee  respectfully  reports: 

They  have  examined  the  account  of  the  Treasurer,  and  carefully 
compared  it  with  the  vouchers  accompanying  it,  and  also  thi- 
n-port of  the  Bursar,  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Depart- 
ment, and  all  other  matters  submitted  to  them. 

While  the  expenditures  have  largely  exceeded  the  Vice-Chancel 
lor's  estimates  again  in  the  past  year,  as  heretofore,  it  is  proper  to 
say  that  the  largest  items  of  expenditure,  not  included  in  his  esti- 
mates, were  justified  by  previous  action  of  the  Board,  or  by  consent 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  Still,  there  is  a  very  considerable 
part  of  the  expenditure  which  cannot  be  so  justified ;  and  while  the 
Vice-Chancellor,  in  his  report,  alludes  to  the  criticisms  of  this 
Committee  heretofore  from  year  to  year,  and  your  Committee  are 
disinclined  to  repeat  these  criticisms,  yet  it  is  also  deemed  proper  to 
say.  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  should  recognize  the  fact  that  he  has 
no  authority  to  exceed  estimates  made,  without  conference  with, 
and  the  consent  given  of,  the  Executive  Committee  of  this  Board. 

It  is  patent  that  a  necessity  often  arises  for  expenditures,  not  con- 
templated, and  unprovided  for  at  the  time  the  estimates  are  made. 
The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  was  created  t<>  meet  just 
such  emergencies,  and  said  Committee  has  the  power  to  act  for  the 
Board  in  authorizing  expenditures  not  contemplated  at  the  time  the 
estimates  were  made.  In  all  cases  of  this  kind  the  Viee-Cbancellor 
must  have  the  concurrence  of  the  said  Committee  to  authorize  the 
proposed  expenditure.  When  the  Yice-Chancellor  deems  it  neces- 
sary or  advantageous  to  contract  a  liability  not  authorized  by  the 
Board,  it  is  quite  easy  for  him  to  consult  said  Committee,  so  that  he 
may,  by  the  concurrence  of  said  Committee,  receive  the  authority 
to  do  so.  But  your  Committee  submit,  that  every  officer  of  the 
University  of  the  South  should  consider  the  limits  of  the  trust 
committed  to  him,  and  not  exceed  the  authority  conferred,  and 
should  remember  that  he  cannot  create  a  liability  against  the  cor- 
poration without  express  authority.      If  in  any  case  In-  has  not    this 
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authority  from  the  Board,  he  must  have  the  consent  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  before  he  should  attempt  to  exercise  it. 

Your  committee  would  append  a  resolution,  but  lor  the  fact  that 
it  would  be  a  mere  statement  of  existing  law  of  the  University,  and 
a  repetition  of  what  has  been  done  often  heretofore  in  regard  to  the 
same  subject  matter. 

It  is  not  doubted  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  animated  by  tin: 
best  motives  for  the  progress  of  the  University.

This  is  a  falling  off  of  some  $300  from  receipts  for  tin-  year  pre- 
vious, although  some  of  the  dioceses  have  paid  in  full,  and  others 
improved  during  the  past  year.  Four  dioceses,  which  a-  a  rule, 
heretofore,  have  responded  most  liberally,  have  fallen  far  be- 
hind. This  is  much  to  be  deplored,  and  your  Committee  cannot 
but  believe  that  if  even  one  Trustee  from  each  diocese  had  taken 
active  interest  in  the  matter,  the  deficit  in  those  dioceses  might 
not  have  been  so  large.  The  expenditure  of  a  few  hours  by  Diocesau 
Trustees  in  writing  earnest  letters  calling  the  attention  of  the  rec- 
tors of  the  parishes,  or  some  friend  among  its  laymen,  at  the  proper 
time,  would  bring  some  response  from  by  far  the  greater  number  of 
parishes.  In  some  of  the  dioceses  one  or  more  ut  the  Trustees  take 
the  trouble,  soon  after  the  Advent  season,  to  communicate  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  their  respective 
Diocesan  Treasurers,  so  as  to  ascertain  those  parishes  which  have 
failed  to  send  an  offering,  and  then  write  them.  Tour  Committee 
submit  it  would  be  a  very  small  amount  of  labor  for  a  Trustee  to 
take.  If  some  one  Trustee  in  each  diocese  would  take  that  much 
interest  only  each  year,  it  would  pay  the  salaries  in  this  Department 
in  full.     As  it  is.  thev  are  little  more  than  half  paid. 
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The  Schedule  of  Receipts  is  died  herewith,  to  he  printed  at  the 
close  of  the  next  Journal,  as  heretofore;  and  your  Committee 
suggest  that  when  printed  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  hare 
fifty  copies  «if  this  Schedule  struck  off  separately,  and  shall  send 
them  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department,  so  that  said 
Treasurer  may  enclose  one  to  some  one  at  least  of  the  Trustees  and 
others  iii  each  diocese,  calling  attention  to  it  with  such  a  letter  as  he 
may  choose  to  address  by  way  of  suggestion.  A  resolution  is 
appended. 

In  the  Academic  Department  the  Report  of  the  Bursa r  shows  a 
most  encouraging  increase  over  last  year  in  income.

The  surplus  from  this  fund  is  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  of 
the  corporation  as  a  credit  from  the  Academic  Department,  l! 
will  be  noticed  that  above  appears  the  item  of  uncolleete-i  \V,--. 
and  another  item  of  parts  of  salaries  unpaid;  and  also  that  the 
exact  amount  to  be  Covered  as  a  credit  from  this  Department  into 
the  Corporation  Treasury  at  the  end  of  the  present  year  cannot  be 
accurately  slated.  Y/our  Committee  has  found  this  difficulty  before. 
while  at  the  same  time  they  have  carefully  examined,  not  only  the 
statements  furnished  them,  but  the  book-,  when  necessary,  and 
know  they  are  properly  kept  and  the  funds  transferred  as  above 
stated;  but  would  call  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  l\\r\  that  the 
Fiscal  Year  of  the  Fniversitv  ends  on  1st  .Tulv  "l   each  ve.u.  while 
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the  Fiscal  Years  of  the  Academic  Department  and  of  the  Theo- 
logical Department  end  on  August  1st  of  eacb  year,  so  that  in  the 
general  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  University,  as  to  the 
Academic  Department  especially,  the  matters  of  uncollected  U'i'> 
and  unpaid  balances  of  salaries,  and  other  expenses  for.July,  are 
not  and  cannot  be  exactly  and  accurately  presented  to  the  Com- 
mittee, as  the  Hoard  meets  before  the  last  of  July.  In  the  estimate 
of  uncollected  fees,  the  amount  collected  might  lie  more,  or  less. 
than  the  amount  estimated  as  '•good.*'  and  hence  some  seeming 
discrepancy  appear  in  some  of  our  Finance  Keports.  which  arc 
intended  to  present  an  exact  and  accurate  financial   history. 

Your  Committee  suggest  that  hereafter  our  Fiscal  Year  shall  close 
on  the  20th  July.  This  will  give  time  for  preparation  of  all  reports 
to  the  Hoard  of  Trustees,  and  the  Bursar  can  close  up  the  accounts 
of  the  Academic  Department  by  paying  the  salaries  and  other 
expenses  lor  . I  uly  by  or  before  that  date.      A  resolution  is  appended. 

Hut  the  expense  account  of  this  Department  should  be  kept  strictly 
separate,  from  the  general  experse  account  of  the.  Corporation,  at 
least  at  present;  so  as  to  show  distinctly  its  nun  earnings  and 
expenditures.  Any  surplus  of  tuition  fees  should  be  credited  as 
such  when  transferred  to  University  Treasury  or  (ieneral  Fund  of 
the  Corporation. 

It  is  extremely  desirable  that  the  salaries  of  our  professors  lie 
increased,  and  it  might  reasonably  be  urged  that  where  academic 
receipts  exceed  expenditures,  the  surplus  should  be  applied  to  that 
end.  In  the  history  of  tin-  University,  with  the  exception  of  a  very 
few  years,  the  balance  has  been  largely  the  other  way  ;  and  your 
Committee  fear  to  trespass  upon  hope  by  advocating  any  large 
increase  of  salaries  at  this  meeting. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Univc.rdty.  in  its  corporate 
capacity,  must  hear  all  the  extraordinary  expense  tor  the  Academic 
Department,  which  has  been  extremely  heavy  in  past  few  years. 
while  the  corporate  income  proper  is  very  small,  its  only  certain 
income  being  from  rents  which  barely  suffice  to  pay  the  interest  <>u 
bonds.

Your  Committee  again  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  follow- 
ing up  by  active  correspondence  claims  due  the  Dniversity  in  the 
hands  of  Diocesan  Treasurers,  including  those  known  as  coupon  and 
endowment  notes.  We  called  attention  of  the  Hoard  to  this  last 
year,  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  was  requested  to  give  (dose  attention 
to  them  ;  but  nothing  has  been  reported  by  him  in  this  regard. 

We  also  call  attention  again  to  the  importance  of  sett  lenient  with 
Mr.  Meeker,  a  former  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  Georgia.  A  resolution 
is  appended. 

The  income  in  the  Department  of  the  Corporation  for  the  next 
year  is  only  certain  as  to  one  item,  to-wit-,  the  item  of  rents.  We 
may  receive  something  from  coupon  and  endowment  notes,  mid 
from  individual  offerings.

Treasurer  of  the 
fund,  be  requested  to  transmit  to  the  Bishops,  and  Clerical  and  Lav 
Trustees,  a  statement  of  the  foregoing  assessments,  with  an  earnest 
appeal  in  behalf  of  the  Theological  Department,  embracing  in  said 
appeal  Resolutions  (20)  and  (21)  passed  by  the  Board  at  the  meet- 
ing of  18*5.

The  Committee  herewith  present  to  the  Board  the  resignation  of 

his  Chair  which  has  been  received  from  the  Professor  of  Chemistry. 
and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved.  (44)  That  the  Board  recognize  with  sincere  regret  that 
the  physical  condition  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  is  such  as  to 
incapacitate  him  for  the  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties  of  that 
Department,  and  therefore  accept  his  resignation. 

Resolved,  (45)  That  the  Board,  highly  appreciating  the  special 
value  to  the  University  of  the  rare  attainments  of  Prof.  Arnold  in 
particular  branches  of  physical  science,  express  its  desire  that  he 
shall  continue  a  member  of  the  University,  as  Honorary  Professor 
of   Biology.  Microscopy,  and  Sanitary  Science 
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Resolved,  (46)  That  the  Board  regrets  its  inability  to  compensate 
Prof.  Arnold  for  the  instruction  he  may  give  in  these  branches,  but 
will  be.  pleased  for  him  to  give  such  lectures  and  other  instruction, 
and  conduct  such  experiments  as  he  may  find  agreeable,  receiving 
as  remuneration  any  special  t'cc<.  for  which  arrangements  may  he 
made  with  the  students  ;  and  that  he  be  provided  with  proper 
rooms  for  the  storage  of  his  apparatus,  and  for  the  scientific  work 
he  may  undertake. 

Resolved,  (47)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  make  such  announce- 
ment, in  the  Calendar,  of  the  lectures  and  other  instructions  by 
him.  as  shall  be  agreed  on  between  him  and  the  Professor:  and 
that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  furnish  the  latter  with  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions. 

Resolved,  (48)  That,  as  the  Board  is  not  now  prepared  to  (ill  the 
Chair  of  Chemistry,  the  Executive  Committee,  with  the  Vice-Chan  - 
cellor,  be  instructed  to  take  immediate  steps  to  provide  temporarily 
for  instruction  in  said  Department;  and  as  early  as  possible  to  till 
the  same  for  a  period  extending  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board. 
Resolved,  (49)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  be  instructed  to  secure, 
if  practicable,  the  services  of  Dr.  H.  M.  Anderson  as  Medical 
Attendant  upon  the  students,  until  such  time  as  the  Executive 
Committee  and  the  Vice-Chancellor  may  provide  a  Health  Officer. 

Resolved,  (50)  That  the  Petition  and  Suggestion  presented  to  the 
Board  "That  the  English  Department  (about  to  he  Lengthened  to  ,t 
five-term  course)  be  definitively  separated  from  the  course  in  Logic 
and  Metaphysics,  so  that  the  power  to  grant  diplomas  may  reside 
in  that  Department  (or  School);  and  that  the  course  in  Louie  and 
Metaphysics,  thus  isolated,  be  combined  with  the  Moral  Science 
Department  (which  now  extends  over  two  terms  only)"  be  referred 
to  the  Hebdomadal  Board  to  consider  the  same,  and  report  at  the 
next  meeting  of  this  Board. 

Resolved.  (51)  That,  in  order  to  have  uniformity  in  the  size  of  our 
printed  publications,  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  publish  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Board  in  the  same  form  as  that  adopted  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  for  the  Calendar  and  other  matter. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  they  ought  not  to  close  this  Report 
without  expressing  for  themselves  the  lively  gratification  it  has 
afforded  them,  and  adding  their  congratulations  to  the  Board,  in 
being  well  assured  of  the  continued  advancement  of  the  University 
in  all  its  departments  and  work,   as  shown  in  the   Reports  of  the 
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V ice-Chancel lov,  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  and  Procter.

Faculty,  with  request  that  they  report  to  the   Board   of 

Trustees  at  its  next  Session  : 

MEMORIAL. 

The  Theological  students  of  the  University  beg  the  Honorable 
Board  of  Trustees  to  define  tin-  position  of  tin-  Theological  Depart- 
ment in  the  University.  Is  it  simply  a  school  of  the  University, 
such  as  Languages  or  Mathematics  or  the  School  of  Commerce  and 
Trade,  with  which  it  is  usually  associated  on  Commencement  Day? 
Or  is  it,  as  the  Catalogue  states,  a  Department  of  the  University,  dis- 
tinct from  the  Academic  Department  ?  If  the  latter  is  the  case,  we 
beg  that  some  public  recognition/)!  the  fact  be  made  at  the  awarding 
of  diplomas  on  Commencement  Day.  We  do  not  request  that  the 
standard  for  the  degree  of  B.  D.  be  lowered  in  any  way,  so  as  to  confer 
that  degree  on  the  completion  of  the  ordinary  three  years  course 
(as  is  done  in  most  Theological  schools),  but  we  do  request  the 
recognition  of  the  fact,  in  awarding  the  Diploma  for  Theology, 
that  this  is  a  Post-Graduate  course,  /.<.  a  course  which  presupposes 
that  the  student  lias  passed  through  the  Academic  Department  before 
entering  upon  it.  and  which  is  something  higher. 

We  also  beg  that  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  will  define  the 
requirments  for  the  degree  of  B.  D.  In  its  present  undefined  con- 
dition, we  cannot  tell  what  is  required  of  anyone  who  wishes  to 
take  this  degree. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  presented  report  of  special  committee 
appointed    under   Resolution  58  of  the   Proceedings  of 

1885  : 

The  special  committee  appointed  under  resolution  No.  -r>K  of  last 
year  report  : 

That  the  committee  met  shortly  after  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  held  two  meetings,  and  were  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  a 
competent  person  should  be  employed  to  survey  and  lay  off  avenues 
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;tn<l  walks  on  the  domain  and  particularly  on  the  reserve.  The  con- 
sideration which  the  committee  gave  to  the  subject  has  impressed 
them  with  its  importance,  and  they  desire  to  impress  on  tin-  Board  of 
Truster's  the  necessity  of  taking  act  ion  on  this  subject   at  the  present 

session. 

The  committee  regret  thai  some  progress  has  not  been  made  in  tin 
direction  in  lie  it  •  I  by  h  ■  rj.s  dutions  during  th  •  past  year,  but  until 
m  landscape  gardener  was  appointed  it  seemed  useless  to  undertake 
t  he  work  proposed.

The  report  of  Connuittec  on  Buildings  and  Lauds  was 
presented  by  Mr.  Fairbanks. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands: 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  report  : 
That  accession-  to  the  Library  have  been  received  during  the  past 
rear: — from  Mrs.  Adams.  924  volumes,  of  general   literature:   from 
Mr.  James  Potts,   of  New  York.    348  volumes,  forming  part   nf  the 
library  of  the  late  Rev.  1'r.  Francis  L.  Hawks;  froni  Mrs.  K.  M".  Man 
igault.    Brighton.    England.    :>2<»    volumes    of  very    valuable    then 
logical  books :   from  the  United  States  Government,    IT?  volumes: 
and    from    various    sources  250    pamphlets ;    making   an    aggregate 
addition  to  the  University  Library  of  1750  volumes  and  250  pamph- 
lets.    The  whole  number  of  volumes   now  in  the  Library  is  IT. 21-. 
and  of  pamphlets  5868.     The   hearty   thanks  of  the  University  are 
due  to  the  generous  donors   for   the   large   and  valuable  increase  of 
the  Library. 

The  Hodgson  Library  building  is  already  tilled  to  its  capacity. 
and  we  are  obliged  to  place  hor»k-;  in  other  buildings.  The  original 
plans  of  University  [buildings  contemplated  that  the  University 
Library  should  occupy  one  wing  of  the  great  central  buildiug.  In 
view  of  the  increasing  need  of  more  room  for  the  proper  accommo- 
dation of  our  books,  and  the  rapid  augmentation  of  the  library,  it  is 
time  to  turn  our  attention  to  the  desirableness  of  the  erection  of 
the    Librarv  wintr  of   the    meat   central   building,   which    we    trust 
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some  one  possessed  of  means  may  offer  to  erectiu  the  same  generous 
spirit  which  characterized  the  gift. of  the  Hodgson  Library. 

SUPPLY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Supply  Department 
shows  that  it  has  not  only  proved  a  convenience  to  the  students. 
with  diminished  cost  to  them,  but  has  nearly  earned  the  small 
capital  employed  in  operating  it. 

LOUISIANA    LANDS. 

The  condition  of  the  titles  to  these  lands  should  he  at  once  looked 
into,  and  the  necessary  steps  promptly  taken  to  perfect  the  title,  as 
recommended  by  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

TEXAS    LANDS. 

It  appears,  by  the  Report  of  the  Vice- Chancellor,  that  acres 

of  the  lands  donated  to  us  by  Mrs.  A.  Sherwood  have  been  sold, 
netting  us  the  sum  of  $1,847.95.  The  Vice-Chancellor,  Acting 
Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  requests  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees to  formally  affirm  the  sale,  [u  accordance  with  this  suggestion 
we  report  a  resolution  tor  that  purpose. 

TAN-BARK  AND  TIMBER. 

The  Committee  deem  the  preservation  of  our  timber  of  more 
importance  than  the  small  amount  which  could  be  obtained  by  the 
sale  of  tan-bark  and  timber,  and  hence  report  against  the  granting 
of  Mr.  Gr.  D.  Gipson's  application,  and  any  others  which  may  be 
made  for  the  purchase  of  bark  or  timber. 
FORESTER. 

We  regard  the  preservation  of  the  forest  growth  on  our  domain 
as  a  matter  of  supreme  importance.  We  are  glad  to  learn  that  no 
depredations  have  been  committed  during  the  past  year,  and  that 
the  cutting  of  standing  timber  for  fuel  has  been  stopped.  Then' 
has  been  already  great  damage  done  to  our  lands  by  the  destruction 
of  valuable  timber,  and  great  waste  committed  by  irresponsible  and 
reckless  parties.  The  Board  of  Trustees  has.  on  many  occasions 
heretofore,  expressed  its  wishes  on  this  subject,  and  required  care 
and  vigilance  in  the  protection  of  the  forest  growth  on  the  domain. 
We  are  informed  that  parties  owning  lands  outside  of  our  domain 
are  willing  and  desirous  of  furnishing  wood  for  fuel  at  reasonable 
prices,  so  that  as  coal  is  generally  used,  there  need  be  no  occasion 
of  cutting  wood   for  fuel  on   the   mountain.     We  recommend  the 
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continuance  of  the  employment  of  a  forester,  who  shall,  in  addition 
to  that  duty,  be  engaged  in  clearing  up  underbrush,  etc.,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands. 

THE    GYMNASIUM. 

As  to  the  repori  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  reference  to  the  liyni 
n  asm  in,  the  Committee  express  their  regret  at  finding  that  so 
important  a  matter  as  the  erection  of  permanent  University  build- 
ings should  he  entered  into  without  the  distinct  action  and  authority 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  Statutes  of  the  University — Statute 
xxii. — provide  that  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  shall 
have  the  supervision  of  ail  repairs  ordinarily  required  for  tin-  build- 
ings and  grounds,  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  Control,  to  he 
composed  of  the  Vice- Chancellor,  the  Treasurer  and  the  Comptrol- 
ler. To  this  Hoard  he  shall  submit  all  plans  and  estimates  for  the 
repair  and  improvement  of  buildings  from  time  to  time,  and  upon 
their  approval  shall  be  authorized  to  have  the  same  executed,  and 
not  otherwise.  The  general  control  of  the  erection  of  buddings,  and 
making  improvements,  shall  be  reserved,  however,  to  such  com- 
mittee as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Hoard  of  Trustees. 

By  Resolution  No.  36,  passed  Aug.  3,  1882,  p.  35,  it  was  'Resolved. 
That  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  be  such 
as  are  set  forth  in  Sections  1  to  8,  inclusive,  of  the  printed  Statutes 
of  the  University  of  the  South.  Said  Vice-Chaueellor  shall  also 
hold  the  positions  of  Treasurer  and  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
hands,  as  heretofore,  with  the  same  limitations  and  restrictions  as 
have  been  in  operation  during  the  past  three  years." 

Subsequent  to  the  passage  of  the  above  resolution,  the  present 
Vice-Chancellor  was  elected  for  five  years. 

During  the  year  1883,  there  was  a  Committee  on  Permanent 
Buildings.  During  the  years  1884  and  1885  there  was  no  committee 
appointed. 

In  1884.  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Land*,  made  a  report  on  the  subject  of  the  Xew 
Chapel,  as  follows:  '-'The  location  suggested  by  the  Vice-Chaueel- 
lor, upon  the  Otey  Hall  lot.  does  not  seem  to  be  in  accordance  with 
the  general  plans  for  the  laying  out  of  the  grounds,  and  location  ot 
the  permanent  buildings,  made  by  Bishop  Hopkins,  and  which  has 
more  than  once  been  adopted  and  re-athirmed  by  the  Hoard.  Your 
Committee    consider  it    of   great    importance    that    the    Universitx 


.should  have  a  well  defined  plan  for  the  location  of  its  permanent 
buildings,  so  that  the  buildings  successively  erected  shall  form  a 
part  of  one  harmonious  plan,  having  reference  not  only  to  those 
already  erected,  but  having  also  in  view  others  which  in  process  of 
time  will   be  necessary.*' 

The  committee  reported  He-  following:  "  Resolved,  (10,  That  the 
plan  of  location  of  buildings  prepared  by  Bishop  tlopkiu.s,  and  on 
tile  in  the  archives  of  the  University,  he  adhered  to  in  the  location 
of  the  site  of  the  proposed  permanent  Chapel,  and  of  all  permanent 
buildings,  which  shall  he  located  under  the  direction  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Board." 

Mr.  Thompson  moved  to  strike  out  the  proposed  Resolution  No. 
16.  On  call  for  vote  by  orders,  the  motion  was  lost.  The  proposed 
resolutions,  severally,  and  the  report  as  a  whole,  were  adopted. 
Pro.  1384.  p.  32. 

J.n  1885,  Pro.,  p.  4.">.  -Resolved,  (43)  That  so  soon  as  the  W.  H. 
Miller  bequest  he  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  University  Treasurer, 
the  Vice-Chancellor  be  directed  to  erect  and  equip  tne  Gymnasium, 
using  s_\ Olio  of  the  fund-  bequeathed  by  Mr.  Miller,  and  the  gift  of 
Mrs.  Gould,  taking  care  that  no  balance  of  debt  lie  left  outstanding 
against  the  University  in  the  said  matter.*'  These  two  funds 
together  amounted  to  §4.500. 

On  page  ">7.  Proceedings  1885.  a  resolution  was  offered,  viz.: 
-Resolved.  (71)  That  the  New  Chapel    be   located   on    the   McCrady 

lot." 

On  motion,  the  proposed  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

This  is  all  the  legislation  or  action  we  can  find  in  reference  to  the 
Gymnasium  or  New  Chapel. 

The  Vice-Chancellor,  in  his  Report,  now  referred  to  us.  says  that. 
in  accordance  with  the  above  Resolution  4*3.  of  lb8f>.  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  the  Miller  legacy  of  $2,000  the  Gymnasium  was  beguu  Mi.y 
8th.  and  the  corner-stone  laid  .1  une  '24th.  He  further  says :  "As 
the  Gymnasium  was  a  part  of  the  proposed  Chapel  buildings,  it  had 
to  be  built  in  connection  with  them.*'  And  he  accompanies  his 
Report  with  Exhibit  \.  which  presents  a  perspective  view  of  several 
large  buildings  which  are  to  be  p!a..-ed  on  the  lot  mentioned  in  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Hoard  as  the  Otey  or  McCrady  tot.  These  build- 
ings, as  shown  by  the  perspective  plans,  the  detail  drawing.,  and 
specifications  submitted  to  us.  show: 
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1.  A  building  120  feet  in  length  by  34  feet  in  width,  the  east  half 
of  which  is  designated  as  a  Gymnasium,  and  the  west  half  a*  a 
Chapter  House,  or  Convocation  House.  Adjoining  this  building  at 
tin.'  southwest  corner  is  a  large  tower.  20  by  24  feet,  and  shown  to 
be  90  feet  in  height. 

This  comprises  the  buildings  now  under  contract,  and  on  which 
work  lias  been  begun. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  has  not  furnished  the  Committee  with  any 
plans  for  the  New  Chapel,  except  some  large  elevations  whiehshow 
a  building  about  44  feet  in  width  and  about  100  feet  in  length,  with 
a  large  tower,  vestry  room,  and  which  is  connected  by  a  cloister  or 
corridor  with  the1  Chapter  House  and  Gymnasium  through  the  tower 
of  the  Chapter  House.  The  estimated  cost  of  the  Gymnasium  and 
Chapter  House  alone  is  about  §14,000,  besides  the  tower,  to  cost 
§7.000  more;  the  Chapel,  etc.  about  $57,000.  The  Chapel,  esti- 
mated to  seat  about  nine  hundred  persons.  The  whole  group  of 
buildings  is  expected  to  cost  about  675.000. 

The  financial  statement  in  reference  to  tbe  Gymnasium,  presented 
to  us.  shows  that  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  has  been  paid  in.  given  espe- 
cially for  the  Gymnasium;  that  the  sum  of  $4, £13.12  has  been 
received  from  Miss  Florence  Miller,  for  a  building  to  be  designated 
as  the  Miller  Convocatian  House.  The  total  sum  shown  to  be  in 
hand.  then,  is:  for  the  Gymnasium,  §4,560.00;  for  the  Miller  Convo- 
cation House,  $4,313.12— in  all  $9,373.12. 

The  estimated  cost  of  Gymnasium,  Convocation  Hall  and  Tower 
is  $21,000.  Money  in  hand  for  the  same.  $9,373.12:  leaving  the 
sum  of  $11,627.00  to  be  provided.  The  Vice-Chancellor  says,  in  his 
Report,  that  he  thinks  he  has  money  in  hand  and  iu  sight  to  com- 
plete the  Gymnasium.  Convocation  House  and  Bell  Tower,  which 
in  fact  constitute  one  building.  The  money  for  the  Bell  Tower.  w« 
understand,  is  promised.  The  resolution  passed  by  the  Hoard  last 
year  authorized  the  erection  of  the  Gymnasium  with  the  provision 
of  "  taking  care  that  no  balance  ol  debt  be  left  outstanding  against 
the  University  in  said  matter." 

The  gift  of  Miss  Florence  Miller  had  not  then  beeu  made,  and 
there  has  consequently  been  no  action  of  the  Board  authorizing  or 
directing  the  erection  of  a  Chapter  House  or  Convocation  Hall,  and 
we  arc  informed  that  there  has  beeu  no  such  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board.  In  view  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  the  Gymnasium,  and  the  necessity  of  retaining  a  portion  of 
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the  funds  to  carry  out  the  direction  of  the  Board  to  equip  as  well  as 
erect  the  Gymnasium,  and  understanding  from  the  Vice-Chancellor 
that  he  will  personally  assume  the  responsibility  for  any  expendi- 
ture for  fhe  Gymnasium,  and  Convocation  Hall  and  Tower,  bej'ond 
the  amounts  donated  for  the  two  purposes,  we  append  a  resolution 
limiting  ail  responsibility  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Committee  have  had  placed  in  their  hands,  in  addition  to  the 
drawing,  the  contracts  for  the  stone  work  of  the  Gymnasium  and 
the  Convocation  Hall  and  the  Bell  Tower,  up  to  a  height  of  30  feet, 
the  basement  at  $1.50  per  cubic  yard,  and  the  superstructure  at  $7 
per  cubic  yard.  We  do  not  learn  from  the  Vice-Chancellor  that 
these  plans  or  contracts  have  been  submitted  to  or  approved  by  any 
committee  of  the  Board. 

The  Committee,  while  considering  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  was 
justified  by  the  previous  action  of  the  Board  in  commencing  work 
upon  the  Gymnasium  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  yet 
feel  constrained  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  the  fact  that 
the  Board  has  not  yet  determined  upon  the  plans  reported  by  the 
Vice-Chancellor  comprising  the  permanent  Chapel,  and  has  not  yet 
determined  upon  the  site  of  that  building;  and  they  recommend 
that  the  Board  take  definite  action  upon  the  matter,  and  instruct 
the  Vice-Chancellor  in  accordance  therewith. 

There  has  been  for  manv  years  a  strong  feeling  in  the  Board  that 
the  laying  out  of  the  Avenues,  etc.,  should  be  done  by  a  landscape 
gardener.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  reported  a  reso- 
lution on  this  subject  last  year,  viz.: 

••  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  of  which  the  Commissioner 
of  Buildings  and  Lauds  shall  be  one.  which  shall  have  charge 
ot  the  whole  subject  of  opening  new  Avenues,  fixing  the  limits  of 
new  lots  for  leasing,  and  altering  and  improving  existing  avenues 
so  far  as  can  be  done  without  incurring  any  considerable  expense, 
with  full  powerin  reference  to  such  matters;  resolving  that  the  Com- 
missioner of  Buildings  and  Lands  conform  strictly  to  the  [dans  and 
metes  and  bounds  upon  which  said  Committee  may  decide  in  making 
leases  and  improvements  for  the  future." 

As  no  action  has  been  had  under  these  resolutions,  we  recommend 
the  renewal  of  Resolutions  Xo.  58  and  59,  on  p.  51  of  Proceedings 
u1   1885. 

We  further  recommend  that  such  Landscape  Gardener  lay  out  on 
the  ground  some  of  the  Avenues,   conforming  to  tne  action  hereto- 
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tore  bad  by  the  Board;  and  plat  such  portions  as  may  be  uow  most 
available,  into  lots  of  from  2  to  4  acres,  marking  the  division  lines 
between  every  lot  with  a  boundary  «tone  on  tbe  margin  of  the 
street  or  avenue. 

Tbat  the  portion  of  the  avenues,  on  which  such  lots  are  laid  nnt. 
be  opened,  and  fair  roadways  made. 

Tbat  the  small  growth  be  trimmed  out,  and  fallen  timber  be  piled 
up.  and  such  defective  timber  removed  as  may  be  necessary,  along 
the  street  margin  of  these  lots  to  a  depth  of  one  hundred  feet;  and 
that  not  less  than  25  lots  be  put  in  condition  for  leasing  during  the 
ensuing  year.  That  the  forester  lie  employed  in  this  work  when  not 
engaged  specially  in  looking  after  trespassers.  That  the  streets 
and  avenues  conform  to  the  natural  grades  and  sinuosities,  avoid- 
ing rectangular  streets  and  abrupt  descents.  This  work  should  be 
done  irradually  from  year  to  year,  adhering  to  plans  laid  down. 

We  believe  that  a  couple  of  months  in  the  fall  will  be  amply 
sufficient  for  a  landscape  gardener  to  examine  and  lay  out  the  work, 
which  should  be  approved  by  the  committee  designated  for  that 
purpose  before  being  acted  upon  :  and  that  the  amount  of  work  we 
have  indicated  will  not  require  mu:-h  additional  expense  of  labor 
beyond  that  of  tbe  forester. 

Tbe  Committee  has  been  much  impressed  with  the  expediency  of 
utilizing  certain  grounds  as  a  park  or  common.  The  ravine  begin- 
ning near  the  Polk  Spring  is  suggested  to  the  Board  as  specially 
suitable  for  this  purpose.  It  is  susceptible  of  treatment  which  will 
easily  produce  results  of  picturesqueness  and  beauty,  and  will  at  the 
same  time  bring  into  notice  the  desirable  character  of  building  on 
the  upper  portion  of  tbe  Hodgson  drive. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  record  of  leases  made,  and 
which  was  referred  to  us  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Build- 
ings and  Lands  last  year,  and  find  quite  a  number  of  leases  which 
have  been  made  to  very  undesirable  tenants,  and  which  do  not  con- 
form to  the  existing  regulations.  In  some  instances  the  locations 
are  not  specially  objectionable,  while  in  others  they  are  so.  We 
understand  that  several  of  them  are  only  considered  as  tenants  at 
will.  We  recommend  tbat  no  more  leases  be  granted  of  this 
character.  Tbat  all  leases  which  do  not  comply  with  the  regulations 
be  declared  void  as  to  the  term  of  occupancy  provided  for,  and  the 
lessees  lie  treated  as  tenants  at  will. 
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Resolved,  (Jyl)  That  all  lease.-  which  have  been  made  iu  contra- 
vention of  the  regulations  relative  to  the  leasing  of  the  domain,  be 
considered  void  a>  to  the  term  of  oeeupaucy  provided  for,  and 
lessees  be  treated  as  umants  at  will. 

Resolved,  (53)  That  the  Board  expresses  it.-  thanks  to  the  several 
donors  who  have  contributed  such  large  and  valuable  accessions  to 
our  Library  during  the  past  year,  and  th.it  the  Secretary  communi- 
cate this  resolution  to  them. 

Resolved,  (54)  That  G.  Li.  Fairbanks,  Esq.,  be  requested  to  look 
alter  kthe  lands  in  Louisiana  known  as  the  Key  Land-  and  the 
l'nlieii  Lands,  referred  t>  in  Lev.  Viee-Chauoellor's  Report.

Esq.,  through 
them  :  ami  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  have  the  same  placed  with  the 
accompanying  letter  in  the  archives  of  the   L  niver.-itv.

Resolved,  (i'.ii)  That  the  insurance  ..I  St.  Luke'-  Hall  and  Thome 
son  Hall,  as  recommended  by  the  Vice-Chancellor,  be  approved. 

Unsolved.  (67)  That  the  paper  read  before  the  Board  on  the 
second  day  o'l  the  present  session,  by  Map  Ge<».  R.  Fairbanks,  a 
Lay  Trustee  from  the  Diocese  of  Florida,  referring  to  the  original 
design  for  the  establishment  of  the  University,  and  the  improvement 
nf  its  domain,  be  published  with  the  proceedings  had  at  this 
session  of  the  Board,  for  the  information  of  members. 

Resolved,  (68)  That  Resolutions  No.  5H  and  f>9.  on  page  51  of 
Proceedings  of  1&85,  be  renewed.

Fairbanks,  a  Lay  Trustee  from  the  Jtioa-s* 
of  Florida. 

Iris  now  thirty  years  since  Leonidas  Polk,  Bishop  of  Louisiana, 
save  form  and  substance  to  the  idea  which  had  previously  been 
thrown  our  by  Bishop  Otey,  that  the  Southern  Church  should 
establish  within  tier  own  borders  a  grand  and  comprehensive  insti- 
tution of  learning,  and  thus  outlined  in  wise  and  well  considered 
words  t  he  project  of  ;i  University  of  the  South. 

The  scheme  presented  by  Bishop  Polk  was  in  the  same  yaar 
sanctioned  and  affirmed  in  all  its  parts  by  the  Bishops  of  the  ten 
Southern  Dioceses.  Delegates  from  these  Dioceses  met  at  Lookout 
Mountain  on  the  4th  July,  !8o7,  and  formed  an  organization  for  carry- 
ing out  the  scheme:  and  in  November,  1857,  again  met  to  choose  a 
location,  when  Sewanee  was  selected,  from  its  own  fitness,  and  in 
accordance  with  one  of  the  principles  enunciated  by  the  Bishops  and 
Delegates,  that  the  location  should  be  central,  and  accessible  to  tin- 
citizens  of  the  Southern  States. 

In  the  whole  history  of  educational  institutions  in  America,  no 
other  instance  is  recalled  where  the  conception  of  a  grand  landed 
domain  was  made  so  important  a  feature  in  the  planning  and  plant- 
ing of  a  College  or  University.  Sewanee  as  the  site  of  t  he  University 
of  the  South  is  the  product  of  this  idea,  a  wide  departure  from  the 
existing  ideas,  which  looked  to  populous  centres  and  environment 
to  build  up  and  sustain  such  institutions.    The  Sewanee  idea  was  to 
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create  its  own  environment,  as  Bishop  Polk  said  when  asked  in 
reference  to  the  isolated  location  of  the  proposed  University, 
"Where  will  you  get  your  society?"  His  answer  was,  "  We  will  make 
it;  and  not  only  so,  hut  we  will  surround  our  University  with. such  a 
society  as  is  nowhere  else  possible  in  this  land.''  It  was  not  an  idle 
boast,  but  a  sagacious  forecast  of  a  future,  then  seemingly  distant, 
but  now  quite  within  our  sure  ran  go  of  vision. 

At  the  end  of  thirty  years,  one  generation  of  man's  existence,  after 
the  destructive  effects  of  a  terrible  civil  conflict,  the  sweeping  away 
of  the  substance  of  our  land,  and  th  •  maiih  >oJ  of  one  generation  ; 
after  a  hard  struggle  for  existence  under  circumstances  every  way 
discouraging,  we  have  now  emerged  from  the  clouds  of  disaster, 
upheaval  and  poverty  ;  and  the  South  is  to-day  prosperous,  united, 
and  well  settled  in  all  its  social,  business,  and  political  relations. 

The  University  has  become,  to  all  human  appe  irane  -,  placed  upon 
a  strong  and  enduring  basis,  the  best  basis  on  which  an  Institution 
can  rest,  a  well  founded  reputation  for  imparting  scholarship  and 
learning,  upon  the  true  principles  of  Christian  education. 

Our  landed  domain,  acquired  with  much  effort  and  sacrifice,  con- 
sists of  about  9000  acres  of  woodland,  lying  upon  the  table  land  of 
the  Cumberland  Mountain  plateau,  and  extending  in  most  instances 
sufficiently  far  down  the  slopes  of  the  mountain  to  give  us  control 
of  the  bluffs  and  approaches  from  the  valleys.  A  large  portion  of 
the  tract,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  map.  lies  on  the  north- 
west of  the  railroad,  embracing  a  long  spur  of  the  Mountain,  from 
bluff  to  bluff,  and  on  the  slopes  on  either  side  being  about  five  miles 
in  length.  On  this  portion  the  ground  presents  a  central  ridge 
running  lengthwise,  and  from  this  central  ridge  lateral  ridges  extend 
towards  the  bluff  on  either  side,  with  depressions  or  hollow  valleys 
forming  the  channels  of  spring  branches  or  water  sheds.  Very  little 
of  the  surface  has  much  level  area.  The  largest  area  of  compara- 
tively level  ground  extends  for  a  short  distance  south,  and  for  a  con- 
siderable distance  north,  of  Tremlett  Hall.  The  only  st.rau.ht 
avenue  planned  by  Bishop  Hopkins  extended  westerly  from  the 
cornerstone  of  the  grand  central  building  -about  one  mile,  forming 
a  boulevard  some  200  feet  in  width  as  a  grand  drive,  and  giving  a  tine 
perspective  view  of  the  central  building  and  most  of  the  projected 
College  buildings. 
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Along  these  lateral  ridges,  a  comparatively  level  surface,  narrow  in 
extent,  and  sloping  to  the  north  and  south,  exists,  terminating  on 
the  bluffs  along  the  rocky  faced  brow  of  the  mountain.  The  soil  is 
a  sandy  loam  lying  upon  a  conglomerate  rock,  and  good  roads  are 
easily  made  by  following  the  sinuosities  of  the  ridges,  making  hand- 
some drives  easily  kept  in  order.  Gentle  elevations,  rising  slightly 
above  the  general  level,  are  frequently  found,  presenting  beautiful 
natural  sites  for  dwellings. 

Bishop  Elliott,  in  an  address  published  in  lS~>.s,  truly  said  :  -This 
Cumberland  plateau  seems  to  have  been  formed  by  Go  I  for  the 
benefit  v:nd  blessing  of  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi  and  the  cotton 
growing  regions  of  the  southern  States.  Forming  the  eastern  limit  of 
that  immense  valley,  stretching  with  that  peculiar  formation  of  a 
sandstone  table  land  for  one  bun  Ire  1  miles  a -ro^  th  ■  State  of  Ten- 
nessee easy  of  access  at  many  point-,  it  has  alredy  become  the  summer 
resort  of  many  distinguished  Southern  families  of  planters  and 
merchants,  who  desire  to  recruit  their  families  during  the  summer 
months,  and  are  yet  unwilling  to  be  separated  from  their  interests. 
The  time  is  not  distant  when  this  whole  plateau  will  be  covered  over 
with  villas  and  cottages  ami  watering  plae,  s.  and  will  teem  with  the 
most  refined  society  of  the  South  and  West.  This  will  be  the  plae. 
of  meeting  of  the  South  and  West.  VVillinington.  Charleston,  and 
Savannah  will  here  shake  hands  with  Mobile,  New  i  rrleans,  Nash  villi- 
and  Memphis,  and  cement  the  Strong  bond  of  mutual  interest,  with 
the  vet  stronger  ones  of  friend-hip  and  love. 


Front  the  nal  ure  of  the  ground,  it  was  evident  at  the  outset,  that  as 
we  had  no  level  plain,  upon  which  all  the  buildings  of  the  Fniversit^ 
could  lu>  placed  in  syrnmetical  form,  the  topography  inus:  be  carefully 
studied  and  mapped  out.  the  levels  ascertained,  and  a  system  of 
location  adopted,  which  should  conform  t  >  the  ground,  and  present 
a   symmetrical  plan  as  a  whole. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  at  Beersheba  Springs  in  !<">!'.  on 
motion  of  Lit.  Rev.  Dr.  Cobbs,  Bishop  of  Alabama,  it  was. 

••/iVWm/.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized  to  employ 
a  landscape  gardener,  lor  the  purpose  of  laying  off  and  arranging  the 
grounds  of  the  University,  with  due  regard  to  convenience,  com  fori 
and   taste/' 
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Under   this    resolution,    the    Executive  Committee   procured   the 

services  of  Bishop  Hopkins,  of  Vermont,  who,  among  his  extraor- 
dinary and  multiform  accomplishments,  was  distinguished  for  his 
ability  as  an  architect  and  landscape  gardener.  He  only  consented  to 
accept  t  lie  invitation  in  order  to  enable  him  to  give  the  compensa- 
tion he  might  receive  to  an  important  work  in  his  Diocese,  which  he 
had  much  at  heart. 

Bishop  Hopkins  came  to  Sewanee  in  the  fall  of  IS59,  accompanied 
by  Bishop  Polk,  and  spent  t lie  winter  of  IS>9— '10  in  a  careful  and 
laborious  study  of  the  topography  and  general  features  of  the 
grounds,  having  the  advantage  of  being  at  Sewanee  after  the  fall  of 
the  leaves,  so  that  an  uninterrupted  view  of  large  areas  could  b- 
obtained.  He  had  also  the  very  great  advantage  of  a  comprehensive 
topographical  map,  made  by  Col.  C.  R.  Barney,  an  accomplished  civil 
engineer,  showing  a  complete  line  of  levels,  the  result  <>f  nearly  two 
years  labor  in  the  field,  at  a  cost  of  five  thousand  dollars.  Unfor- 
tunately the  original  map,  the  fruit  of  so  much  labor,  was  lost  by  Mi. 
casualties  of  our  civil  war.  Very  fortunately,  however,  a  traced  copy 
upon  cloth  of  the  central  and  most  important  portion,  embracing  the 
lands  for  a  distance  of  two  miles  north  and  west  of  the  railroad,  to- 
gether with  a  reduced  map  of  the  whole  domain,  was  preserved  by 
me,  and  they  are  now  in  the  possession  of  tin1  University.  Bishop 
Hopkins  spent  several  months  here,  planned  the  location  of  the 
buildings,  of  the  principal  avenues,  and  of  a  grand  drive  some  t  hi  rty 
miles  in  extent,  which  he  named  the  Corso,  embracing  all  the  prin- 
cipal views  and  objects  of  interest.  The  results  of  his  labors  are 
embodied  in  the  map  we  have,  known  as  the  Hopkins  map.  He 
was  paid  a  compensation  of  8900. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  lMili.  held  at 
University  Place,  it    was 

H '<:.«,:> •-,:<!.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorize  1  to  arrange 
the  reservations  required  for  the  use  of  the  University,  and  around 
the  springs,  and  also  to  lay  out  the  public  grounds,  avenues,  streets 
etc..  and  shall  give  two  months  notice  of  the  time  of  leasing  the  lots 
on  the  domain.  The  size  and  shape  of  the  lots,  and  the  terms,  con- 
ditions and  mode  of  leasing  thereof,  shall  be  determined  by  theExeeu- 
l  ive  i  'ommittee.  who  shall  have  full  discretionary  power,  i  n  reference 
to  all  matters  connected  therewith. 
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This  resolution  was  re-enacted  at  Columbia,  s.  c,  in  1861,  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  held  not  long  after  the  commencement  ol 
hostilities. 

The  Executive  Committee  took  action  under  this  resolution,  and 
adopted  several  resolutions  relative  to  the  leasing  of  lots,  which  form 
the  foundation  of  our  present  regulations  upon  this  subject. 

No  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  was  again  held  until  1867,  ai 
Montgomery,  Ala.;  but  in  1866,  under  the  authority  of  the  surviving 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Bishop  Quintard  built  Otey 
Hall  as  the  foundation  of  a  Theological  Training  School,  and  he  and 
myself  erected  cottages,  where  we  now  reside  at  the  meeting  in 
Columbia,  in  [8(il,  in  view  of  t  he  condition  of  the  country,  the  Board 
authorized  the  Chancellor,  Bishop  Otey,  to  take  such  steps  as  might 
be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  property  and  domain.  Bishop 
Otey  placed  me  in  charge  of  everything  as  agent  and  representative 
of  the  University.  I  remained  in  charge  until  the  spring  of  1862, 
when  I  was  forced  to  leave.     Our  buildings  were  destroyed  in  l8t>J. 

At  the  meeting  in  1867,  at  Montgomery,  the  Board  elected  Bishop 
Quintard  Vice-Chancellor  and  Geo.  It.  Fairbanks  was  elected  to  act 
as  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands;  and  as  the  business 
Manager  of  the  University,  to  reside  at  the  University  site,  and  to 
have  in  charge  all  the  business  affairs  of  the  University.  At  this 
meeting  Bishop  Quintard  ottered,  and  the  Board  accepted,  Otey 
Hall. 

In  1869  a  committee  was  appointed,  to  whom  the  whole  matter  of 
disposition  of  the  domain  was  referred,  to  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting.  This  Committee  reported  to  the  Board  on  the  13  July,  1870, 
rules  and  regulations,  which  were  adopted,  and  have  ever  since  been 
in  force. 

In  1873  the  following  resolution  was  adopted:  "Resolved,  That  the 
plan  of  the  lands  of  the  University  of  the  South,  as  delineated  on 
the  map  presented  to  us  by  the  late  Bishop  Hopkins,  be  hereby 
adopted,  and  that  it  be  closely  followed,  in  the  location  of  buildings 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  and  by  all  others." 

The  plan  of  the  location  of  the  building,  as  laid  down  on  Bishop 
Hopkins'  map,  will  be  found  to  have  been  carefully  made  with  refer- 
ence to  the  beauty  of  each  location,  and  the  general  effect  of  the 
whole.     At  the  site  where  the  corner-stone  of  the  meat  central  build- 
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ing  was  laid  in  I860,  we  find  an  elevation  about  500  feet  in  diameter, 
gently  sloping  in  all  directions.  Here  was  to  be  erected  the  great 
central  building.  One  of  the  plans  furnished  by  a  leading  architect 
gives  as  the  entire  length  of  the  building  -72  feet,  its  greatest  depth 
135  feet;  divided  into  a  central  portion  70  by  135  feet  containing  the 
theatre  or  great  hall,  70  by  120  feet,  to  seat  2500  people  ;  a  Library  wing 
11  feet  front  by  si  feet  in  depth  «>n  one  side,  and  a  gallery  of  Fine  Arts 
in  the  Other  wing,  of  the  same  dimensions,  the  wings  connected  with 
the  central  portion  by  corridors  GO  feet  in  length  by20feet  in  depth— 
not  lunike  the  general  plan  of  t  he  Capitol  at  Washington. 

The  other  buildings  for  the  several  schools  were  intended  to  be  of 
different  styles  of  architecture,  of  moderate,  size,  and  not  to  exceed 
$25,000  each  i n  cost.  Professors'  houses,  and  hoarding  houses,  were 
expected  to  he  built  in  their  vicinity  upon  some  corresponding  plan 
as  to  symmetry  and  general  appearance.  The  schools  to  he  sogrouped 
as  convenience  should  require.  These  building  to  be  erected  from 
time  to  time,  as  the  wants  of  the  institution  required.  These 
colleges  or  halls  to  be  built  of  stone,  according  to  the  best  models  of 
architecture;  to  be  located  on  the  most  desirable  sites,  and  to  be 
placed  so  as  to  bring  those  studies  usually  pursued  together  into  suffi- 
ciently (dose  connection  for  convenient  access;  placing  on  the  outer 
line  of  the  grouping  the  special  schools,  such  as  Law.  Medicine, 
.Mines,  etc. 

Tin'  founders  of  the  University,  those  grand,  wise  and  sagacious 
men.  Bishops  Polk,  Otey,  Elliott,  CobbS,  Green  and  others,  had  in 
t  heir  minds  a  definite  plan  and  system.  The  securing  of  a  domain  of 
ten  thousand  acres  was  the  foundation  of  their  plans.  They  wished 
room  enough  upon  which  to  build  their  University  buildings  with- 
out restriction  as  to  the  area  to  be  occupied.  They  set  apart  a  cam- 
pus of  <me  thousand  acres  as  a  Reserve  for  this  purpose.  This 
Reserve  was  destined  primarily  for  the  University  buildings,  Pro- 
fessors' houses,  and  boarding  houses  connected  therewith.  Out- 
side of  the  Reserve,  the  domain  was  expected  to  be  occupied  by 
Church  families.  Distance  was  not  regarded,  because  the  class  of 
residents  who  would  i>e  expected  to  erect  residences  for  summer 
homes  necessarily  belonged  to  the  same  class  who  always,  at  t  heir 
homes,  provide  themselves  with  conveyances  for  use  and  pleasure. 
It  was  anticipated  "that  a  time  not  distant  would  come,"  when  in 
the  language  <>f  Bishop  Elliott,  ''this  whole  plateau  would  be  covered 


(w 

over  with  villus  and  colleges  and  watering  places-,  and  would  teem 
with  the  most  refined  society  of  the  South  and  West." 

They  believed  thai  thedomain  of  the  University,  if  managed  with 
a  prudent  forecast,  would  create  at  no  distant  day  a  secure  endow- 
ment, ever  increasing  in  value;  leases  taken  of  every  available 
locality,  and  a  large  and  refined  society,  brought  together  here  from 
all  parts  of  the  South,  homogenous  in  sentiment,  centering  around 
these  halls  of  learning,  interested  In  and  advancing  this  great  work. 

It  was  not  the  purpose  to  build  up  a  town,  hut  a  large  sylvan 
population,  where  every  home  should  be  surrounded  with  the  leafy 
shades  of  the  primeval  forests,  mingling  the  wildness  of  nat  ure  wit  h 
the  improvements  of  man,  and  placed  upon  wooded  knolls,  with 
meandering  paths  upon  their  gentle  slopes,  or  on  hold  summits 
presenting  distant  scenes  of  unsurpassed  beauty,  rich  valleys  and 
a  boundless  horizon  stretching  far  away  into  purple  lined  cloud- 
lands,  where  clouds  and  sky  are  undistinguishable. 

They  realized  the  advantages  which  this  magnificent  plateau 
presented  for  such  a  development.  Its  absolute  healthfulness,  its 
pure  freestone  water  supply,  its  admirable  building  stone,  its  accessi- 
bility by  railway  and  common  roads,  the  abundant  region  surround- 
ing it,  'with  milk  and  honey  blessed,"  as  well  as  everything  needful 
at  moderate  cost. 

They  regarded  these  forest  trees,  these  toweling  oaks,  with  fond 
admiration,  as  giving  attraction  and  beauty  which  in  themselves 
would  form  an  element  of  great  value.  They  insisted  on  their  pres- 
ervation with  the  most  jealous  care.  As  soon  as  the  title  to  the 
domain  was  acquired,  their  first  act  was  to  appoint  a  forester  to 
prevent  the  cutting  down  of  this  valuable  forest  growth.  Mounted 
and  vigilant,  he  constantly  patrolled  the  domain,  and  warned  off 
trepassers  and  hark  and  wood  cutters. 

The  Constitution  and  statutes  of  the  University  provided  for  a 
special  officer,  the  Commissioner  of  Buildingsand  Lands,  who  should 
have  the  leasing  of  the  grounds,  and  whose  duty  it  was  specially 
made  to  prevent  trespasses  and  intrusions,  to  be  vigilant  in  observ- 
ing them,  and  to  take  prompt  measures  for  correcting  abuses  or 
trespasses.  It  was  anticipated  that  the  full  performance  of  these 
duties  would  require  the  full  time  and  attention  of  a  capable  and 
afficent  officer.  A  splended  white  oak.  with  its  broad  canopy  and 
well  developed  growth,   the   first   shade  tree   on   either  mountain   or 
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plain,  may  fall  before  the  woodman's  axe  in  a  few  minutes,  but 
requires  half  a  century  to  replace  it.  Unfortunately  its  value  for  fuel 
is  as  well  recognized  as  for  shade  and  beauty,  and  the  woodman 
passes  by  the  crooked  and  deformed  chestnut,  the  unsightly  black 
oak,  the  tough  bay,  and  selects  for  his  victim  the  white  oak,  the  most 
prized  and  valuable  of  our  forest  trees.  Thousands  of  unsightly 
stumps  now  meet  our  view  wherever  we  may  direct  our  steps. 
In  many  places  the  ground  is  growing  up  in  a  thicket,  and  the  large 
timber  has  all  disappeared;  bushes  and  undergrowth  make  other- 
wise beautiful  sites  unapproachable  and  undesirable,  and  no  doubt 
our  water  supply  is  already  to  some  extent  affected  by  the  denuda- 
tion of  our  shallow  soil,  in  clearings.  Rough  plantations  of  cleared 
land  further  injure  the  natural  beauty  of  our  lands.  Thus  far  we  have 
rather  impaired  than  improved  the  natural  beauty  of  our  mountain 
top.  A  few  years  more,  with  the  same  neglect  permitted,  and  we 
shall  have  made  much  of  it  valueless  and  tenant  less  ;  and  we  shall 
have  only  built  up  on  our  domain  an  insignificant  village,  with  its 
dusty  and  close-built  streets,  just  as  attractive  in  itself,  and  no  more' 
than  any  ordinary  village  elsewhere.  The  beautiful  ideal  of  the 
founders,  by  our  own  neglect,  our  own  want  of  wisdom  and  want  of 
faith  in  the  future,  will  have  vanished  ;  and  our  domain,  instead  ol 
being  the  home  of  thousands  of  refined  and  cultivated  families,  will 
be  to  us  a  mere  woodyard  and  waste. 

Under  the  pressure  of  our  apparent  necessity  for  economy,  and  the 
other  work  absorbing  us,  we  have  put  to  one  side  the  important  work 
of  protecting  and  enhancing  the  value  of  our  domain,  and  devolved 
its  care  upon  an  officer  already  overburdened  with  other  duties,  and 
who  has  kindly  consented  to  act  temporarily  as  Commissioner  of 
Buildings  and  Lands,  to  save  the  University  the  payment  of  a  sala- 
ried officer.  It  is  very  far  from  the  purpose  of  this  paper  to  cast 
censure  upon  anyone,  but  rather  to  call  attention  to  the  importance 
of  the  subject,  with  the  hope  that  we  may  now  shape  our  action  to 
forward  the  plans  of  the  founders,  correct  the  errors  of  the  past,  and 
secure  judicious  and  systematic  fut  ure  management  of  interests  so 
important  to  the  University.  What  may  be  accomplished  at  a  slight 
expense  in  the  way  of  beautiful  drives  is  shown  by  the  pleasing 
experiment  of  the  Hodgson  drive  to  Morgan  steep,  planned  and 
successfully  executed  by  Dr.  Hodgson  ;  and  the  Elliott  driveor querli- 
que,  planned  and  opened  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Elliott  ;  showing 


how  admirably  drives  of  easy  grade  and  graceful  iines  may  be 
executed  upon  the  undulatory  surface  of  our  domain,  and  also 
bringing  to  view  many  beautiful  villa  sites.  The  fine  location  se- 
lected by  the  aesthetic  tastes  of  Rev.  Mr.  Ocrtel,  near  MorganSteep, 
also  points  in  the  direction  of  the  plans  of  the  men  of  LSoS. 

Wc  have  formally  adopted  Bishop  Hopkins' plan,  and  yet  have 
never  conformed  to  it  ;  our  buildings  have  been  located  on  no  plan  or 
system,  but  in  accordance  with  the  tastes  or  preferences  of  individual 
in  i  nds  ;  the  wishes  of  donors,  from  considerations  of  convenience  Lo 
residents,  or  to  accommodate  the  hoarding-houses  and  students  ;  and 
very  much  in  connection  with  the  local  ion  of  our  present  wooden 
and  temporary  Grammar  School  and  University  buildings. 

A  period  lias  now  arrived  when  it  seems  necessary  that  some 
decided  and  systematic  action  be  taken  by  the  Board  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  valuable  timber  and  building  sites  on  the  domain  ;  for 
the  proper  local  ion  of  University  buildings  hereafter  to  be  erected  ; 
for  opening  up  and  making  available  the  many  suitable  sites  for 
residences,  so  that  we  may  thereby  increase  our  revenues,  and 
secure  an  increase  in  the  number  of  families  having  a  home  and 
interests  here;  for  laying  out  judiciously  new  avenues,  and  for 
the  securing  of  the  health  of  the  community  by  proper  sanitary 
regulations. 

Now  the  only  surviving  lay  Trustee  of  the  original  Board, remain- 
ing in  the  Board,  and  feeling  very  intensely  the  importance  of  the 
subject,  I  have  ventured  to  direct  your  attention  to  this  whole 
matter,  with  a  view  of  inducing  the  adoption  of  some  positive  policy 
and  action  for  the  guidance  of  those  who  may  be  entrusted  with  the 
future  control  of  the  University  domain.  We  arc  at  the  beginning  of 
a  long  history  of  our  enterprise ;  we  are  Trustees  for  future  genera- 
tions. <>nc  by  one  we  pass  away  from  our  scats  in  the  Board,  but 
our  work  remains,  to  act  upon  the  welfare  of  the  University  of  the 
future,  as  well  as  the  present.  We  should  aim  to  do  our  work  wisely. 
not  in  mere  subservience  to  the  narrow  and  limited  present,  but  for 
that  grand  future  for  which  <  >tey  and  Polk  ami  Elliott  and  Cobbsand 
Green  and  Rutledge  and  other  good  men  planned,  but  never  saw 
even  the  dawn  of  the  fulfilment  of. 

With  an  implicit  faith  in  the  gi'eat  future  of  our  University,  and 
the  eventual  completion  upon  the  lines  its  found*  rs  marked  out.  and 
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with  the  eye  of  faith  saw  the  accomplishment  of  in  the  near  future, 
I  place  on  record  this  Memorial  to  testify  my  own  sense  of  respect 
to  their  memory,  and  to  testify  my  faith  in  their  plans,  and  my 
earnest  hope  that  they  will  he  adhered  to.

Resolved,  (78)  That  the  Board  are  not  prepared  now  to  accept 
the  plans  presented  hy  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  regard  to  the  erec- 
tion of  the  proposed  Chapel,  Chapter  House  and  Gymnasium,  hut 
refer  the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee,  who  will  communicate 
witli  the  Vice-Chancellor  in  regard  thereto. 

Resolved,  (711)  That  the  Vice-Cbaneellor  shall  proceed  no  farther 
in  tin-  erection  of  said  proposed  buildings  under  the  plan  presented 
than  he  may  be  authorized  by  said  Committee  to  do. 

It  was  resolved,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Fairbanks  : 

Resolved,  (80)  That  Col.  S.  G.  Jones  have  a  lease  for  the  lot 
occupied  by  him  for  a  stable  lot  as  a  tenant -at  will,  at  the  rate  of 
$12.50  per  rear. 

Resolved,  (81)  That  the  Sewanee  Cemetery  Association  lie  per- 
mitted to  take  the  entire  control  and  management  of  the  Cemetery, 
with  full  power  over  the  same. 

In  accordance  with  Resolution  68  of  tin1  report  of 
Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  the  following  com- 
mittee was  appointed  (see  Resolutions  58  and  59  of 
Proceedings  for  1885): 

The  Bishop  of  Tennessee,  Rev.  T.  P.  Gailor,  Prof  E. 
Kirbvsmith,  0.  R.  Fairbanks,  Rev.  Telfair  Hodgson, 
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It  was  ordered  upon  motion,  that  after  adjournment, 
the  members  of  the  Board  proceed  to  St.  Luke's  Chapel 
for  the  closing  services  of  its  session  of  1886. 
The  record  for  Aug.  5th  was  read  and  approved. 
The  Board  adjourned  sine  die.

The  Session  of  the  Board  for  1SS7  was  inaugurated 
by  a  special  service  held  in  St.  Augustine's  Chapel, 
Thursday,  July  28th,  11  a.  v.,  with  celebration  of  the 
Holy  Communion.

Your  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  Memorial  of  our  late 
venerated  and  beloved  Chancellor,  the  Rt.  Rev.  Wm.  K.  Green. 
I).  !>..  LL.  D..  Bishop  of  Mississippi,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  in 
the  endeavor  to  perform  the  work  assigned,  they  have  experienced 
a  painful  sense  of  the  difficulty  of  expressing,  in  the  brief  compass 
allowed,  what  they  would  lain  do  in  presenting  a  fitting  tribute  to 
one  whose  memory  is  cherished  with  profound  respect  and  tender- 
est  affection.  They  realize  but  too  well  the  task  of  portraying  in 
all  its  saintly  elements  that  character  which,  through  a  long  and 
active  lite  of  labor  for  God  and  his  fellow  man,  was  marked  by 
traits  so  conspicuous  in  all  that  dignities  and  adorns  our  nature. 
They  feel  that  only  a  detailed  and  discriminating  record,  suidi  as 
ought  hereafter  to  he  given  to  the  Church,  can  adequately  express 
what  he  was  and  what  he  did — how  he  lived,  and  how  he  put  his 
house  in  order  as  he  felt  the  end  was  inevitably  drawing  near. 
and  how  at  length  his  sun  went  down  in  tl*e  evening  of  his  days 
with  the  peaceful  and  beautiful  radiance  which  only  such  a  course 
as  his  could  impart. 

11  is  early  culture,  and  his  refined  tastes  as  a  teacher  in  the  Uni- 
versity of  his  native  State,  his  love  of  polite  literature,  and  Ids  pe- 
culiar aptitude  in  forming  like  tastes  in  those  committed  to  his 
care,  and  chiefly  his  eminently  catholic  spirit,  his  love  of  the 
Church,    his  deep   conviction  ol    the    importance    of  an  education 
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based  upon  Christian  principle  and  training,  such  as  our  perple 
Iwul  not  largely  enjoyed. — alt  this  eomvilicd  to  inspire  liip  whole 
being  with  a  burning  desire,  from  its  inception,  to  assist  in  build- 
ing uii  and  advancing  ihe  work  of  our  cherished  Cnivevsiry.  To  its 
welfare  he  was  from  the  first  mosi  earnestly  devote*3,  feeling  it  to 
be  a  sacred  part  of  his  work  as  a  Bishop  of  the  Church,  and  never 
did  he  fail  to  do  his  part  as  r/oility  and  means  ^  ere  given  him. 

In  the  discharge  of  tin,  duties  of  its  highest  office  he  was  ever 
most  faithful,  eonvmanjoxg  the  respect  a~id  admiration  oj  all.  He 
would  lain  have  relinquished  the  burdei  which  his  increasing  infirm 
ities  made  it  paiui'dl  for  him  to  buar;  but  yielded  to  the  earnest  re- 
quest of  the  members  of  the  Herd  that  he  should  not  resign  the 
office.  And  we  now  rejoice  tant  he  bore  that  burden  to  the  end. 
for  we  doubt  not  thoracaut  chair  ha  had  so  well  tilled,  and  the 
robes  h.d  had  long  won"  with  a  humility  that  in.-pired  universal 
veneration,  touched.  r.veiT  heart,  a- but  yesterday  the  scene  was 
sr.rve.yed. 

<  >l  this  humility  it  may  he  truly  sai.i  there  was  never  a  more 
striking  exhibition,  as  a  strongly  marked  feature  of  his  character. 
tas  those  who  were  present  well  remember,)  than  at  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  Trustees  more  than  thirty  years  since,  when  he  came. 
feeble  in  health  aud  with  tottering  gait,  to  take  part  in  that  im- 
pressive inauguration  id' the  work, — but  strong  in  the  faith  of  its 
ultimate  success  as  the  work  of  God, — though  not  in  his  day  to  be 
attained. 

With  this  spirit  of  unaffected  humility  his  whole  life  was  penetrated 
as  in  self-sacrifice,  unwearied  devotion,  and  unceasing  ministrations 
for  the  good  of  others  that  life  was  pre-eminently  distinguished.  And 
never,  we  are  persuaded,  has  there  been  in  our  day  a  more  striking 
exhibition  of  the  power  of  goitlencss,  of  the  influence  of  true  Chris- 
tian courtesy,  and  the  happy  fruits  of  an  unfailing  observance,  un- 
studied because  instinctive,  of  the  amenities  of  life,  than  were  seen 
in  his.  Well,  therefore,  may  it  be  said  of  him.  "Whatsoever 
things  were  true,  whatsoever  things  were  just,  whatsoever  things 
were  pure,  whatsoever  thii  gs  were  lovely,  whatsoever  things  were 
of  good  report,"  fltcsc  he  cultivated,  in  these  he  took  delight,  and 
in  these  were  found,  though  unsought,  that  good  name.  "  which  is 
rather  to  be  chosen  than  git  at  lit  lies.'*  ami  "ihe  loving  favor  bet- 
ter than  silver  or  gold." 

His  works  do  follow  him.       We  thank  God  for   his  example,  ami 
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de.-ire.  to  leave  on  record  our  profound  sense  of  his  worth.  There-

The  Bishop  of  Northern  Texas  presented  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures.  The  report  was 
received  and  the  resolution  adopted,  with  the  following 
substitute  in  place  of  its  third  proposed  resolution  : 

Report  of  Committee  on  Sanitary  Measures. 


Your  Committee  carefully  examined  the  report  of  Dr.  Anderson, 
Acting  Health  Officer  during  the  Trinity  term,  and  that  of  Dr. 
Piggott  for  the  Lent  Tenia  f  the  University,  and  find  in  neither  any 
recommendation  as  to  Sanitary  measures.  They  both  report  the 
condition  good,  and  corroboration  of  the  conclusion  is  the  absence 
of  cases  of  sickness  that  can  be  attributed  to  bad  sanitation  or 
local  causes.  Not  a  death  has  occurred  dining  the  past  year.  Your 
Committee  however,  recommends  as  means  of  precaution  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved,  (9)  That  the  regulations  contained  in  clause  7  of 
the  Statutes  in  reference  to  reservation  of  land  about  Springs  for 
the  space  ofoO    feet    he    enforced,   and    all    structures    now  within 
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that  radius  be  removed,  and  Hint  enclosures  bo  erected  ;it  that 
distance  from  the.  Springs  for  the  exclusion  of  stock,  and  recommend 
its  adop.lioii  and  enforcement.     The  resolution  is  as   follows  : 

Rcsolred,  (10)  That  for  the  future  in  the.  erection  ol  buildings, 
that  a  system  of  underground  cisterns  be  encouraged,  and  that  the 
Health  Officer  insist  upon  the  semi-annual  cleaning  of  the  wells  at 
all  houses  where  students  are  taken. 

Resolved,  (11)  That  a  man  be  employed,  under  the  control  of  the 
Health  Officer,  to  constantly  examine  all  water  closets,  hack  yards 
and  placed  where  accumulations  may  cause  sickness,  and  that  at 
least  mice  a  week  .ill  deposits  be  removed  and  buried,  and  a  horse 
and  cart  be  purchased  for  this  purpose  if  necessary. 

Resolred,  {VI)  That  the  Finance  Committee  set  aparl  an  appro- 
priation of  $350,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necces  ary  to  be 
expended,  if  they  can  afford  it,  under  direction  of  the  Commission 
of  Buildings  and  1  amis  and  Health  Officer,  in  sceuring-uch  sanitary 
measures  as  will  provide  against  the  dangers  heretofore  set  forth 
as  liable  to  arise  from  imperfect  drainage  and  possible  contamina- 
tion of  wells  and  springs. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  subinits  that  the  warnings  of  \h-<. 
Elliott  and  Arnold  on  this  subject  arc  too  strong  and  urgent  to  be 
safely  unheeded. 

Your  Committee  call  special  attention  to  resolution  No.  27,  printed 
page  34  of  the  report  of  18.-6.

The  Committee  was  appointed,  and  consists  of  the 
Bishop  of  Kentucky,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheshire,  and  Mr.

The  Chancellor  informed  the  Board  that  lie  would  re- 
quest the  Bishop  of  East  Carolina  to  deliver  the  ad- 
dress at  the  opeuiug  of  the  session  of  the  Board  for 
ISSS. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  J.  W.  S.  Arnold,  concerning 
the  establishment  of  a  Department  of  Biology,  was  read 
to  the  Board  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Organi- 
zation. 

The  Bishop  of  Kentucky  presented  the  report  of  the 
Special  Committee  on  Honorary  Degrees,  appointed  in 
1SSG.  The  report  was  received,  and  the  proposed  reso- 
lutions were  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Honorary  Degrees. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  resolutions  of 
the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  and  of  the  Rev.  David  Sessions,  M.  A., 
printed  on  page  'ZS  of  the  Journal  of  the  Proceedings  of 
ihe  Board  for  1-^86,  would  respectfully  report  that  it  has  given 
most  careful  consideration  to  the  subject  of  Honorary  Degrees,  and 
is  persuaded  that  every  care  must  be  taken  to  prevent  the  degrada- 
tion of  our  academic  distinctions,  to  ensure  that  the  testimonials  of 
scholarship  given  by  our  Uuiversit\*  shall  be  valuable.  Confessedly 
the  practice  of  the  great  majority  of  Colleges  and  Universities  in 
our  country,  of  annually  decorating  a  number  of  gentlemen  with 
academic  titles,  without  demanding  special  evidences  of  academic 
attainments,  lias  tended  to  destroy  the  value  of  degrees  earned  by 
diligent  study.  The  spirit  of  modern  improvement  has  penetrated 
even  to  the  grades  of  the    academy,  and  the  old     "Gradus  ad  Par 
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nassuni,"  steep  and  laborious,  to  be  mounted  only  one  step  at  a 
time,  patient  and  slow,  has  given  place  to  the  luxurious  elevator 
which  lifts  the  aspirant  by  a  single  bound  to  the  summit.  Your 
Committee    is    persuaded     that    this    University   should    protest 

against  this  tendency  to  destroy  all  true  scholarship,  and  stand  firm 
on  the  principle  that  degrees  in  arts  shall  represent  knowledge  in 
ot  her  arts  than  those  of  the  demagogue.  Some  members  of  your 
Committee  felt  at  first  that  perhaps  to  refuse  to  grant  any  degrees 
causa  honoris,  is  the  only  remedy,  but  all  are  now  agreed  that  it 
were  unwise  to  prohibit  by  statute  the  University  from  thus  asso- 
ciating with  herself  scholars  of  world-wide  reputation,  and  honor- 
ing herself  by  honoring  them.  Your  Committee  believes  that  the 
integrity  of  our  degrees  will  be  sufficiently  guarded  by  the  passage 
of  the  following  resolution,  which  it  accordingly  presents  for  adop- 
tion : 

Resolved,  (23)  That  hereafter  Honorary  degrees  may  be  conferred 
by  the  University  of  the  South,  only  by  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Secondly,  your  Committee  is  persuaded  that  all  degrees  of  the 
University  should  be  placed  upon  exactly  the  same  footing:  all  to 
be  obtained  by  satisfactory  attainments  and  shown  by  examination, 
and  all  to  be  conferred  causa  honoris,  if  it  shall  please  the  Board  to 
do  so  by  unanimous  consent.  Therefore,  your  Committee  offer  tin' 
following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  (24)  That  steps  be  immediately  taken  to  formulate 
and  publish  the  requirements  of  every  degree  conferred  by  the 
University  ;  and  inasmuch  as  this  rule  will  require  time  and  delib- 
erate consideration,  be  it 

Resolved,  (25)  That  this  duty  shall  be  entrusted  to  the  Executive 
Committee  in  connection  with  the  several  Faculties  of  the  Univer- 
sity. 

The  Bishop  ot*  Kentucky  presented  the  report  of  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Degrees.  The  report  was  re- 
ceived, and  the  resolutions,  with  the  exception  of  the 
4th  proposed,  which  was  re-committed,  were  adopted.

given  him. 

Uesolced.  (*28)  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  shall.

and  publish  the  requirements  for  the  attainment  of  any  degree  con- 
ferred by  the  Cniversity.  not  already  determined  by  statute. 

llesolced.  (29)  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  approve  the  recom- 
mendation made  by  the  Hebdomadal  Hoard  that  the  rice-Chan- 
cellor shall  deliver  all  Academic  Diplomas,  and  confer  all  Aca- 
demic Decrees,  ou  Commencement  Day. 

Your  Committee  is  impressed  by  the  necessity  for  the  creation  of 
a  Musical  Faculty,  as  recommended  by  the  Vice- Chancellor. 
The  Cniversity  already  proclaims  its  readiness  to  confer  the  de- 
grees of  Bachelor  of  Music  and  Doctor  of  Music,  and  yet  manifestly 
to  do  so  would  be  an  absurdity,  because  the  Cniversity  has  in  its 
service  no  officers  capable  to  judge  of  the  merits  of  the  applicants 
for  such  honors. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  recommends  that  three  gentlemen  of  estab- 
lished musical  reputation,  who  have  gained  the  confidence  of  other 
established  institutions,  shall  be  declared  Doctors  of  Music  of  the 
Cniversity.  and  elect  the  Musical  Faculty.  They  shall  then  rec- 
ommend to  the  Board  the  requirements  to  be  demanded  for  the  at- 
tainment of  the  degrees  ;  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  work  of- 
fered by  applicants  as  evidence  of  their  fitness;  and  upon  their 
recommendation  the  Board  will  act.  Accordingly,  your  Commit- 
tee offer  the  following  resolution  :

The  Rev.  Mr.  Benton  presented  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Buildings  and  Lands.  Pending  the  reading  of 
the  report,  recess  was  ordered  to  :J  P.  M. 


Order  was  called  at  3  p.  m  The  Board  proceeded 
with  the  consideration  of  the  report  ot  the  Committee  on 
Buildings  and  Lauds.  The  report  was  received  and  the 
proposed  resolutions  adopted  seriatim. 

Report  of  Committee  <>n  Buildings,  and  Laxos. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  report  : 
That  accessions  to  the  Library  have  been  received  during  the  nasi 
year  of  007  volumes  and  292  pamphlets,  and  that  the  library  of  the 
late  Rev.  W.  C.  Rankin,  D.  D.,  of  Baltimore,  of  some  4.000  vol- 
umes, which  was  bequeathed  to  us  by  his  will,  is  yet  to  l>e  re- 
ceived. The  number  of  volumes  now  in  the  Library  is  17.825.  and 
when  Dr.  Rankin's  library  is  received  will  reach  21,825  volume  * 
and  6,160  pamphlets.     The    Hodgson    Library    Building   is   of  t . .. . 


limited  capacity  to  contain  the  books  we  now  have,  and  we  call  at- 
tention to  the  early  necessity  of  providing  additional  accommoda- 
tion Cor  the  annual  augmentation  of  the  Library  until  permanent 
provision  is  made  upon  a  large  scale  for  the  future  increase  which 
may  be  expected. 

We  append  a  resolution  of  thanl-.s  to  tie  gererc  us  <h  m»rs 
to  whom  we  are  indebted  for  liberal  gifts  t->  the  library,  and 
recommend  that  a  list  of  names  of  such  donors  be  app  ;nded  to  the 
Calendar. 

The  Committee  recommends  thsrt  the  Resolution  No.  54  of  1880, 
requesting  G-.  R.  Fairbanks,  Esq.,  to  hi  >k  aft-r  our  interest- in 
the  Key  and  Pullen  lands  in  Louisiana,  he  renewed. 

The  Vice-Chancellor  reports  that  there  still  remain  "2.:>^6  acres  of 
the  land  in  Texas,  donated  to  in  by    M.-s.    Asenath   Sherwood,  un- 
sold, and  that  no  sale  of  any  of  these  lands  have  been  made  during 
the  past  year. 

The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  188G,  reported  in  favor  of  the  expediency  of  utilizing  the 
grounds  from  the  head  of  the  ravine  in  which  Polk  Spring  is  sit- 
uated to  the  pond  as  a  park  reservation,  and  by  Resolution  No.  61 
the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lauds  was  directed  to  take 
measures  for  the  clearing  and  improvement  of  this  space.  The 
Acting  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  does  not  report  any 
action  under  this  resolution,  and  we  learn  that  nothing  has  been 
done.  While  we  do  not  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  immediate  neces- 
sity, we  think  it  would  be  well  to  commence  the  work'  of  such  im- 
provement at  the  upper  end.  by  a  cleaning  out  of  underbrush  and 
obstructions,  and  putting  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  spring  in  an 
improved  condition  during  the  comi  lg  yeir.  The  V".  C.  Acting 
Commissioner  has  placed  in  our  hands  a  map,  marked  Exhibit  A. 
as  containing  suggestions  for  treatment  of  the  grounds  which  the 
Committee  are  not  prepared  to  adopt  ort-o  make  any  recommenda- 
tion in  connection  therewith. 

The  Vice-Chancellor,  Acting  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and 
Lands,  reports  that  the  condition  of  tie-  forests  is  good,  and  that 
little  depredation  has  occurred  during  the  past  year.  In  view  of 
the  establishment  of  saw-mills  and  bark  cutting  on  adjoining  lands, 
and  the  importance  of  an  accurate  knowledge  of  our  exterior  lines. 
your  Committee  recommend  that  immediate  measures  be  taken  to 
re-establish  land  marks  along    our   entire    boundaries.     This,    vour 
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Committee  believes,  can  be  done  by    simply  retracing  and  marking 
the  exterior  lines  according  to  the   convc\*ances   made   to   us.  and 

need  involve  Wry  little  expense. 

The  condition  of  the  buildings  is  generally  good.  Some  repairs 
are  required  on  St.  Luke's  Hall,  and  t h« •  want  of  paint  is.  very  evi- 
dent en  Tremlett    Hall. 

The  subject  of  granting  mining  contracts  your  Committee  think 
should  be  considered  with  great  care.  They  recommend  the  ap- 
proving of  the  arrangements  heretofore  made  for  1 1  x-  opening  of 
the  coal  lied  on  the  side  of  the  mountain,  bill  agree  with  the  Acting 
Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  that  it  would  be  unwise  to 
authorize  a  coutinuance  of  the  coal  mining  at  present,  and  recom- 
mend that  the  whole  question  of  mining  privileges  he.  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  for  recommendation  as  to  future  action. 

In  reference  to  drainage  and  retaining  walls  for  the  protection  of 
roads  and  walks,  your  Committee  are  unwilling  to  recommend  tin- 
entering  upon  any  system  of  protection  involving  much  expense. 
They  consider  it  the  primary  duty  ol  all  lessees  of  lots  to  establish 
and  maintain  good  sidewalks.  The  public  roads  established  by 
law  through  the  domain  fall  within  the  can-  i>\'  the  Road  Commis- 
sioners and  overseers,  who  should  he  aided  by  The  L'niversity  to 
the  extent  of  establishing  the  location  and  grades  for  drains.  In 
most  cases  open  side  drains,  with  some  paving  in  the  gutter  at 
sharp  declivities,  with  ample  bos  cross  drains  at  intervals,  of 
heavy  plank,  or  drain  tile,  will  carry  off  the  surplus  waters  without 
much  erosian  of  the  surface.  Natural  outlets  and  grades  should 
he  utilized.  In  hilly  ground,  side  ditches,  with  frequent  dams  or 
breaks  to  check  the  rapid  flow  of  the  water,  with  cross  drains,  will 
maintain  fair  roads.  Prompt  attention  to  keeping  drains  open  and 
holes  tilled  up.  will  give  us  good  ordinary  roads.  The  low  depres- 
sion in  frout  of  the  Chapel  could  be  much  improved  by  securiugthe 
free  passage  of  the  surface  water  into  the  natural  channel  ways, 
and  placiug  broken  rock  at  the  lowest  points  of  the  road. 

Asa  matter  of  general  convenience  and  easier  access  to  the  tine  build- 
ing sites  southwest  of  Tremlett  Hall,  your  Committee  recommend  the 
opening  of  an  avenue  60  feet  in  width,  to  commence  at  the  southwest 
corner  ot  Manigault  Lark,  and  to  pass  across  in  front  of  Tremlett 
Hall  upon  the  arc  of  a  circle,  and  joining  the  main  road  where  the 
present  roads  in  that  direction  come together.  And  they  recom- 
mend that,  so  soou  as  such  new  street  be  opened,  the  present  road- 
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way  iu  the  rear  of  Trcmlett  Hall  be  closed  as  a  public  road:  and, 
when  convenient  to  do  so,  the  present  road  south  of  the  Drill 
Grounds  he  discontinued,  and  a  connection  made  with  the  road  to 
Green  View  at  a  point  further  north. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  preservation  of  the  valuable 
topographical  information  embodied  in  the  tracing  the  papers  of 
Col.  Harney's  topographical  map.  the  Committee  recommend  that 
the  same  he  fairly  reproduced  on  map  paper,  and  the  respective 
lines  of  level  traced  on  the  same  be  distinguished  by  different 
colors,  so  as  to  show  the  topography  of  that  portion  of  the  lands  of 
the  University  embraced  in  said  map. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  that  portion  of  the  report  of 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  Acting  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands, 
as  refers  to  Insurance  and  Repairs  he  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Finance,  and  that  an  appropriation  <d'  such  funds  as  may  be  neces- 
sary  for  such  purposes  be  made. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  approval  of  the  leases  made 
since  last  year,  some  twenty-three  in  number,  which  have  been  re- 
ported to  us  by  the  Acting  Commissioner  of   Buildings  and  Lands. 

In  reference  to  the  renewed  recommendation  of  the  Vice-Chan  - 
eeller,  as  Acting  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  of  his  pol- 
icy of  leasing  all  lots,  if  not  in  the  shape  of,  at  least  upon  the  basis 
oj  100x200  feet,  fori§25  per  year,  yoar  C  nnmittee  deem  it  unwise  to 
adopt  mi  restrictive  a  policy.  The  regulations  under  which  we  have 
been  acting  since  1867,  that  in  all  leases  of  grounds  within  the  re- 
serve the  size  of  the  lots,  the  character  of  the  improvements  and 
extent  of  clearing,  etc.,  shall  be  a  matter  of  special  arrangement 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands,  and  the  Executive 
Committee  give  flexibility  and  allow  a  wise  discretion  to  be  exer- 
cised according  to  circumstances,  having  in  view  the  location, 
proximity  to  the  University  buildings,  springs,  etc.;  and  that  those 
who  may  be  willing,  in  order  to  obtain  a  larger  lot,  to  take  leases 
at  greater  distances  from  the  present  settled  portion  of  the  domain, 
should  be  encouraged  to  do  so,  and  have  the  privilege  of  larger 
lots.  It  is  very  desirable,  for  sanitary  reasons  as  well  as  for  com- 
fort and  convenience,  that  our  population  should  be  spread  out 
where  rural  homes  can  be  placed,  amid  rural  surroundings.  It  is 
therefore  deemed  by  your  Committee  not  advisable  to  make  any 
restrictions  beyond  those  contained  in  the  present  regulations. 

The   Master  of  the  Grammar   School    has  explained  to  the  Com- 
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mil  Lee  the  necessity  of  having  an  additional  room  attached  to  the 
Grammar  School  building,  to  be  appropriated  to  his  use.  We  rec- 
ommend that  such  room  be  provided. 

The  very  largely  increased  number  of  students  has  filled  up  the 
Chapel  seats  to  the  exclusion  of  many  residents  and  visitors.  As  a 
previous  addition  to  the  Chapel  was  made  at  the  expense;  of  the 
residents,  we  deem  it  but  just  to  them,  and  also  an  object  desirable 
in  itself,  that  the  Chapel  should  be  enlarged.  We  recommend  the 
appropriation  of  $*250  for  this  purpose,  provided  the  sum  of  $200 
be  raised  from  outside  sources  ;  the  enlargement  to  lie  made  by 
adding  aisles  to  the  nave  of  the  Chapel.  It  is  estimated  that  this 
will  add  200  .-eats  to  the  present  capacity  of  the  Chapel. 

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Hoard  in  1^8G  (No.  62),  That  a 
landscape  gardener  be  employed  to  assist  the  Committee  charged 
with  the  opening  of  the  new  avenues  and  streets,  and  that  not  less 
than  twenty-five  lots  be  prepared  for  leasing  and  duly  platted  out 
and  marked  on  the.  grounds.  Your  Committee  deem  this  matter  of 
great  importance,  and  report  a  resolution  on  the  subject.  If  the 
suggestions  made  last  year  were  carried  out,  and  lots  in  desirable 
localities  were  cleared  of  the  undergrowth  and  fallen  timber  back 
lor  a  hundred  feet  along  the  street,  it  would  attract  the  attention 
of  persons  desirous  of  settling  here  and  induce  the  taking  of 
leases. 

REPORT   <>K   COMMITTEE   ON    BUILDINGS    AND     AN  DS   OF   1886. 

In  relation  to  so  much  of  the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  as 
complains  of  injustice  done  to  him  in  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Lands  for  1886,  in  regard  to  the  location  and 
erection  of  the  Chapel  and  Gymnasium,  the  Committee  beg  leave 
to  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  records  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
while  it  is  evident  that  there  was  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part 
of  the  Vice-Chancellor  as  to  the  extent  of  the  authority  given  him 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  they  do  not  consider  that  there 
is  anything  in  the  repoit  of  the  Committee  which  should  constitute 
a  sufficient  ground  of  complaint  on  the  part  oi'  the  Vice-Chancel- 
lor. They  further  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Board  to 
the  fact  that  the  plans  for  the  Chapel  and  Gymnasium  have  not  yet 
been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  they  are  of  the  opinion  "that  no  permanent  building  of 
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the  University  should  be  erected  ivithout  the  express  sanction  and 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  from  whatever  source  the  fund 
for  sueb  building  may  be  received.'' 

The  Committee  have  carefully  examined  the  several  architectural 
studies  and  plans  for  the  proposed  Gymnasium.  Convocation  hall, 
tower  and  chapel,  submitted  to  them  by  the  Vice-Chancellor.  The 
work  now  in  progress  is  confined  to  the  building  proposed  to  be 
used  for  Gymnasium  and  Convocation  Hall  and  tower,  and  your 
Committee  recommend  that  this  work  be  continued  upon  the  pro- 
posed plan,  upon  the  condition  hitherto  expressed  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  that  no  contract  for  work  shall  be  made  involving  more 
expense  than  the  fund  actually  in  hand,  and  in  no  event  shall  the 
t'niversity  incur  any  liability  beyond  the  cash  in  hand  to  meet  it. 

In  relation  to  the  Chapel,  while  your  Committee  admire  the  pro- 
posed plans,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  money 
for  this  purpose  ,)ow  in  hand,  or  likely  to  be  received  before  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Hoard,  is  not  sufficient  to  authorize  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work,  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  thai  it 
is  not  advi  aide  to  take  any  definite  action  upon  such  plans  at  this 


The  Hoard  will  thus  have  the  benefit  of  further  suggestions  from 
the.  architect,  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Executive  Committee, 
which  will  aid  us  in  having  a  Chapel  worthy  of  the  future  of  our 
University. 

Your  Committee  concur  with  the  Executive  Committee  in  the 
recommendation  that  the  Chapel  should  provide  for  a  seating  ca- 
pacity of  1,500  people. 

The  Committee  are  informed  that  the  sum  of  §4,400,  as  mentioned 
in  last  year's  report,  has  been  given  for  the  Gymnasium,  about 
$0,000  from  Miss  Florence  Miller  for  the  Convocation  Hall,  and 
$5,000  on  account  of  the  Tower,  by  Mr.  Breslein.  of  New  York. 
The  Acting  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  states  that  the 
sum  of  $7,000  is  on  hand  for  said  buildings,  and  that-ift.000  may  be 
considered  as  reasonably  certain,  m?.l\ing  the  sum  of  more  than 
$17.0(10  already  paid  in.  and   $5,000  expected  to  be  paid. 

With  reference  to  the  proposed  tablet  in  memory  of  our  late 
revered  Chancellor,  your  Committee  would  respectfully  suggest 
that  inasmuch  as  the  Board  has  already  ordered  the  erection  of 
such  a  memorial,  the  wishes  of  Bishop  Green  will  be  fully  complied 
with    by    placing   on    the    tablet    the    inscription    prepared    by    the 


Bishop  himself,  even  though  the  Board  should  determine  to  give 
the  memorial  m  metro,  honorable  position  in  the  new  Chapel  than 
the  less  conspicuous  place  in  the  Convocation  Hall,  which  the  hu- 
mility of  the  Bishop  led  him  to  request.       Vour  Committee  append 

resolutions  in  accordance  with  this  suggestion.

The  Board  was  called  to  order  at  9:30  a.  .m.  Prayers 
were  read  by  the  Chancellor. 

On  motion,  the  reading  of  the  record  for  August  3d 
was  suspeuded. 

Mr.  Miles  preseuted  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Statutes.  The  report  was  received, 
and  the  proposed  resolutions  were  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes. 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  repectfully  report, 
that  a  claim  having  been  made  hy  an  official  of  the  State  of  Tenn- 
essee that  the  thousand  acres  of  land  (known  as  the  Reserve)  with 
the  buildings  and  other  property  of  the  University  thereon,  is  liable 
to  taxation  by  the  State  and  County,  and  said  property  being  by 
the  Charter  of  the  University  declared  exempt  from  taxation,  the 
Vice- Chancellor  and  the  Executive  Committee  engaged  counsel 
Messrs.  Marks  &  Gregory,  to  protect  the  rights  oi  the  University. 
A  bill  has  been  prepared  to  be  filed  in  the  Court   of  Chancery   set 
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ting  forth  the.  right  of  the  University  tinder  its  charter  to  exemp- 
tion from  taxation  of  the  said  1000  acres  and  the  buildings  thereon, 
and  praying  an  injunction  against  the  assessment  of  said  property 
for  taxation,  or  that  the  said  exemption  he  established.  The 
Committee  append  an  appropriate  resolution. 

As  to  so  much  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  as  relate-  to  the 
bequest  made  in  favor  of  the  University  by  James  Hill,  your  Com- 
mittee report:  That  James  Hill,  a  citizen  of  the  State  of'Mississippi, 
died  in  187 — leaving  a  last  will  and  a  codicil.  By  the  codicil 
executed  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  Canada.  Aug.  13.  1872.  and  duly 
admitted  to  Prolate  in  that  city,  Mr.  Ilil!  bequeathed  to  this  Uni- 
versity, after  the  death  of  his  wife,  two  hundred  and  thirty-two 
shares,  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  of* 
the  city  of  Montreal.  The  interest  and  usufruct  of  this  stock  is,  by 
this  codicil,  to  be  paid  to  Airs.  Hill  during  her  lite,  and  upon  her 
death  the  stock  passes  absolutely  to  this  University.  Though  Air. 
Hill  has  bee;,  dead  for  some  thirteen  years,  yet  no  information  con- 
cerning this  bequest  reached  any  member  of  this  Hoard,  or  officer 
of  the  University,  until  this  year.  Indeed,  the  discovery  of  the 
existence  of  the  codicil  mentioned  was  almost  providential.  Mrs. 
Hill  is  still  living.  The  stock  is  now  reported  as  of  the  value  of 
$150.00  per  share  of  $100.00.  No  present  use  can  be  made  of  this 
bequest,  and  we  regard  the  present  shape  in  which  the  fund  is  in- 
vested as  altogether  safe.  The  Viee-Chanceilor  and  Mr.  A.  T. 
McXeal  employed  Mr.  Bethune,  of  Montreal,  to  aid  them  in  the 
search  for  the  will  and  codicil  under  which  this  important  legacy 
comes  to  us,  and  we  deem  it  important  that  the  interests  of  the 
University  shall  be  looked  after  by  counsel,  to  the  end 
that  no  step  may  be  overlooked  tending  to  the  safety  of  the 
fund.  To  this  end,  we  think  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and 
Mr.  McXeal,  in  employing  Mr.  Bethune,  should  be  ratified,  and  we 
recommend  that  Mr.  McXeal  be  requested  to  act  as  counsel  for  the 
University  in  this  matter,  and  that  he  be  given  authority  to  con- 
tinue the  employment  of  Mr.  Bethune,  or  to  associate  with  himself 
such  other  counsel  as  he  may  deem  necessary.  We  therefore  ask 
the  adoption  of  the  resolutions  appended: 

Resolved,  (69)  That  A.  T.  McXeal  be  appointed  counsel  for  the 
University  in  the  matter  of  the  bequest  in  favor  of  the  University 
under  the  will  of  the  late  James  Hill,  with  authority  to  associate 
with  himself  such  other   counsel  as  he    mav   deem  necessarv  :  and 
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that  he  be  empowered  to  do  all  things  deemed  needful  to  the  pro- 
tection and  recovery  of  the  said  bequest,  and  that  the  action  of  the 
Vice-Chancellor  and  Mr.  McXeal  in  retaining  as  counsel  Mr.  S. 
Retlmne,  of  Montreal,  be  ratified. 

Resolved,  (70)  That  the  action  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  aud  Exec- 
utire  ( '  nnuiittee  in  engaging  the  professional  services  of  Messrs. 
Marks  &  Gregory  to  protect  and  enforce  the  right  of  the  University 
to  exemption  from  taxation  under  its  charter  is  approved. 

Rcsnlrcri.  (71)  That  A.  T.  McXeal,  Esq.,  is  requested  to  assist 
said  counsel  in  the  litigation  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  the 
L'niversity.

Mr.  McXeal  presented  the  report  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. The  report  was  received,  and  the  proposed 
resolutions  adopted. 

Report  of  Finance  Committee. 

To  the  Home]  of  Trustees  of  the   University  of  the  South  : 

The  Finance.  Committee  respectfully  report:  They  have  exam- 
ined carefully  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Bursar,  also  that 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Department,  and  all  other  mat- 
ters submitted  to  them  by  the  Hoard. 

They  have  compared  the  vouchers  with  the  Treasurer's  book. 
item  by  item,  and  find  them  correct. 

The  Committee  showed  in  their  report  of  last  year,  and  years 
preceding,  the  importance  of  keeping  the  expense  accounts  of  the 
corporation  distinct  and  separate  from  that  of  the  Academic  De- 
partment, in  order  that  we  may  always  be  aide  to  know  how  far 
the  income  of  the  one  may  be  drawn  upon  by  the  other.  This  has 
been  done.  The  vouchers  belonging  to  each  should  be  kept  sep- 
arate, and  handed  in  separately  each  year.  a<  it  saves  much  labor 
in  examination  and  comparison  with  the  hooks. 

Your  Committee  have  so  often  complained  of  the  excess  of  ex- 
penditures over  the  estimates  that  they  feel  dninclined  to  repeat 
it.  For  the  last  year  the  expenditures  have  again  largely  ex- 
ceeded the  estimates.     The  greater  part  oi  this  outlay  has  had  the 
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concurrence  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  tlie 
Board.  I m i r  a  large  part  of  it  had  not  such  approval.  We  know 
that  unforeseen  necessities  for  expenditure  often  arise,  nol  conteu  - 
plated  \>y  the  Board,  and  feel  unwilling,  knowing  the  earnest  devo- 
tion of  our  Treasurer  to  the  interests  of  the  l*niversit\',  to  say 
more  in  this  report  on  that  subject,  than  to  refer  to  suggestions  in 
the  report  of  this  Committee  last  year,  and  to  add  that  in  no  event 
should  any  demands  for  expenditure  he  ever  allowed  to  interfere 
wiih  the  prompt  payment  of  interest  on  our  bonds.

Of  the  above  the  sum  of  .+  19  18  has  he  mi  paid  out  in  expenses, 
and  the  residue  applied  to  salaries  of  the  Theological  Prolcssors. 
There  has  also  been  applied,  a-  heretofore  provided,  from  offertories 
at  St.  Augustine's  Chap*  1  towards  salaries  in  said  Department, 
(one  of  its  Professors  being  the  Chaplain  of  the  University.)  the 
sum  of  $440.91,  making  receipts  for  the  past  year  to  said  Depart 
ment.  altogether,  the  stun  of  $4,152.45. 

The  above  presents  a  gratifying  increase  of  receipts  in  this  De- 
partment. 

Several  of  the  Dioceses  which,  in  the  past,  responded  most  lib- 
erally, have  fallen  far  behind  their  accustomed  contribution;  and 
on  this  subject  the  Committee  again  call  attention  to  their  report 
of  last  year,  without  repeating  and  thus  enlarging  the  record  of 
our  proceedings.

Your  Committee  trust  that.it  will  not  he,  necessary  to  expend  as 
niiich  as  $3o<  0  i  ii  on  expense  aid  repair  account,  bu1"  taking  the 
Vice-Chancellors  estimate  as  a  basis  and  adding  to  them  our  floating 
debt  (exclusive  of  the  unadjusted  elaimsof  M>.  IF  Holly  aid  Messrs. 
Hyatt,  MeBirney  it  Co)  say  $3.2.10.00.  we  Ii .iv.-  to  meet  the  sum  of 
S9.229.S0.  This  would  leave  lor  salaries  in  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment say,  $12,770.00.      However  the  sn f  $1,100.00  f  >r  .-a'arics  in 

the  Department  of  the  Corporation   «'a-  included   in  the  Vie.i-Chan 
eel  lor' s,  ostinia'e  of  expense,  which  would    make  the    total  e.-t  aiate 
available  for  all  salaries  say.  $13,870. 

Your  Committee  feel  the  importance  of  adequate  compensation 
to  our  Professors  and  all  Officers  of  the  University.  Wu  also 
hesitate  to  advise  a  seeming  reversal  id' our  p  dicy  in  funding  any 
Moating  debts,  and  thus  increasing  our  lion. led  debt.  But,  after 
carefal  consideratiou,  we  conclude  that  it  wi  1  be  impossible  to 
increase  our  salary  list  and  meet  promptly  all  demands  for  the 
next  year  without  funding  a  portion  at  least  of  our  floating  debt. 
We  must  advise  it  for  this  year  and  earnestly  trust  that  we  will 
never  he  impelled  to  such  advice  again. 

In  the  increase  of  students  and  growth  of  the  University  we 
cannot  ignore  the  great  necessity  for  additional  expense,  especially 
as  it  is  not  proposed  to  absorb  even  as  much  as  the  U'r>  from 
tuition  in  this  way.  A  generous  proposition  from  a  friend  of  the 
institut  on  presented  to  the  Board,  in  a  note  fio.n  Dr.  Hodgson. 
promises  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars,  to  take  up  that  much  of 
past  due  coupons.  In  case  we  allowed  the  funding  of  as  much  as 
$3,000.00  ol  our  floating  debt,  the  necessary  appropriations  for  the 
proposed  salary  list  for  next  year  can  lie  made,  otherwise  not.  I  'nder 
all  the  circumstances  surrounding  us   now,    the    necessities    of   the 
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present  and  the    promises   of  the   future,    your  Committee  advised 
the  funding  of  the  floating  debt  suggested    by   the   Vice-Chancellor 

in   his    report,    and   append    a    resolution    to  carry    the   same    into 
effect. 

The  action  proposed  is  at  variance  with  ail  previous  recommen 
datious  of  this  Committee,  but  we  believe  that  our  present  circum 
stances  justify  it,  and  it  is  necessary. 

Your  Committee,  believe  that  in  a  material  and  financial  point  of 
view  the  University  has  never  been  in  better  condition  than  it  is 
now,  notwithstanding  our  recommendation  above. 

A  large  portion  of  the  expense  account  last  year  resulted  from 
the  large  outlay  in  connection  with  the  purchase  and  establishment 
ofthc  University  Printing  Office.  The  Vice-Chancellor  represents 
that  it  is  a  good  investment.  The  Board  only  appropriated  the 
sum  of  $300.00  towards  this  end,  but  the  Vice-Chancellor  went  far 
beyond  this  amount  in  the  enterprise.  Your  Committee  are  not 
sure  as  to  the  wisdom  of  the  investment,  but  belle  n.  it  a  good  one 
ifwell  managed,  and  under  the  representations  of  the  Viee-Chan- 
cellor  give  their  indorsement  thereto.  After  another  year  we  can 
see  whether  it  will  pay  the  University  or  not. 

Resolved  (7-2)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Treasurer  of  the 
University,  the  custodian  of  our  unissued  bonds  under  the  mort- 
gage upon  our  domain  (and  one  of  trustee's  therein  named)  be 
authorized  to  put  upon  the  market  and  sell  as  much  as  Three 
Thousand  Dollars  of  the  said  Bonds,  in  case  so  much  be  necessary,

To  the  Honorable  the  Hoard  of  Trusters  .- 

Gentlemen:  The  Executive  Committee  betes  leave  to  submit  the 
following  reporl  of  their  transactions  since  the  last  session  <»('  the 
Hoard  of  Trustees: 

At  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  held  at  Sewanee  upon 
August  5th  and  0th,  1880.  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted 
with  reference  to  the  various  matters  relegated  to  the  Committee 
by  the  Board  during  its  session  of  1880  :  also,  the  following  agree- 
ment was  entered  into  bet  ween  the  Executive  Committee  and  the 
Vice-Chancellor  in  relation  to  the  building  of  the  Chapter  House. 
Gymnasium,  and  Chapel  :

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pond.,  if  necessary,  on  said  course,  not  more  than  $150.00,  this  war- 
rant being  given,  however,  on  his  assurance  that  this  Department 
will  be  sell-supporting. 

Resolved,  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  arrange  with  Mr.  W.  B.  Hall 
temporarily  to  teach  Chemistry,  etc..  on  salary  rated  at  $800.00  per 
aiMiuin;  and  that  he  confer  with  Mr.  Weber,  and  provide  that  the 
second  assistautship  in  the  Grammar  School  be  kept  open  for  Mr. 
Hall  when  the  chair  of  Chemistry  shall  have  been  filled. 

Resolved,  That,  the  Vice-Chancel  lor  communicate  with  Dr.  Ar- 
nold with  reference  to  the  analysis  of  well  water,  and  establish 
herein  good  sanitary  condition. 

Resolved,  That  the  matter  of  the  "  Dean  ol  St.  Augustine,"  etc., 
lie  continued  for  future  consideration.

Memorandum   of    Agreement    Between   the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  the  Vice-Chancellor. 

August  6,  1886. 

[n  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  Building  of  the  Chapel,  Chapter 
House  and  Gymnasium,  the  following  memorandum  is  made  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  ol' the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
University  of  the  South  in  conference  with  the  Vice-Chancellor  on 
the  Hth  of  A  p gust,  1886. 

It  is  agreed  that  under  no  circumstances  shall  any  contract  for 
work  in  regard  to  these  buildings  be  made  involving  more  expense 
than  the  funds  actually  in  hand,  and  in  no  event  shall  the  Univer- 
sity incur  any  liability  beyond  the  cash  in  hand  to  meet  it. 

It  is  further  understood  that  in  the  building  of  the  Chapel  no 
plan  can  be  adopted  which  does  not  provide  for  a  seating  capacity 
of  at  least  1500  people.  The  Chapel  to  be  built  being  comtemplated 
as  the  permanent  Chapel  for  the  University.  It  is  further  under 
stood  that  the  Vice-Chaucellor  will  communicate  with  the  archi- 
tect, Mr.  Wood,  with  a  view  of  having  him  revise  the  plan  he  pres- 
ented so  as  to  provide  for  a  Chapel  having  the  capacity  above 
contemplated. 

It  is  further   understood  that  in  such  revision  of  plan  the  architect 


be  consulted  as  to  the  separation  of  the  Gymnasium  from  the  other 
buildings,  and  that   rhc    Vice-Chancellor  be  requested    to   consider 
this  and  if  practicable,  a  plan  b.-   adopted  for  the  buildiug  of  Gym 
nasinin  separately  and  advise  the    Executive    Committee    when   he 
has  secured  the  information  as  to  what  can  be  done.

The  Vice-chancellor  was  authorized,  his  request  relative  thereto 
being  presented  i.o  the  Committee,  under  date  of  Aug.  10th.  t<i  ex- 
pend not  more  than  $700.00  for  extension  to  the  Grammar  Scl I. 

L>>si  application  of  the  Vice-Chancellor,  dated  Aug.  2*th.  the 
Coinmittee  authorized  the  expeuditure  of  an  additional  $100.00  for 
instruction  in  the  Grammar  School. 

Cpon  representations  made  by  the  Viec-Chaneellor.  in  a  commu- 
nication dated  Aug.  28th.  as  well  as  through  the  judgment  of  the 
Committee,  it  was  determined  to  leave  unchanged  the  status  of  the 
f'hair  of  Chemisn-y  and  the  Health  Office,  as  filled  temporarily  by

Beginning  with  the  Theological  Department,  your  Committee; 
feels  failed  upon  to  congratulate  the  Board  upon  its  constantly  in- 
creasing efficiency,  and  the  regular  growth  in  the  number  ol  its 
students.  Your  Committee  is  persuaded  thai  the  work  of  instruc- 
tion is  well  and  faithfully  done,  and  equally  persuaded  that  tie' 
compensation  of  the  learned  Professor-  is  shamefully  neglected.

The  school  is  manifestly  better 
in  every  respect  than  at  any  period  of  its  history,  and  continues  to 
furnish  much  the  larger  number  of  our  University  students,  as 
also  the  larger  part  of  the  revenue  for  the  support  of  our  institu- 
tion. With  great  satisfaction.  Therefore,  your  Committee  can  re- 
commend the  adoption  by  the  Board  of  the  suggestion  of  the  Mas- 
ter, and  offer  the  following  resolutions  :

Thai  in  pursuance  of  the  Resolution  of  the  Board,  No.  30  of  1884. 
requesting  the  Committee  to  prepare  n  Digest  of  the  Charter.  Con- 
stitution, Statutes,  Standing  Besoluthms,  Pules  of  Order,  and  all 
other  legislative,  action  now  in  force  pertaining  to  the  V.  niversity.  and 

which  hv  Resolution  20  of  1885.  and  Kesoluti i  1880  on  24.  was 

continued,  they  prepared  and  reported  in  1880.  "that  they  had 
prepared  a  complete  Digest,  and  were  authorized  to  have  the  same 
printed  and  distributed:  thai  the  manuscript  of  such  Digest  was 
unfortunately  destroyed  in  a  lailway  accident  :  tint  at    the   annua! 

meeting  oi  1887.  on  motion  of  the  Bishop    til'   Louisiana,    the    C 

mittee  was  continued  with  instructions  to  have  the  Digesl  prepared 
printed  and  distributed. 

Your  Committee  further  report  thai  tliey  have  prepared  again 
said  Digest,  embracing  the  proceedings  oi  1887.  and  in  October 
last  placed  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  Vice-chancellor,  he  under- 
taking to  have  the  same  printed  at  the  University  Printing  Office. 
The  Committee  ascertained  a  leu  weeks  before  the  present  meet- 
ing ol  the  Hoard  that  nothing  had  been  done  in  reference  to  the 
printing  of  the  Digest,  and  it  was  then  too  late  to  make  other 
arrangements. 

The  Digest  has  been  compiled  with  great  care  and  is  arranged 
under  the  following  heads:  1  Declaration  of  Principles.

Statutes.  5.  Theological  Department.  6.  Grammar  School.  7. 
Military  Department.  8.  Costumes  and  Radges.  9.  Boarding 
Houses.  10.  Sanitary  Regulations  11.  Domain  Buildings  and 
Lands.  12.  Financial  Regulations.  13.  Executive  Committee. 
14.  Miscellaneous  Resolutions.  1.7.  h'ules  of  Order  and  an  appen- 
dix statement  relative  to  Plans  of  the  Founders. 

Tour  Committee  have  felt  the  importance  of  making  the  Digest 
full  and  comprehensive.  Much  of  the  action  of  the  Board  as  to 
the  working  regulations  of  the  University  is  only  found  in  reso- 
lutions scattered  through  the  proceedings  of  the  past  twenty  year-. 
and  is  not  embraced  in  the  Statutes,  viz:  The  Grammar  School, 
Theological  Department.  Military.  Sanitary,  the  Domain,  etc..  etc. 
In  nearly  all  of  these  special  departments  the  regulations  adopted 
may  be  now  considered  a.-?  settled  and  established.

Vour  Committee  are  impressed  with  the  fact  that  matters  of  vital 
importance  arc  entrusted  to  their  care,  as  were  evidently  this 
Committee  as  previously  appointed.  But  the.  published  proceed- 
ings of  the  Hoard  of  Trustees  since  the  inauguration  of  this  Com- 
mittee indicate  a  failure  upon  the  ['art  of  the  Committee  to  so 
impress  the  Hoard  or  officers  of  the  University, 

The  true  remedy  for  the  difficulties,  they  believe,  will  be  found 
in  the  report  of  this  Committee  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  during 
the  sesson  of  1884,  which  report  recommends  the  building  of  a 
Grammar  School  Hall,  or  Dormitories  adapted  to  the  healthy  and 
comfortable  accommodation  of,  at  least.  100  hoys:  in  which  the 
hoy-  shall  be  governed  and  boarded  by  the  rniversitv.  As  to  the 
feasibility  of  such  a  scheme  at  this  time  your  Committee  is  not 
competent  to  speak. 

This  plan,  if  followed,  would  accomplish  another  object  eminently 
desirable,  namely,  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  hoard  sufficiently  to 
enable  us  to  successfully  compete  with  The  many  State  institutions 
now  strong  rivals.  It  is  believed  this  would  cause  quite  an  influx 
of  students,  who  do  not  now  attend  this  school  because  of  the  ex- 
pense incident  upon  hoard  as  now  only  to  be  had. 

Tin*  resolutions   recommended  are  as  follows  .- 

Rt-tioltcd.  (1)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  hereby  instructed  to 
rigidly  enforce  the  Statutes  governing  Boarding  Houses,  especially 
observing  that  requiring  the  procurement  of  an  annual  license 
from  him. 

licttitlred.  ('2)  That  the  Hall  Proctor  shall  examine  each  room 
every  day  and  report  any  disorder  to  the  Proctor,  who  shall  punish 
the  offender  as  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Hebdomadal  Hoard  shall 
by  law  prescribe. 

The  Proctor  shall  personally  inspect  every  Hall,  its  rooms  and 
outhouses,  at  least  once  a  week,  correct  any  disorders,  and  when 
satisfied  of  the  necessity  report  a  Hall  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  for 
the  suspension  of  its  license  or  correction  of  objectionable 
features.     And  that,  at  least,    once    a    month    the    Health    Officer 
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shall  make  personal  inspection  of  all  Halls,  and  find  remedy  for 
any  dangers  to  health  or  troubles  at  the  bauds  of  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor. 

Resolved.  (3)  That  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  Hebdomadal 
Hoard  are  instructed  to  assign  such  penalties  to  disorders  that  may 
occur  in  the  rooms  of  stuueutsas  shall  seem  to  them  bust. 

Resolved.  (4)  That  a  student  shall  not  be  allowed  to  remove 
from  one  Hall  to  another    before  a  thorough    investigation  of  the 

given    cause    of    the    desired     re val    be    had,    ami    his    reasons 

approved.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  your  Com  m  it  tee  to  be  able  to  report  that 
Sewanee  still  preserves  its  reputation  for  healthfulness.  but  one 
case  of  serious  illness  having  occurred  among  the  students  during 
the  year:  ami  that,  a  ease  of  pneumonia  resulting  fatally.  \v?ts  con- 
tracted before  coming  to  the  University,  the  sHulent  g<'ing  to 
bed  the  day   after  his  arrival  and  dying  within  ten  days. 

The  Health  Officer,  however,  reiterate-  the  recommendations  of 
his  predecessors  that  instant  measures  be  taken  to  secure  a  perma- 
nent supply  of  pure  water,  a  recommendation  that  is  startlingly 
emphasized  by  the  fact  that  "there  has  been  a  larger  number  of 
eases  of  diarrhoea  this  summer  than  last."  The  assumption  that 
many  of  these  cases  were  due  to  the  water  used  is  borne  out  by  the 
fact  that  the  Health  other  finds  that  "those  houses  which  use 
water  from  the  deep  springs,  such  as  Otey  and  Polk  springs,  are 
much  less  troubled  with  bowel  affection  than  where  well  water  is 
used.- 

Sonic  underground  cisterns  have  been  constructed  and  some 
deep  wells  have  been  bored,  and  your  Committee  heartily  endorse 
the  suggestion  of  the  Health  Officer  that  these  be  multiplied. 

The  importance    of  an  ample    supply  of  pure   water  is    so    great 
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that  your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  license  "I  any 
boarding  house  should  be  revoked  when  the  Health  Officer  con- 
demns the  water  used,  unless  immediate  steps  arc  taken  to  supply 

pure  water. 

Id  j 1 1 1 1 1 1 « ■ ' i i  •  t < •  connection  with  this  subject  is  another  matter  re 
ferred  to  by  the  Health  Officer,  viz:  the  size  <«1  building  lots :  and 
your  Committee  would  recommend  that  no  lease  he  granted  here- 
after for  a  lot  of  less  dimensions  than  one  hundred  feel  front  l»y  at 
le;ist  two  hundred  feel  d.-eo. 

The  Health  Officer  also  recommends  that  the  ice  pond  should  he 
drained  at  the  close  of  every  winter,  a  recommendation  which  is 
also  approved. 

["pon  inquiry  ol  the  Health  Officer  it  is  learned  that  he  had 
never  heard  of  the  action  of  the  Board  at  its  last  session,  as  re- 
ported upon  pp  21  and  22  of  the  Proceedings  oflSST.  Your  Com- 
mittee, therefore,  respectfully  recommend  the  adoption  ol  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions,  the  first  three  of  which  were  adopted  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Board  : 

Resolved,  (f>)  That  the  regulations  contained  in  clause  7  of  the 
Statutes  in  reference  to  reservation  of  lands  about  springs  for  the 
space  of  30  feet  1".  enforced,  and  all  structures  now  within  that  ra- 
dius he  removed,  and  that  enclosures  he  erected  at  that  distance 
from  the  springs  for  exclusion  of  stock. 

Resolved,  ((>;  That  a  man  he  employed,  under  the  control  of  the 
Health  otheei-.  constantly  to  examine  all  water  closets,  backyards, 
and  places  where  accumulations  may  cause  sickness,  and  that  at 
least  once  a  week  all  deposits  he  removed  and  buried,  and  a  horse 
and  cart  he  hired  for  this  purpose  if  necessary. 

Resolved.  (7)  That,  the  Finance  Committee  set  apart  an  appro- 
priation of  .f :r>i i.  ,,r  s(,  much  1  hereof  as  may  be  necessary,  to  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Officer  in  securing  such 
sanitary  measures  as  will  provide  against  the  dangers  heretofore 
set  forth  as  liable  to  arise  from  imperfect  drainage  and  possible 
contamination  of  wells  and  springs. 

Resolved,  (8)  That  in  the  assignment  of  students  to  hoarding 
halls,  preference  should  be  given  to  those  houses  that  depend  for 
their  water  upon  deep  springs,  bored  wells,  or  underground  cis- 
terus.

Report  of  Committee  on  Organization,  presented  by 
the  Bishop  of  Louisiana  on  July  31st.  with  resolutions 
adopted : 

••  To  the  Board  o/  Trusters  . 

The  Committee  on  Organization  begs  leave  to  snbmit  the  sub- 
joined Report : 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  Report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  the  various  ■•Exhibits"'  accompanying  it,  and  have  also  held 
personal  interviews  with  that  officer,  the  University  Proctor  and 
the  Master  of  the  Grammar  School,  upon  matters  uf  interest  to  the 
Institution  and  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction  that  we  have  to  recommend  so 
few  changes  in  the  methods  or  instruments  of  the  University's 
work.  The  several  departments  are  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  :  and  the  spirit  of  earnestness  and  tidelty  which  has  so 
long  characterized  the  labours  of  officers  and  teachers  here,  is  still 
to  be  gratefully  recognized. 

During  the  year  past.  theCbairof  English  and  History,  to  which 
the  ability  of  Prof.  Greeuough  W'nite  had  given  such  honorable 
prominence,  became  vacant  by  his  resignation.    Its  duties  were  dis- 
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charged  in  the  interim  by  Rev.  Dr.  Benton,  who  is  now  n  member 
of  our  Theological  Faculty  at  St.  Luke's.  It  hns  become 
necessary  to  name  a  Professor  for  this  Chair,  ami  the  Committee 
will  present  loilu-  Board  and  recommend  lor  election  Mr.  Win.  P. 
Trent.  M.    \. 

II.  The  Committed'  does  not  find  il  expedient  to  establish  a 
Professorship  ol  Canon  Law  at  this  time,  ami  will  snhmil  a 
resolution  tn  th.it  effect,  in  response  to  communications  made 
through  rhe    Vice  Chancellor. 

III.  The  Committee  has  examined  and  eon>idcred  the  re>olu- 
tions  o|  the  The, dogical  Faculty,  and  ask  their  approved  by  the 
Board.      The  resolutions  are  herewith  reported. 

IV.  [t  is  still  a  matter  «»f  regret  that,  the  Dioerses  to  which  we 
look  for  the  support  of  the  Theological  Department  do  not  seem 
to  appreciate  the  need  of  regular  and  lull  contributions  for  that 
purpose.  When  we  consider  the  great  value  of  this  school  ol  the 
prophets  to  the  Church  in  the  Southern  Dioceses  represented  here, 
and  the  evidence  it  has  already  given  oj  ability  to  train  godly 
and  aide  men  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  we  feel  that  the  Board 
has  every  right  to  make  strenuous  claim-  upon  our  clergy  ami  con- 
gregations lor  the  aid  which  ought  to  come  without  any  special 
emphasis  of  solicitation.  We  have  no  new  scheme  to  propose 
in  this  behalf.  Inn  in  a  resolution  to  he  [submitted  the  Committee 
seek  to  connect  the  Diocesan  Trustees  more  directly  with  the  work 
of  securing  the  moneys  required. 

V.  In  order  thai  the  Gymnasium,  now  in  course  of  preparation, 
may  he  made  of  real  w^c  it  is  necessary  that  physical  education  he 
conducted  there  in  accordance  with  the  most  approved  methods, 
and  that  the  Hall  itself  he  not  degraded  into  a  mere  play-room.  It 
is  therefore  suggested  that  U'i'>  which  may  command  the  services  of 
a  competent  instructor  in  the  Gymnasium  be  collected  from  stu- 
dents availing  themselves  of  its  privileges.  This  is  the  practice  at 
other  institutions,  and  has  every  reason  to  commend  its  adoption 
here. 

We  now  call  your  attention  to  a  subject  which  has  received  the 
most  earnest  consideration  of  your  Committee,  viz:  the  actual  sep- 
aration of  the  Grammar  School,  or  Preparatory  Department,  from 
the  University.  We  ask  you  to  believe  that  the  Committee  does 
not  indulge  any  mere  doctrinaire  sentiments,  but  seeks  to  inaugu- 
rate »  practical  system  which  shall    bring  imw  dignity  and  power 


to  tin;  University   which  Ims  been    established    hoc  In    E'uruish  the 

best  learning,  under  the  host  auspices.  Time  and  again  the  en 
ileavor  ha-  been  made  to  effect  this  separation  :  and  the  result  is 
before  you.  We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  practical  difficulties  to 
he  encountered  :  we  ;irc  mviirc  of  the  fads  which  have  hindered 
the  due  execution  of  :i  policv  which  coin  mend  -  it-cii  readily  to  all 
the  ineiuhers  o|  ;  he  Board.  But  we  believe  thai  an  educational 
undertaking  sulf.ir-  i:ot  a  little,  hut  greatly.  from  iiie  close  alliiia- 
tion  ol'iiie  Tniversity  and  Preparatory  Departments.

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Report  of  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands,  pre- 
sented by  Mr.  Fairbanks  July  31st,  with  resolutions 
adopted  : 

The  Committee  ou  Buildings  and  Lands  respectfully  report  : 

That  the  number  of  volumes  in  the  University  Library,  as  re- 
ported in  July.  1887.  was  17,579,  and  that  there  have  been  added 
since  that  time  4,713  volumes,  principally  from  the  receipt  of  the 
library  of  the  late  Rev.  W.  C.  Rankin.  I).  1>..  of  Baltimore,  making 
the  present  number  of  volumes  22,292,  besides  many  thousand 
pamphlets.  The  Library  ofthe  University  now  exceedsthe  capac- 
ity of  the  Hodgson  Library  Building,  and  is  constantly  increasing. 
Your  Committee  approve  of  the  suggestion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  of  the  Committee  made  in  Resolution  57  of  L837,  that  suitable 
shelves  be  placed  in  Convocation  [fall  lor  the  reception  of  books. 
and  that  an  appropriation  hematic  for  such  book-cases  or  shelves. 
\Vre  report  a  resolution  of  thatiks  to  the  donors  of  these  valuable 
additions  to  our  Library.  The  Committee  recommend  that  a 
stamp  be  procured  of  an  oval  shape,  about  two  inches  in  length  and 
three-fourths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  to  he  inscribed  "University 
Library,"  which  shall  be  made  use  of  in  stamping  the  books  of  the 
Library,  so  as  not  to  deface  the  books.  That  a  larger  stamp,  of 
similar  form  and  of  similar  inscription,  he  used  to  stamp  the  inside 
of  the  cover,  with  the  number  and  classification,  viz:  ■'  Library  of 
the  University  of  the  South.  No.  — .  Department. "  The  appli- 
cation of  the  name  of  the  budding  to  the  Library  itself  is  regarded 
as  inapplicable.  Under  existing  circumstances  an  appropriation 
lor  a  catalogue  is  deemed  inexpedient. 

For  the  purpose  of  making  that  portion  of  our  domain  desirable 
for  residences  more  accessible,  and  in  accordance  with  the  original 
plan  of  locating  avenues,  your  Committee  deem  it  of  immediate 
importance  that  the  purpose  of  the  resolution  No.  45  of  1887  in 
reference  to  opening  a  street  in  front  ofTremlett  Hall  in  continua- 
tion of  University  avenue,  should  be  at  once  carried  out,  and 
append  a  resolution  for  that  purpose. 

In  reference  to  the  retracing  id'  the  lines  of  the  University 
domain,  and  which  the  acting  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands 
reports  has  been  done  in  part,  the  Committee  recommend  that  the 
work  be  continued  if  possible  by  the  Forester  and  that  the 
map  oi  level.-  referred  to  in  resolution  No.  4d  be   made    under  the 
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direction  of  the  Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  as   also  the  map 
on -a  larger  scale  relcrrcd  to  in  said  resolution. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  continuation  of  the  employmenj 

of  u  Forester. 

This  Ton i in iitrc  ('(incurs  in  the  views  expressed  by  the  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Lands  in  1887,  p.  33.  in  reference  to  drainage,  ete. 
The  expenditures  on  roads  and  streets  have  become  too  great  a 
drain  on  our  resources,  and  so  far  a--  we  can  judge  has  been  of  hut 
temporary  advantage.  Your  Committee  think  thai  the  results 
aimed  at  could  best  be  accomplished  by  the  employment  of  one 
competent  laborer  who  should  be  charged  with  constant  super- 
vision of  the  roads,  to  cut  out  fallen  timber,  keep  ditches  open, 
stop  at  the  outset  the  formation  o(  gull'ie?.  etc.  It  will  be  found 
less  expensive  to  prevent  gullies,  washouts  and  denudation  than  to 
remedy  the  injuries  afterwards.  The  aid  of  the  overseer  of  public 
highways  should  be  obtained  for  all  substantial  work  on  the  public 
roads. 

The  Committee  approve  of  the  partial  enlargement  of  the  Chapel 
made  recently  under  authority  of  resolution  Xo.  4!>  of  1887,  and 
which  appears  to  have  added  to  the  strength  and  solidity  of  that 
structure,  as  well  a«  to  the  very  great  convenience  of  the  congre- 
gation, and  has  improved  the  appearance  of  the  building.  Half  the 
expense  has  been  borne  by  subscription  trom  the  congregation. 

The  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  reports  that  there  re- 
main unsold  1884  acres  of  land  in  McCullough  count}'.  160  acres  in 
Tom  Green  county,  and  (140  acres  in  San  Saba  county.  Texas,  ma- 
king a  total  of  2664  acres  remaining  of  the  donation  of  lands  gen- 
erously made  to  us  by  Mrs.  Aseneth  Sherwood. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  painting  of  our  buildings  when 
necessary,  for  the  preservation  thereof,  especially  the  metal  roofs. 
a*sd  at  least  one  coat  of  paint  on  Tremlett  Hall  and  very  much 
needed  repairs  on  same. 

The  Committee  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  acting  Commis- 
sioner of  Buildings  and  Lands  to  the  necessity  of  a  strict  com- 
pliance with  the  regulations  heretofore  adopted,  and  which  are  in 
force  relative  to  the  leases  of  lands.  These  leases  carry  legal  rights 
and  obligations.  A  departure  from  the  regulations  established 
must  necessarily  involve  the  University  or  the  lessees  in  trouble. 
The  Committee  oi  Buildings  and  Lands  in  1885,  pp.  48,  40.  report 
that  upon  examination  they  found  that  there  area  number  of  leases 


2« 

which  have  been  made  sine.-  1880  that  are  in  violation  of  the  regu- 
lations established  in  1870,  and  the  Committee  draw  attention  to 
the  particulars  in  which  they  are  so.  and  by  Resolution  No.  53.  p. 
50.  require  that  no  lease  be  granted  except  in  exact  conformity  to 
the  regulation  adopted  in  1870.  In  1886  the  Committee  of  Build 
ingsand  Lands  again  report,  p.  57.  that  they  bare  examined  the 
record  of  leases  made,  and  find  quite  a  number  of  lenses  which 
hare  been  "  made  to  very  undesirable  tenants  and  which  do  not 
conform  to  the  existing  regulations," and  report  Resolution  No.  54. 
That  all  leases  made  ill  contravention  of  the  regulations  relative  to 
the  leasing  of  the  domain  be  considered  as  void  as  to  the  term  of 
occupancy  provided  fur,  and  the  lessees  be  treated  as  tenants  at 
will. 

As  the  regulations  are  entirely  plain  and  easily  conformed  to, 
your  Committee  deem  it  nnneceesary  to  say  more  upon  the  gen- 
eral subject. 

The  acting  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Land-  reports  a  list 
of  seven  leases  which  have  been  executed  since  August.  1887.  Of 
this  number  two  are  for  lots  at  Sewajiee  village  for  the  term  of  ten 
years  at  the  prescribed  allowable  rate  of  $12.50  per  year,  one  lease 
to  the  present  Proctor,  and  two  leases  embracing  four  lots  at  $25 
per  year  for  33  yea™,  renewable.  The  leases  for  two  lots  at  depot 
are  in  conformity  to  the  regulations,  and  the  leases  for  33  years 
are  also  in  conformity  to  the  regulations.  One  lease  near  the  ul- 
lage, and  outside  of  the  Reserve,  has  been  made  to  Wallace  Haw- 
kins, as  a  tenant  at  will.  There  is  no  provision  in  our  regulations 
for  leases  of  this  character,  and  there  should  be  some  definite  reg- 
ulation on  the  subject.  The  Committee  recommend  that  the  ten- 
ant at  will  lease  of  Wallace  Hawkins  be  approved,  and  that  author- 
ity be  given  to  the  Commissioner  of  Buildings  and  Lands  to  make 
temporary  leases  to  enable  the  class  of  laborers  and  servants  to  ob- 
tain accommodations  and  shelter  for  the  time  being,  and  report  a 
resolution  accordingly  for  that  purpose.  Care  should  be  taken  not 
to  allow  mean  structures  to  be  placed  in  the  neighborhood  ol  a 
better  class  of  houses,  or  on  eligible  sites  likely  to  be  occupied  in 
the  future  by  a  better  class  of  residences. 

A  resolution  embraced  in  the  report  ol  the  Sanitary  Committee 
has  been  referred  to  us,  as  follows:  "That  henceforth  no  base 
shall  be  granted  for  a  lot  ofless  size  than  100  feet  front  and  200 
feet  depth."     The  resolution  was  introduced  bvthe  Sanitary    (bun- 
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mil  (re  upon  (lie  report  of  tin-  Health  Officer  lor  sanitary  reason*, 
that  the  crowding  in  of  residences  on  small  lots,  with  imperfect,  sani- 
tary arrangements,  drainage,  etc..  would  tend  to  impair  ihe  con- 
(1  it  ions  of  health.  The  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Lands  in  1887, 
p.  34,  considered  the  subject  and  ex  pre?  ml  ihe  opinion,  p.  34. 
that  "'It  is  very  desirable,  for  srmitary  reu>en>  as  well  as  for  com- 
fort and  convenience,  that  our  population  should  he  spread  nut 
where  rural  homes  can  he  placed,  amid  rural  surroundings.  This 
Committee  concurs  in  this  opinion  and  report  the  resolv.ti«'U 
a  in  en  (led,  however  so  as  not  to  "include  the  Sewanee  village  where 
business  lots  are  leased  of  smaller   dimensions." 

In  reference  to  the  plans  of  the  proposed  Now  Chapel,  which 
have  been  referred  to  thi>  Committee  as  reported  to  the  Hoard  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor,  we  have  considered  tin*  same  >o  far  as  tln- 
two  sketches  of  the  front  and  ground  plan  lasl  furnished  on 
tracing  paper,  and  reeoinmeiid  by  resolution  an  approval  of  tin- 
same,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  restriction  of  Resolution  N'o.  55 
of  1887,  p.  39.

Dr.   Dalzell,  July  31st,  with  resolutions  adopted: 

"The  Committee  on    Degrees  respectfully  submits   the  following 
report  : 

Mindful  of  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  confer 
the  Honorary  Degrees  of  this  University  upon  such  only  a*  are  dis- 
tiuguishedin  Letters  or  in  Divinity,  or  fir  pre-eminent  service  to  the 
Church  or  the  State,  your  Committee  has  carefully  considered  ev- 
ery application  referred  to  it.  Several  applications  your  Commit 
tec  set  aside  as  not  being  such  as  to  justify  a  favorable  report.  One 
application  it  is  suggested  to  the  Board  to  refer  to  the  Rrv.  l>r. 
Treinlott.  the  Comnr'ssarv  of  the  L'uiversity  in  England,  for  his  ap- 
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pi-oval  or  disapproval:  a-  vvhil.t  it  co;u.js  to  this  B  »ard  with  such 
recommendations  as  ought  to  have  weight,  the  Committee  feels 
that,  having  a  Commissary  in  England  it  were  wise  and  prudent  to 
confer  an  Honorary  Degree  upon  an  applicant  fr«»i:i  England  only 
when  the  University's  representative  there  gives  his  endorsement 
men!  to,  and  ahsolut-e  approval  «>f.  the  application.  These  the 
present  applicant  has  r.«»t. 

In  conformity  with  a  standing  resolution  of  tin:  Hoard.  The  Bight 
Bev.  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Western  Texas,  consecrated  since 
our  last  animal  meeting,  is  entitled  to  the  Honorary  Degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity. 

An  application  which  it  is  recommended  to  the  Board  to  giant,  is 
that  of  tlu*  Lord  Bishop  of  Mariuburg,  of  the  Province  of  Smith 
Africa,  for  the  Honorary  Degree  of  D.  C  L.  for  the  Bev.  James 
Alexander  Hewitt,  of  Worcester,  in  the  Diocese  of  Cape  Town:  a 
clergyman  distinguished  in  Letters,  an  1  for  long,  efficient,  and 
wry  successful  service  t  >  th  ■  Church.  Vour  Committee  . l  1  - « •  con- 
siders that  this  application  coming  from  a  distant  Province,  appeals 
t  i  us  on  Catholic  grout  ids,  which,  added  to  the  merits  of  the 
candidate,  who  does  not  himself  seek  the  honor,  but  for  whom  it 
i-  asked  by  a  Bishop  of  that  Province,  must  appeal  to  us  most 
forcibly. 

The  Kcv.  Dr.  Tremleit.  our  Commissary  in  England,  makes 
ai-jiliealK.il  to  tile  UniveiHtY  as  follows:  'I  am  going  to  ask 
the  University  now  to  do  what  1  am  Mire  you  will  all  be  most 
happy  to  do.  because  you  will  like  to  enroll  distinguished  scholars 
and  eminent  men  among  your  Alumni."  He  then  asks  for  the  honors, 
of  this  University  for  Major  C  mder.  of  the  British  Army,  the  most 
famous  of  Explorers  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  Eastern  and  Western 
Palestine,  and  a  most  distinguished  writer  on  coguate  subjects. 
Doubtless  members  of  this  Board  are  informed  on  the  discoveries 
of  this  eminent  man.

Degree  to  Prebendary  Bow.  He  is  one  of  the  ver\  deepest  thinkers 
and  most  eloquent  writer-  in  the  Church  o!  England.  His  works. 
are  most  valuable  as  against  the  agnosticism  of  the  day,  ami  will 
live  for  centuries  afterhe  himself  has  left  this  world/'  Most  heartly 
does  your  Committee  echo  these  words,  a-  will  all  men  who 
know  anvthinir  of  Pre  bend  ar'v  Bow  and  his  willing.-. 
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The  Viee-Chaneeilor  suggest*  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Sylvester 
Clark  for  the  Degree  of  D.  D.  On  consultation  with  the  two 
members  of  the  Theological  Department  of   the    CTuiversity,    who 

are  familiar  with  Mr.  Clark's  work  here,  the  Committee  finds  that 
the}-  heartily  approve  of  this  suggestion.

Report  of  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes, 
presented  by  Mr.  Fairbanks.    July   31,    with  resolutions 

adopted  : 

The  Committee  vi\  Constitution  and  Statutes,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  Resolution  No,  — .  relative  to  the  mauner  of  electing 
Trustees,  their  term  of  office,  and  method  of  filling  vacancies, 
respectfully  report : 

That  the  Act  of  Incorporation  provides  that  certain  persons 
therein  named,  and  such  other  person  or  persons  as  may  hereafter 
be  appointed  Trustees  of  said  University,  in  pursuance  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  there.'!',  be  and  they  and  their  successors 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  m\i\  politic  in  fact  and  in 
name,  by  the.  name  of  the  Cniversitv   of  the  South.   <fec,  with  the 


usual  powers  of  legal  corporations.  Sec.  2  of  the  Act  provides  for 
the  forming  of  a  Constitution  by  such  Trustees,  with  power  to 
designate  ••  how,  by  whom,  and  in  what  way  said  University  shall 
be  governed,"  etc.  See.  7  provides,  That  upon  the  death,  resigna- 
tion or  removal  of  any  of  .-aid  Trustees,  the  vacancy  occasioned 
therein-  shall  be  supplied  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Constitu- 
tion. Art.  2  of  the  Constitution  provides.  That  the  Hoard  of  Trus- 
tees shall  consist  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  named,  cx-officio, 
and  of  one  Cleygymau  and  two  Laymen  from  each  of  said  Dioceses. 
to  be  ".leered  by  the  Conventions  of  the  same,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  oftluur  election,  or 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  appointed.  Nine  of  their 
number  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
provided  each  class  of  Trustees,  to-wit  :  Bishops,  Clergy  and  Laity, 
shall  he  represented  by-not  less  than  two  of  their  number.  Vacan- 
cies occurring  in  the  order  of  Clerical  and  Lav  Trustees  shall  be 
rilled  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  the  Conventions 
of  the  respective  Dioceses. 

Ct  will  therefore  be  seen  that  one  Clerical  and  two  Lav  Trustees 
are  to  be  elected  in  each  Diocese,  by  the  respective  Conventions 
thereof,  lor  the  term  of  three  j  ears,  and  that  vacancies  are  to  be 
filled  as  may  be  provided  by  the  Canons  of  the  respective  Dioceses. 
The  evidence  of  the  election  or  appointment  of  Trustees  should  be 
evidenced  by  a  certificate  from  the  Secretary  or  Ecclesiastical  au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  that  such  Trustee  has  been  elected  or  ap- 
pointed in  conformity  to  the  Canons  of  such  Diocese.  As  the  Board 
of  Trustees  constitute  a  legal  corporation,  it  is  important  that  no 
question  should  arise  as  to  the  legal  constitution  of  the  body  cor- 
porate, as  rights  of  property  may  be  involved  in  its  action.  Your 
Committee  thinks  there  has  been  too  much  levity  in  respect  to  the 
formal  certification  of  membership  heretofore,  and  that  all  except 
ex-offleio  members  of  this  Board  should  furnish  evidence  of  their 
election  or  appointment  in  due  form. 

Your  Committee  further  report,  that  by  Art.  17  of  the  Constitu- 
tion it  is  provided  that  in  case  of  the  sub-division  of  any  of  the  ex- 
isting Dioceses  connected  with  the  University,  or  the  establishment 
of  Missionary  jurisdictions  by  reduction  of  the  territory  of  any  of 
said  Dioceses,  each  Diocese  or  Missionary  jurisdiction  arising  out 
of  such  subdivision  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  representation  in 
the  Board  as  the  respective  original  Dioceses  were  entitled  to,  and 


the  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees  from  such  Missionary  jurisdiction 
shall  be  elected  by  the  Convocations  thereof  ;  and  by  Art.  18  other 
Dioceses  may  be  admitted  into  connection  with  the  University, 
provided,  etc.;  and  such  Dioceses  .-hall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rep- 
resentation as  the  other  Dioceses  represented  in  the  Board,  ami 
subject  to  the  same  rules  ami  regulations.  By  Art.  20,  The  Asso- 
ciate Alumni  are  entitled  to  representation  in  the  Hoard  by  one 
Clergyman  and  two  Laymen,  to  be  elected  by  the  Association 
(Voi 1 1  their  membership  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  hy  implication 
such  Alumni  Trustees  would  be  elected  subject  to  the  same  rules 
and  regulations. 

In  reference  to  the  memorial  of  the  Alumni  Association,  your 
Committee  report  that  so  much  ol  the  Constitution  of  said  Alumni 
Association' as  provides  lor  the  election  of  Alternate  Trustees  is 
void  ab  initio,  being  in  conflict  with  the    Constitution   of  the  Cni- 

\  ersit  v. 

Thai  the  provision  made  by  their  By  Laws  for  filling  vacancies. 
To  wit  : 

By-Law.— If  any  Trustee  ol  the  Association  shall  fail  to  he  pres- 
ent on  the  opening  day  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  University,  the  Association  may.  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present,  declare  his  office  vacant,  and  smdl  proceed  to  elect  some 
one  to  fill  the  vacancy.  This  By-Law  to  become  operative  on  its 
passage," 

seems  to  the  Committee  to  provide  for  filling  such  vacancies  as  may 
occur  in  the  Alumni  representation,   and    is    accordingly  approved. 

your  Committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Resolved,  (54)  That  in  order  to  entitle  Clerical  and  Lay  Trustees 
from  the  respective  Dioceses  to  seats  in  the  Board,  there  shall  be 
iiled  with  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  a  certificate  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Diocese,  Missionary  Jurisdiction  or  Alumni  Association. 
or  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  that  such  person 
or  persons  have  been  duly  chosen  as  such  Tiustees  or  appointed  in 
the  manner  provided  for  by  the  Conventions  or  Councils  of  such 
Diocese.  Missionary  Jurisdiction  or  Alumni  Association. 

Resolved.  (55)  That  the  Secretaries  of  the  respective  Dioceses. 
Councils  or  Conventions,  be  requested  to  furnish  the  Secretary  of 
this  Board  with  information  of  the  election  of  Tiustees  whenever 
The  same  may  occur. 
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Resolved,  (56)  Tbat  it  bo  recommended  to  the  several  Diocesan 
Conventions  and  Councils  in  connection  with  the  University,  to 
provide  by  Canon  for  filling  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their 
Clerical  and  Lay  representation  in  the  Hoard,  occasioned  by  death 
resignation  or  removal,  and  that  the  Alumni  Association  and  the 
several  Convoeations-or  Missionary  jurisdictions  bo  requested  to- pro- 
vide for  similar  cases  in  respect  to  their  representation  in  this 
body.

Supplementary  Report  of  Commit  tee  on  Constitution 
and  Statutes,  July  31,  with  resolutions  adopted  : 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Statutes  respectfully  report 
in  reference  to  that  portion  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  report  iu  refer- 
ence to  the  functions  and  power  of  the  Hebdomadal  Hoard  in  refer- 
ence to  discipline  : 

The  Committee  having  examined  tho  action  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Hoard  as  contained  in  Exhibit  E  referred  to  as.  in  connection  with 
the  report  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  made  to  this  Board,  and  a  state- 
ment of  his  position  made  to  this  Committee  in  reference  to  the 
functions  and  powers  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  and  the  Hebdomadal 
Board  respectively  in  respect  to  discipline,  and  for  the  elucidation 
of  the  questions  of  fact  involved  therein,  have  examined  with  care 
the  Constitution,  Statutes  and  certain  reports  and  resolutions  made 
and  passed  in  1879  and  1882,  to  which  our  attention  was  called  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor.  The  provisions  of  the  Constitution  in  refer- 
ence to  the  Vice-Chancellor  are  contained  in  Art.  V.  and  provide 
that— 

a.  He  shall  be  the  administrative  head  of  the  University. 

b.  He  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  oi  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 


c,      He  A).\\\  perform  such  other  duties  as  may    ho    prescribed  hj 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Also,  Staiule  2.  Sections  1    to  8  inclusive,    relate  to   the   powers 
and  duties  of  the  Vice-Ohaneellor.

The  provisions  in  respect  to  the  Hebdomadal  Boaru  are,  I  'heonh 
mention  ol  the  Hebdomadal  Board  in  the  Constitution  is  the.  pro- 
vision nunh*  in  Art.  V  that. the  Vice-Chancellor  shall  preside  over 
all  meetings  of  the  Hebdomadal    Board. 

Statute  2  Sec.  2.  provides  that  the  Vieo-Chaneellor  -hall  he 
ns.«isted  1 . \  a  Hebdomadal  Board. 

Statute  Nil  sections  J  to  7  inclusive  provide  lor  a  Hebdomadal 
Hoard  and  prescribes*  their  powers  and  duties.  Sec.  1  provides  that 
rhc  office  of  such  Board  shall  he  to  act  as  a  counsel  of  advice  to 
the  Vice-Chancellor,    who  shall  he  President  of  the  Boar... 

Sec.  4  pro\  ides  that,  '-by  the  Hoard  all  question-*  of  discipline 
in  the  I  "Diversity  shall  be  adjudged  according  to  the  laws  and  or- 
dinances of  the  University." 

Statute  21  provides.  ••  That  offences  against  the  Statutes  of  the 
University  shall  be  punished  in  such  manner  as,  shall  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  Sec.  2  provides  that  of- 
fences against  the  laws  of  the  land  shall  be  left  to  the  cognizance 
of  the  civil  magistrate  if  claimed  by  him.  nr  may  be  subjected  by 
the  Hebdomadal  Board  to  any  of  the  punishments  permitted  by 
the  Statutes,  whether  the  civil  magistrate  has  taken  cognizance  of 
them  or  not." 

The  foregoing  cited  Statutes  embrace  all  the  Statutes  which  have 
been  enacted  in  reference  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  aid  Hebdomadal 
Board,  and  then-  relation  to  each  other. 

In  1879,  under  a  peculiar  state  of  affairs,  the  R<  ard  of  Trustees 
adopted  '-a  scheme  of  organization  of  the  University  to  continue 
for  three  rears  from  the  beirinninir  of  Trinitv  Term.  1S79.  a  nirt  of 
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which  relating  to  th*i  Vieo-Chance! lor  gave  that  officer  control  of 
the  finances  of  the  [Tr.ivers-ily,  and  of  the  domain,  including: 
leases,  etc;  and  to  he  entrusted  also  with  the  discipline  of  th  ■ 
('Diversity  under  the  restrictions  of  h  Consulting  Committee  to  ho 
elected  by  ihr  Hoard  from  tlie  Hebdomadal  Hoard,  to  act  with  tin- 
Hee-Chancellor  in  the  settlement  ■•!  all  questions  involving  sus- 
pension or  dismissal.  [VidehVp.  1879.  n;».  23-24.  and  Resolution 
11.  p.  2b\J 

This  arranir.Miieist  expired  l.y  :r-  own  limitation  at  the  close  of 
Lent  Term.  1882.  The  Committee  on  Organization,  in  their  repott 
•'i  the  annua]  uif-eting  in  1882,  say.  That  as  regards  the  1'nirersify 
Commission  the  Committee  consider  i:  a  temporary  arrangement 
which  has  now  expired,  and  Hum  do  not  recommend  its  resuscita- 
tion; that  iii  their  judgment  the  Hebdomadal  Board  with  the  Viee- 
Chancellor  at  its  brad,  a-  established  b\  the  Statutes  of  the  ['niver- 
,-itv.  is  adequate  to  the  performance  of  all  function-  which  have 
bc.-n  discharged  by  ihe  late  Commission. 

■That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  the  functions  and  pow- 
ers of  the  Vice-chancellor  should  be  declared  to  be  such  as  are  laid 
down  ii.  Ihe  Statutes  of  the  l.'niversity."  and  Resolution  35  pro- 
vides ••  That  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  Vice-Chancellor  shall 
he  such  as  are  set  forth  in  Sections  1  to  8  inclusive  of  the  printed 
Statutes  of  the  rniversity  of  the  South." 

In  1884.  p.  '^9.  there  was  presented  a  memorial  from  the  Heb- 
domadal Hoard,  asking  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  define  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board  in  respect  to  matters  of  dis- 
cipline, etc.,  to  which  the  Committee  on  Organization  replied.  That 
they  could  only  refer  to  the  Stature-  No.  (6),  7.  relating  to  and  de- 
fining the  power.-  of  the  Hebdomadal  Board,  which  Statute  is  now 
in  force,  other  provisional  arrangements  having  been  repealed. 
[Hep.  p.    41.  j 

It  will  thus  appear  that  the  sense  of  this  Board  has  been  clearly 
expressed  as  late  as  1884 ;  that  the  Statutes  as  printed  governed 
the  questions  as  to  the  powers  and  functions  of  the  Hebdomadal 
Hoard. 

It  will  be  necessary,  then,  only  to  examine  the  question  as  to 
their  functions  in  reference  to  discipline. 

Sec.  4  provides  that  the  Hebdomadal  Board  (inclusive  of  the

regulations  authoritatively  enacted  are  now  in  force  in  the  Univer- 
sity. 

Your  Committee,  inun  these  examinations  of  the  question,  have 
coine  to  the  following  conclusions: 

First,  That  by  the  existing  Statutes  of  the  University,  all  que>- 
tioiis  of  discipline  are  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Hebdomadal  Board. 
ot  which  Board  the  Vice-Chancellor  is  cx-offieio  the  President 
according  to  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  University. 

Second.  That  the  enactment  and  c;tabiishing  of  such  laws  and 
ordinances  is  alone  vested  in  the  Hoard  of  Trustees. 

Third,  That  no  such  laws  or  ordinances  have  been  hitherto 
enacted  or  established  by  the   Boar.:  of  Trustees. 

Under  this  state  of  things  .inasu  uch  as  we  have  not  time  at  this 
session  to  undertake  the  examination  and  perfecting  of  such  a 
code  of  laws  and  ordinances,  the  Committee  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  in  reference  thereto  : 

Resolved,  (o9)  That  there  are  no  Statutes  or  regulations  lor  the 
government  of  the  students,  defining  offences,  punishments,  etc.. 
which  have  ever  been  adopted  or  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, and  that  such  approval  is  required  by  the  Statutes  of  the 
Universitv.

There  has  also  been  applied,  as  heretofore  provided,  from  the 
Offertories  at  St.  Augustine's  Chapel  towards  salaries  in  said  De- 
partment, (one  of  its  Professors  being  the  Chaplain  of  the  Univer- 
sity), the  sum  of  $438.61.  This  makes  the  total  receipts  oi  this 
Department  for  the  past  year  $3,977.98.  This  increase  is  grati- 
fying.

ANNUAL    STATEMENT 

Theological  Dapartment,  University  of  the  S 

For  the  Year  ending  Aug.   i,   1888. 


The  Theological  Faculty,  in  sending  "'it  this  Annual  Financial 
Statement,  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  comments  upon  it: 

It  will  be  observed  that  then-  is  the  greatest  inequality  and  ir- 
regularity in  the  amount  of  the  offering-  from  the  several  Dioceses. 

For  years  past  Florida  has  been  the  steadied  and  most  reliable 
contributor  to  the  Department.  Its  Trustee-  first  assumed  the 
obligation  of  paving  punctually  the  full  amount  ofthe  assessment  up- 
on the  Diocase,  and  then  voluntarily  raised  the  assessment  from 
$350  to  $400.  The  whole  amount  is  raised  from  the  Parishes  by  a 
little  systematic  attention  to  the  matter. 

Georgia  has  been  one  of  the  most  irregular  contributors.  During 
the  last  year  the  Clerical  Trustee,  Rev.  \V.  D.  Powers,  of  Macon, 
undertook  to  give  the  matter  his  personal  attention,  and  visited 
himself  the  principal  Parishes  of  the  Diocese.  The  result  was  that 
the  Offerings  tar  exceeded  the  assessment  for  the  year,  and  the  as 
surance  is  given  that  they  shall  not  henceforth  fall  short. 

Comment  in  this  way  might  be  made  upon  the  treatment  of  the 
Department  at  the  hand;  oi  each  ol  the  Dioceses,  but  the  figures 
will  lei!  then-  own  story. 

Experience  has  proved  that  it  is  only  as  the  Clergy  and  people  of 
the  Church  see  ami  know  Sewanee  for  themselves  that  they  ran.
